All  around  it 
to  the  «oa;h  and  we.'t  the  wide  expanse 
of  prairiti  doited  with  n^at  white  ••of tages 
and  tts<tcil<tied  wi>h  g  >rgeou:i  li-bU  ot 
wheat  and  corn,  sweeps  in  soft  green  bil- 
lows to  the  hazr  blue  of  the  distant  hor- 
Lion. 

Ueru  where  we  had  expected  to  see  a 
few  hundred  i  eople,  we  were  astonished 
to  tind  assl^mbled  around  a  platform 
erected  lor  the  occasion  some  two  or  three 
thousand  persons,  farmers  with  their 
wives  and  children,  seated  in  their  spa- 
cious farm  wagons  which  formed  a  sort 
of  dress  circle  around  the  improvised 
parquette  in  front  of  the  speaker's  stand, 
and  here  they  bad  been  broiling  lor  an 
hour  in  the  sun  piciently  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival of  Senator  Ramsey,  the  oratir  of 
the  day. 

The  address  of  Ihia  gentlemen  was 
brief,  but  eloijuent  and  pithy,  and  we  were 
glad  to  f*ee  took  high  ground  in  favor  of 
a  logical  ai  plication  of  the  principles  of 
the  great  Declaration  which  formed  its  tex: 
by  the  enfrunchisement  of  the  colored 
race. 

Before  and  after  the  grand  dinner  pre- 
pared by  mine  host  of  the  Franklin  under 
a  canopy  of  maple  boughs,  "with  dark, 
green  leaf  rith  clad,"  speeches  were  de- 
livered by  gentlemen  of  the  neighborhood, 
in  responsie  to  various  political  senti- 
ments— some  of  them  of  much  force  and 
eloquence — upon  the  great  themes  sug- 
gested by  the  occasion.  It  is  a  fact  ot 
some  «iguiticauce,  that  the  main  topic  was 
the  excension  of  suffrage  to  the  freedmen, 
and  ihit  all  loucurrtd  in  advocating  the 
•xertion  of  all  the  powers  of  the  govern- 
ment to  surround  the  new  found  freedom 
ot  the  negrot-s  wi'.b  adequite  consliiu- 
tional  safeguards  in  tho  reorganization  ot 
the  rebel  States. 

Mingling  with  the  large  crowd  of  men 
and  womt:n,  we  were  struck  with  the  air  of 
Yaukeeism — that  happy  mixture  of  intel- 
ligence and  thrift  and  morality  —which 
pervaded  the  assembly,  and  with  the  ut- 
ter absence  of  the  brutal,  sensual,  stupid 
Copperhead  faces,  lurid  with  bad  whisky, 
which  lorms  so  large  an  element  of  pro- 
miscuous crowds.  KellectiDg  that  these 
joi:ng  peo[>le,  and  such  as  these,  form 
two-ttiirds  of  our  entire  population,  we 
could  not  help  thinking  what  a  splendid 
race  ol  Minnesotians  was  blossoming  in 
these  prairie  homes.

S.  C, 
by  the  gallant  boys  of  the  First  Minneso- 
ta Artillery,  some  forty  of  whom  enlisted 
from  this  town,  and  who  had  ju»t  return- 
ed in  lime  to' participate  in  the  fetlivities 
of  the  day,  bringing  with  them,  by  the 
Govoroor's  consent,  this  splendid  trophy 
of  their  valor.  It  was  pleasant  to  see 
bow  glad  the  boys  were  to  get  back  to 
their  old  home,  and  to  witness  the  joyful 
greetings  of  their  old  acquaintances 
among  the  crowd.  "We  would  rather  have 
a  forty  acre  lot  ia  Plainvisw,"  I  overheard 
one  of  them  saying,  "than  the  best  planta- 
tion in  the  South."  "Boys,"  said  anoth- 
er to  his  comrades,  "th**y  say  that  man 
made  the  town  and  the  Lord  made  the 
country.  I  think  the  Devil  made  South 
Carolina,  and  God  made  Minnesota." 
"There's  no  place  like  home  "  said  anoth- 
er, "(iood-bje  dysentery,  I  am  going  to 
stay  in  Minnesota."  The  superiority  of 
Minnesota,  ia  beauty,  beaUhfulness  and 
fertility  seemed  to  be  the  favorite  topic  ot 
these  heroes  of  the  great  Anabasis.

The  object 
to  be  accomplished  by  this  effort  is  to 
raise  a  fund  suiBcient  to  establish  a  per- 
minent  home  for  Wisconsin's  disabled 
soldiers,  in  the  city  of  Mdwaukee. 

The  institution  is  already  chartered, 
and  the  funds  are  a'!  that  is  wanting  to 
put  the  thing  into  practical  operation. 
This  want,  I  am  happy  to  state,  will  soon 
be  realized.  The  Fair  has  been  open 
but  five  days  as  yet,  and  the  receipts 
amount  to  over  fifty-five  thousand  dollars. 
It  is  expected  that  the  Fair  will  net  over 
one  hundred  thousaad  dollars. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  of  your  readers 
who  may  not  be  able  to  attend  this  Fair, 
permit  me  to  state  a  few  facts  and  im- 
pressions as  seen  and  gathered  by  a  Min- 
nesotian. 

Pdpers  (except  at  St.  Paul)  have  such 
a  way  ol  giving  a  favorable  coloring  to 
everything  local,  that  we  are  obliged  to 
take  their  statements  at  a  large  discount. 
As  I  have  no  motive  but  to  render  "hon- 
or to  whom  honor  is  due,"  I  presume  the 
statement  of  your  humble  correspondent 
Will  be  concurred  in  by  every  Minnesotian 
who  visits  the  Fair. 

The  building  in  which  the  Fair  is  held 
is  a  temporary  one,  having  been  con- 
structed solely  for  this  purpose.  It  is 
three  hundred  feet  front  by  one  hundred 
feet  deep,  and  the  central  portion  is  two 
stories  high,  containing  a  gallery  which 
completely  encircles  it.  On  entering  the 
building,  one  is  lost  in  wonder  and  admi- 
ration. The  gorgeous  display  of  festoons 
and  brilliant  coluts,  the  extent  and  vari- 
ety of  objects  bewilder  the  senses.  Your 
humble  servant  remained  riveted  to  one 
■  jot  till  swept  along  by  the  resistless  tide 
ot  visitors.  A  careful  inspection  of  atti- 
cles  on  exhibition  shows  that  nearly  every 
branch  of  industry  is  contributing"  its 
share  to  aid  in  this  noble  enterprise. 

The  agricultural  department  is  well  rep- 
resented, so  also  is  the  horticultural ;  then 
there  are  agricultural  implements  till  you 
can't  rest ;  hardware,  boots  and  shoes, 
dry  goods,  jewelry,  millinery  goods, 
printing,  lithographing,  furniture,  &c. 
Most  of  the  articles  have  been  contribu- 
ted by  individuals  all  the  way  from  New 
York  anil  Boston  to  Milwaukee,  and  are 
to  be  rallied  for  as  soon  as  all  the  chan- 
ces are  sold.  The  musical  department  is 
perhaps  the  most  extensively  representei'.

St.  Pall,  July  7, 1865, 
Editor*  of  the  8t    Paul  Vivn: 

The  continued  evidences  of  your  substantial 
i<ood  will  toward  the  success  of  my  expedi- 
tions warrants  me  in  asking  space  in  your  col- 
umns for  tbe  foUowiqc;  suggestions,  which 
bcem  to  be  demanded  as  a  matter  of  public  in- 
terest at  tbe  present  time. 

In  consequence  of  the  general  failure  of  ap- 
propriation bills  in  Congress  la.>it  winter  there 
was  no  provision  for  another  Oovc  nment  Em- 
igration Expedition  this  season ;  but  when  the 
triumph  of  our  arms  brought  a  dose  of  tbe 
war,  and  the  consequent  disbandment  of  a 
great  portion  of  the  army,  as  well  as  the 
discbarge  of  many  thousand  citiien  em- 
ployees of  the  t-'o^'cnment  was  announc- 
ed, friends  at  Wnsbington,  D.  C,  and 
elsewhere,  Ijcsought  me  to  organize  still 
anotehr  expedition  for  tho  gold  telds  of 
Montana  on  such  a  self-supporting  basis  as  in 
my  judgment  would  be  acceptable  to  tbe 
masses  seeking  new  channels  for  labor  and 
enterprise.  After  preparing  my  circular  with 
which  you  arc  familiar,  I  submitted  it  to  the 
heads  of  tbe  Oovernment  and  to  our  delega- 
tion and  all  friends  in  Washington,  and  with- 
out exception  received  their  hearty  approval 
and  encouragement ;  and  now,  after  having 
taken  the  proper  steps  to  make  known 
throughout  the  countrj-  my  intention  to  or- 
giinizo  and  lead  a  fourth  expedition  from 
Minnesota  to  the  rich  andaccossible  gold  re- 
gions ot  the  Eastern  slope,  I  have  not  only 
tbe  assurance  of  having  a  very  large  party  of 
tbe  best  class  of  men,  with  not  a  few  families, 
hut  also  tbe  gratifying  approval  of  tbe  pub- 
lic press — the  cncoumgcmcDt  of  leading  ram 
throughout  the  States,  and  more  than  ail  to 
me,  the  confidence  and  warmest  expressions 
ol  clieer  from  my  own  fellow  citizens  of  Min- 
nesota. 

I  may  say  that  if  one-fourth  of  those  who 
have  already  declared  their  firm  intentions 
and  preparations  to  go.  report  in  time,  there 
will  not  he  less  than  one  thousand  in  the  par- 
ty, and  there  may  be  three  times  that  num 
her.  Among  thd  numbers  will  he  veteran  of- 
ficers from  tbe  army,  from  Brigadier  Generals 
all  tbe  way  down  to  the  rank  und  file,  of 
which  there  will  bo  hundreds  of  tbe  iKSt 
class.  Ocn.  Thomas  Francis  Meagher,  whose 
gallant  and  able  services  have  rendered  him 
famous  among  onr  warriors,  is  not  only  going 
himself,  but  m.Hny  of  his  old  stalf  ofHcers  and 
sterling  soldiers  ;  while  be  has  personally  en? 
couraged  and  assisted  me  from  the  l)eginning. 
Every  State  in  the  Union  will  bo  represented 
in  the  party,  and  I  have  endeavored  to  place 
within  the  reach  of  all  who  may  join  me,  the 
same  means  I  have  myself  for  fiettering  their 
condition . 

Tho  advices  from  Montana  up  tJ  thc2Stb  of 
May,  were  of  the  most  important  and  promis- 
ing character,  announcing  many  very  rich  and 
extensive  discoveries  of  placers  and  quartz 
mines  during  tbe  past  year,  far  richer  than 
auv  I  have  ever  reported,  and  that  with  all 
the  inflw.  of  a  steady  tide  uf  immigration, 
there  is  no  want  of  employment. 

Thus  far  I  bare  only  served  the  f»over.iment 
and  my  State  without  holdins;  any  interest 
whatoerin  those  mountain  territories;  and  if 
there  was  no  other  hope  of  recompense  lor  my 
endeavors,  I  should  feel  content  in  the  reflec- 
tion that  such  an  empire  in  wcnlth  and  popu- 
lation as  they  arc  fist  bccomin;;,  ba^  grown 
o'tf.  of  services  commenced  and  continued 
under  such  unfavorable  auspices.  .\nd  now. 
if  I  take  a  few  unproducing  and  crippled  citi- 
zen.^  from  out  our  State,  I  am  certain  of  their 
rcutmin  due  season,  doubled  in  numl)crs  and 
trebled  in  tbe  means  of  a  livolihuod.  I  am 
also  just  as  confident  as  ever  of  the  speedy 
aid  permanent  opening  ol  a  great  thorough- 
fare of  travel  to  and  from  onr  State  in  con- 
nection with  those  auriferous  regions,  and  I 
look  forward  with  the  his; best  hopes  to  a  time 
close  at  band  when  wc  shall  have  a  profitable 
outlet  in  that  direction  for  our  surplus  produce 
and  merchandise  in  supply  of  the  countless 
thousands  there  engaged  in  mining. 

Although  tbe  public  spirit  of  our  leading 
men  in  the  State  has  somewhat  aiiatcd  with 
regard  to  this  subject.  1  bavcnot  allowed  my- 
self to  believe  that  they  thought  the  less  fa- 
vorably of  it,  or  that  they  would  withliOld 
their  support  and  good  will  from  those  who 
might  persist  in  the  accomplishment  of  so  de- 
sir.ible  an  end. 

Tho  late  action  of  tbo  Government  toward 
bringing  about  a  speedy  and  permanent  peace 
with  the  various  Indian  tribes  throughout  the 
West,  will,  in  my  judgment,  he  the  means  of 
producing  an  early  cessation  of  hostilities  and 
an  opening  of  safe  routes  to  the  emigrant 
along  all  oar  l>orders  and  highways. 

Tbe  destination  of  my  present  expedition  is 
the  Upper  Yellowstone,  w  ell  known  as  rich  in 
precious  metals,  and  most  desirable  for  settle- 
ment in  every  other  respect. 

The  route  ol  march  I  shall  take  will  lay 
through  a  fine  game  and  well  watered  region, 
free  from  any  danger  to  an  organized  party 
and  not  more  than  seven  hundred  miles  from 
the  rendezvous  at  St.  Cloud  to  the  destination 
of  the  colony.  I  shall  aim  to  start  about  tbe 
27th  or  '28th  of  the  present  month ;  and  from 
all  tho  prospects  before  nie,  I  cannot  conceive 
of  any  obstacle  to  the  entire  success  of  the  ex- 
pedition. 

There  arc  already  some  thirty  or  forty  teams 
at  and  near  St.  Cloud,  ready  for  the  march ; 
and  among  those  of  my  last  expedition  who 
arc  preparing  and  nearly  ready  to  join  me  tbe 
second  time.  I  may  mention  H  li.  Larnard 
and  Young  Llbby,  of  Anoka,  with  a  dozea 
or  so  of  their  friends  in  that  district. 

Several  who  have  accompanied  me  on  each 
of  the  expeditions  I  have  made,  .ire  again 
lx>oked  for  tho  present  one.  Parties  or  squads 
and  companies  from  the  East  will  arrive  here 
trom  the  15th  insUint  up  to  the  time  ol  start- 
ing. AH  persons  availing  themselves  of  the 
advantages  of  the  expedition  will,  I  trust,  see 
the  importance  of  remitting  to  me  here 
promptly  by  express,  such  sums  as  the  Cir- 
cular specifics,  as  it  is  from  this  alone  that  I 
must  prepare  and  provide  for  the  outfit  and 
wants  of  the  expedition.  The  names  and  res- 
idences of  all  persons  should  also  be  furnish- 
e  J  me  for  record.  None  who  do  not  so  enroll 
and  pay  in  the  re(|uired  sum  or  sums,  will  be 
considered  members  of  the  party  or  allowed 
the  privileges  aud  protection  of  the  exne- 
dition.

To  fully  comprehend  the  importance  of 
this  position,  the  reader  must  understaml 
that  on  bight  of  the  Sierra  Nevadas,  an  I 
OQ  (be  eastern  line  of  California,  there  is 
a  beaudfiil  lake  known  by  some  as  Tahoa, 
and  by  othtrs  as  Lake  Bigler.  which  is 
about  icn  miles  in  widch,  by  fifty  in 
length,  running  north  and  youth. 

The  Central  Farijie  Riilroad  proposes 
to  start  frcm  Sacramento  city,  and  after 
a  distance  of  about  ten  miles  northwest- 
erly to  enter  Placer  county,  and  then 
then  cantinue  about  the  same  general 
directieo  140  miles  to  the  north 
end  ct  Lake  Bigler,  and  there  turu  to 
the  sou'heast  in  order  to  ftrike  Virginia 
City,  in  the  State  of  Nevada. 

The  Flaterville  and  Sacramento  Vol 
ley  Sailritad  starts  from  the  same  point, 
and  parses  through  this  city  and  then  by 
the  south  end  of  Lake  Uigler  to  Virginia 
by  a  route  mucbstraighler  and  said  to  hi- 
far  mora  interesting  and  picturesque,  and 
about  forty  iiiiles   shorter. 

The  travel  across  the  mountains — in- 
cluding passengers  two  and  frcm  New 
York,  and  such  ways — travel  as  business 
demands — is  even  now  of  immense  mag- 
nitude, and  wdl  probably  average  the 
year  round  about  8'">  passengers  per  day, 
or  2,900 annually. 

To  ntcure  this  travel  the  stage  com 
primes  by  the  different  routes  tmploy  the 
sharpest  and  shrewdest  runners  and  the 
ablest  drivers  that  money  can  secure. 

The  citizens  of  ea-.h  ande  very  town, 
vjllaj^e  and  ranche  on  the  various 
routes  are  expected  to  swear  that 
that  is  the  nearest,  quick«st,  safest 
and  by  far  the  most  intereat- 
irg  route  either  by  stage  or  car.  And 
each  town  llitters  itself  that  it  will  be  the 
•fspevial  point  where  railroad  travelers 
will  fre«iy  spend  their  money. 

Placerville  has  a  population  of  nearly 
.1.CH.H).  It  is  about  40  miles  east  of  Sac- 
ramento, 115  southwest  from  Virginia, 
andM)wt:tt  from  LakeTahol^  or  Bigler 

P/actr  mining,  from  whiih  the  city  takes 
rw  name,  is  aluicst  wholly  abandoned  in 
this  vicinity,  and  the  miners  are  digging. 
or  prospecting  tor  gold  bearing  quar'z, 
and  copper  ore — which  have  lately  been 
discovered  in  the  neighboring  moun- 
tain— it  is  hinted — in  large  quantities. 

Piac-erville  has  a  very  mtelligent  popu- 
lation, but  like  all  fast  growing  young 
towns  it  has  its  share    of  pudding  heads. 

By  iovitstion  of  the  lion  J.  G.  McCul- 
lum.  one  of  the  ablest  men  in  California. 
we  here  attend  a  comical  trial  before  two 
Justices  of  the  I'eace,  turning  out  as  rich 
as  anrthiog  ever  described  by   Dickens. 

To  avoid  personalities,  we  will  call  the 
elder  Juatice  Esquire  Bosh.  On  entering 
his  offire — a  little  room,  eight  by  ten,  on 
the  ground  floor — we  find  him  seated  on 
a  splint  bottom  chair,  tilted  back  against 
the  wall.  His  heels  are  resting  on  thr, 
front  round,  the  palm  of  bis  left  hand 
supporting  his  big  red  double  chin,  and 
the  elbow  lestitg  on  Lis  knees. 

With  a  large,  very  red,  swollen  face ; 
a  narrow,  sloping,  red  forehead,  on  the 
top  of  which  is  resting  a  pair  of  old 
silver  spectacles,  with  one  of  the  glasses 
broken  ;  a  pair  of  little  red  pig  eyes  that 
corstantly  dances  with  expectation  o( 
»kinning  somebody ;  and  a  red  mouth 
denotins  lust,  intemperance  and  ungov- 
ernable passion,  and  the  lowest  order  of 
cunninj,  he  presents  the  best  picture  of 
an  •experienced  villain  that  ever  went 
unhung. 

Squirting  a  black  stream  of  tobacco 
juice  through  his  decayed  front  teeth  at 
an  unoffending  knot-hole — some  four  feet 
in  froct  of  htm,  and  glancing  wildly  about 
the  room  with  an  expression  that  struck 
terror  to  his  half  dozen  beer-bloated 
hangers-on,  he  exclaims  in  a  voice  which 
is  a  coiE promise  between  the  squeal  of  a 
young  pig  and  tt  e  rattle  of  a  Icgchain, — 

'•'Tention  the  Court!  Whar's  the 
folks  that's  goin'  to  swar  in  this  case  ?" 

The  conusel  for  the  defendant  mod- 
estly rises  and  states,  that  as  he  ha^ 
proof  that  the  Justice  has  contracted 
with  tht!  plaintiff— (the  keeper  of  a 
low  sroggery)  —  to  decide  the 
<  ^  tivor,  regardless    of   all   evi- 

dence, he  ie*pectfully  asks  per.nission  to 
change  the  rentie,  and  have   it    tried    be- 


luarter.  Tei  ain't  agwine  to  foo  this  yer 
QUI t  mucA.      There  ain't  tcrg<iin  to  be 
nothin^/«d  afore  I  gets  my  (jawfer.'* 

The  quarter  is  paid. 

"Now  what  d'yer  want?" 

••My  client  desires  to  jiay  the  expens- 
es of  this  case,  as  far  as  progrested,  and 
'0  change  the  venue,  and  have  it  tried 
before  a  man  mho  hasn't  pledge<  himself 
to  decide  in  favor  ol  the  plainiilT  " 

"Wall,  do  yer  make  that  as  a  i  action  ?" 

"I  do." 

'•I  want  twenty-five  cents,  futt." 

"The  1^1  St  fjuarter  that  T  gave  you  was 
fir  entertaining  this  proposition." 

"No'twan't?  You  didn't  say  nothin' 
'oout  pay  in'  'spcnses  in  the  fust  proper- 
iition.  I  know  what  Pm  abo  it  I  Yer 
cant  fool  me."  And  the  old  fellow  cross- 
es bis  legs,  taps  the  toe  of  bis  b  )ot  with 
his  Gnger,  and  wiuks  to  the  bankers  on, 
as  a  iiiiit  for  them  to  applaud.  I'be  bint 
IS  quickly  understood,  and  they  at  once 
break  into  a  horse  laugh,  and  one  drunk- 
en old  bloat  stammers  out,  "thr  hic-bic, 
th'  squire  hic-hic  'stands  hia  business." 

"Si 7^Hre !"  screams  the  Justit  e,  look- 
ing as  sour  as  a  vinegar  barrel,  and  again 
ejecting  a  stream  of  black  fluid  at  the 
knot-hole.  "Sdence,  till  we  know  wheth- 
er be  is  goin'  to  ponv  up  that  quarter,  or 
not.  What  d'yer  say  (lojkin;^  at  the 
calm  and  dignified  attorney)  yei  goin'  to 
jilank  down  that  quarter?" 

Smiling  at  the  vulgar  fellow's  a  ^ericious 
cunning,  the  attorney  bands  him  the  third 
(juarter,  with  the  remark,  "as  it  is  evi- 
dent that  you  are  determined  o  mulct 
my  client,  rtght  or  wrong,  we'll  now  fol- 
low you  up  on  your  quartemce'-  and  see 
how  far  you'll  go.'' 

To  be  thus  bearded  in  his  den,  io  the 
presence  of  his  own  drunken  servile 
lacquey  is  much  .  more  than  the 
••S<i'iirc's"  patience  can  eniure;  he 
stamps,  wipes  his  spectacles  on  the  knee 
of  his  dirty  pants  ;  puts  them  ba'  k  again 
on  hid  forehead,  where  they  hav  i  rested 
from  the  fin-t ;  repeatedly  spits  at  the  lit- 
tle knot-hole  in  front,  and  excla  ma  : 

"Sir!  thii!  ore's  my  court,  ai;l  I  ain'{ 
ter  goin'  ter  have  ro  foolin' !  If  yer 
hain't  got  no  piopositions  to  mike,  this 
"ere  case  is  goin'  ahead  or  else  the  court'U 
jurn."' 

The  bystanders  wink  and  lauijh  at  the 
Sijuira's  brill-ant  wit,  and  one  ch  ip  shows 
his  enthusiastic  approbation  b\  offering 
hiui  a  "  chaw  o'  terbacker."' 

A  financial  scheme  is  now  co  n!nence<l 
hy  the  old  fellow,  with  brass,  cl  i:ek,  and 
ellVontery  enough  to  s^npply  the  whole  ol 
Chat'naua  street.  Refusing  to  re  jrd  any- 
thing without  first  receiving  twenty-five 
cents,  and  denying  every  senteni  e  spoken 
that  is  not  recorded,  he  pocket » twenty- 
uve  cents  at  a  time,  until  he  ha.'  secured 
four  dollars  and  a  quarter  in  s.lver,  be- 
fore giving  up  the  papers. 

The  party  now  adjourns  to  Sheerward's 
ofTioe,  in  a  "  second  story  back,"  flanked 
by  a  small  woodpile.  The  Sq-  ire  is  in, 
and  after  turning  over  nearly  ev  jry  book 
in  bis  ofTice  at  least  three  times,  ind  bow- 
ing politely  to  every  one  that  e  iters,  he 
fusses,  sits  down,  gets  up,  runs  hs  fingers 
through  his  light  milky  h»ir,  trit  s  to  hide 
a  dirty  spittoon  by  covering  it  w  th  a  pair 
of  old  boots,  and  grandiloqu-ntly  ex- 
claims : 

"  Now,  gentlemen,  let  us  carelully  con- 
template and  investigate  the  pec  iliar  and 
complicated  features  and  meri  s  of  the 
interesting  case  of  whiob  you  have  this 
day  deemed  me  tl.e  honorable  .ludge  to 
adjudicate  upon."

But  few 
witnesses  are  called,  and  the  roirits  may 
be  all  summed  up  in  anutsbell.  It  is  a  clear 
case  of  attempted  extortion,  s  >  plainly 
shown,  that  every  one  present  wanders  at 
the  plaintiflf's  presumption  in  commenc- 
ing the  si.it. 

But  the  learned  Sheerward,  feeling  the 
importance  of  trying  a  twenty  d<illar  case 
where  ha  can't  be  allowed  to  decide  iii  la- 
vcr  of  both  parlies,  ris-s,  and  ifter  po- 
li'ely  bowing  twice  to  all  pree  :nt,  thus 
gives  his  logical  summing  up.

At  length  all  the  preparations  connect- 
ed with  tbe  final   departure  of  the  great 
telegraphic    expedition    are    completed. 
On  Wednesday  tbe  Amethyst  left  the  tel- 
egraphic works   with   tbe   last   length  of 
\A'>  miles  ol  cable  on  board,  and  on  Sat- 
urday the  operation  of  coiling  this  in  was 
begun.     This  work  will  probably  la^it  till 
tbe    'i2d  inst..    when    tbe   Great  Eastern 
will  have  in    her    as   nearly    as   possible 
7,0(X)  ions    of  cable,    or,    including   the 
iron  tanks  which  contain  it  and  the  water 
in  which  it  is    sunk,  about   D.OCnj  tons  in 
all.     In   addition  to  this  she  has  already 
7.*)0<)  tons  oi  coal  on  board,  and    1  £00 
tons  more  still   to   take    in.     This    addi- 
tional weight,  however,  will  not  be  added 
until  she  leaves    the   Medway,  which  she 
will  do  on  the   morning  of  the   24tb,  for 
the  Nore,  when  the  rest  of  the  cods  and 
special  etore:4  will  bo    put  on  board,  and 
these  will  bring  her  mean  draught  down 
to  32i  fett.     Her  tot.il  weight,  including 
engines,  will  then  be  rather  over   21,000 
tons,    a   stupendous    weight  for  any  ship 
to  carry   but    well  with'n  the  capacity  ol 
tbe  Great  Eastern,   ol  which  the  meas- 
urement  tonnage   is   ;  4,000.     Her   way 
out.  fiom  the  Nore  will  be  by   Bullock's 
CbanccI,     which     the      Admiralty     are 
having  carefully  buoyed  to  avoid  all  risk 
in  those  rather  sh  dlow  waters       Before 
the  following  spring   tides  set   in,    about 
the  6  h  of  June  or  July,  the  Great  East- 
ern will  start  for  Valentia.     Tbeie  she  is 
expected  to  arrive  about  the  9th  or  10th 
and  there  she  will    be  met    by    the  t  «o 
ships  of  war  appointed  to  convoy   her — 
the  Terrible  and   tbe   Sphinx.      Both  of 
these  vessels  are  being  fitted  with  the  best 
iipparalus  for  d>>ep  sea   soundings ;    with 
buoys  and  means  for  buoying   th  ■  end  of 
the  cable,  if  ever  it  should  become  neces- 
sary ;  and  with  BoUen'a  night-light  naval 
signals,  with  which  the    Great  Eastern  is 
likewise  to  be  supplied.      To  avoid   all 
chance  of  accident  the  big  ship  will   not 
approach  tbe  Irish  coast  nearer   than  20 
or  2o  miles,  and  her  stay    near   Valentia 
will  be  limited  to   tbe  time  occupied   in 
making  a  tiplice  :  with   tbe    massive  shore 
end,  which  tor  a  length  of  2.3  miles    from 
the  coast,  will  be  laid  previous  to  her  ar- 
rival.    This  intiiiarrous  shore  end.  which 
is  the  heaviest  and  strongest  piece  of  ca- 
ble e.vtr  made,  will   be   oespatcbed  in    a 
few  days,  and  belaid  from  the  bead    of  a 
sheltered  inlet  near   Cahireiveen  out   to 
the  distance  w«i  have   stated,    where   the 
end  will  be  buoyed  ao<l  watched  by    the 
ships    of    war      till    the     (ireat      East- 
tern    herself     comci      up.

For  the  shore  end  at  ^ewfouudland  o!il> 
three  miles  are  required,  and   this    ?'      . 
length  will  be  sen'  in  the  Great  Ea  i„fn. 
When  once  thti  i-plirt;  is   made  l>om   the 
great  cable  slip  to  ihi^  English  shore  end 
— an  operation  that  will   consume    about 
five  hour.i — the  work  of  laying  the  cable 
will  insta'itly  comtnKiiee.     By    th-it   time 
«-v<'ry  mile  of  the  cable  iu  tht*  t'.  .  .i  tanks 
will  have  been  joined  up,  uti    u.  a  stated 
hour    morning  and  evening,    a    series   of 
s<gn;>ls  will  bescutthrough  tbe  cable  to  tha 
land  at  Valentia,  and  thence   to  London, 
giving  the  latitude  and  longitude   of  the 
great  ship,  the  state  of  the    weather  and 
tbe  number  of  miles  paid  out.     The  ca- 


ble will  be  first  taken  out  from  the  for- 
ward tank,  next  Tiro mTikat  amidships,  and 
lastly  froia  tfaitt  astern ;  and  if  all  goes 
well  the  vettel  should  arrive  with  nearly 
500  miles  of  cable  in  her  still  unused,  an 
excess  which  is  most  wisely  allowed  in 
case  of  aceideut.  We  may  add  that  since 
the  paying  out  opparatus  has  been  in 
work  its  action  has  been  faultless. 
Messrs.  Canning,  Cliliord  and  Temple 
have  abiolute  tiharge  of  all  tbe  details 
eoonected  with  tbe  submergence.  Mr. 
De  Santy  Is  in  charge  of  tbe  electrical 
condition  of  the  cable,  for  tbe  makers, 
Mr.  Varley  goes  t«  represent  (he  Allan- 
tic  Company,  and  Professor  Thompson 
aa  scientific  adviser  and  reteroe.  These 
gentlemen,  however,  are  only  the  chiefs 
ol  tbe  various  large  departmental  affaira 
which  will  be  on  board. 

With  regard  to  the  process  of  laying, 
it  is  hoped  the  Great  Eastern  may  be  kept 
throughout  tbe  voyage  at  a  uniform  speed 
of  six  knots  per  hour,  faster  than  which 
it  would  not  be  sale,  as  a  rule,  to  run  out 
the  cable.  At  less  speed  than  this,  how- 
ever, the  big  ship  would  fail  of  steerage 
way,  and  wiib  a  beam  wind  would  cer- 
tainly go  to  leeward  without  some  coun- 
teracting influence.  This  influence  will 
be  afforded,  if  necessary,  by  the  paddle- 
engines,  which  are  to  be  disconnected, 
and  the  efTotts  of  one  wheel  at  either  side 
would  be  quite  suQicient  to  over  balance 
the  effects  of  anything  but  a  very  violent 
storm.  This  latter  risk  is  now  literally 
all  that  has  to  be  feared.  Everything 
else  which  human  torerigbt  can  suggeit, 
either  in  cable  or  ship*,  everj  thing  whi  li 
long  experience  or  scientific  progress  can 
devise,  has  been  provided,  aad  the  suc- 
cess or  failure  of  this  vast  expedtion  is 
now  only  a  question  of  weather.  On  this 
only  doubrful  point,  therefore,  it  is  g^ati- 
t>ing  to  know  that  Capt.  Aaderson  is 
sanguine  of  all  going  well.  In  his  expe- 
rience of  many  years  and  hundreds  cf 
voyages  ba.kward  and  forward  iu  com- 
mand of  the  Cunard  liners  over  this  very 
track  of  tbe  Atlantic,  he  states  that  in  the 
early  part  of  July  it  never  blows  long  or 
strong,  and  that  during  that  time  he  has 
never  even  heard  of  any  bad  weather 
which  could  for  a  momr nt  aflfect  a  vessel 
liko  tbe  (ireat  Eastern. 

As  regards  the  commercial  prospects 
of  the  undeitaking,  it  may  be  stated  that 
the  Atlantic  Compmy  have  begun  their 
work  undtr  the  renewed  agreement  with 
tbe  Government  for  a  subsidy  of  £20  000 
a  year,  and,  in  addition,  a  guarantee  of 
8  per  cent  upon  a  capital  of  £600,<XM». 
All  systems  cf  (lOveruiuent  guarrntte  of 
this  kind  arc  in  themselves  radically  bad, 
and  opposed  to  every  rule  of  free  trade 
and  commercial  enterprise.  In  this  case, 
however,  the  guarantee  is  not  only  at 
variance  with  the  principles  of  political 
economy,  but  possesses  its  own  special 
attributes  of  absurdity.  Thus,  in  return 
for  their  guarantee,  which  is  only  to  con- 
tinue in  force  while  the  line  is  in  work- 
ing order,  the  Government  d  loand  that 
tbe  mimimum  charge  for  raessaees  shall 
not  exceed  2s.  fid.  per  word.  With  such 
a  tariff  the  Imt*.  would  be  absclutely 
choked  with  mess  »ges,  and  the  company, 
inreiuriifor  iu  overwork  and  general 
malad  ministration  of  business,  would 
only  receive  a  revenue  of  £250,000  a 
ycir.  At  a  tarilT  of  £1  per  word,  on  the 
contrary,  the  company,  while  guarantee- 
ing a  message  to  and  the  receipt 
of  a  reply  Ironi  any  part  of  tho  United 
S  ates  within  24  botirj,  c^uld  with  ease 
earn  a  revenue  of  £l,(XX>.000  a  year,  or 
nearly  twice  tbe  <  o.st  of  tbe  present  ca- 
ble. In  fact,  th-*  government  guarantee 
is  only  conditional  on  the  line  being  in 
working  order,  and  while  it  is  so  working 
the  company  can.  for  the  reasons  we  bl%t 
stated,  do  ten  times  better  without  it.  If 
the  share  holders  are  wise,  the  sooner 
they  shake  off  this  clog  upon  their  enter- 
pris-}  the  better.  At  present,  it  is  esti- 
mated that  the  operation  of  telegraphing 
can  be  safely  cond  ictcd,  day  and  night, 
a',  the  rate  ot  from  six  to  eight  words  a 
minute.  Both  Professor  Thompson  and 
.Mr.  Varley,  however,  are  confident  that 
with  the  new  macb  nes  they  have  invent- 
ed this  rate  may  '  e  increased  to  nearly 
twelve  words  a  minute.  On  this  expect- 
ation, however,  we  decline  to  venture  an 
opinion.  The  dispatch  of  one  hundred 
wor  1b  through  the  Hue  to  America,  and 
the  clear  receipt  of  a  similar  number  in 
reply,  will,  after  the  cable  has  been  laid, 
be  accepted  by  tbe  company  as  a  proof 
that  tbe  wire  is  in  perfect  working  order, 
and  without  further  formality  it  will  at 
once  be  opened  to  the  use  of  the  public. 
Must  earnestly  do  we  hope  that  this 
greatest  scientific  undertaking  may  be 
tho  commercial  and  political  succes 
which  the  completion  of  telegraphic  com- 
munication with  tbe  United  t'tates  must 
achieve.

A  correapondent  of  tbe  Cincinnati  Oa- 
zetta,  writing  from  Danville,  Va  ,  June 
21,  says: 

"Odo  iLing  impreasea  itaslf  upon  the 
traTel'r,  a8  farm  aRcr  farm  is  passed, 
and  tba  is  that  tbe  whites  of  tL«  State  are 
not  at  wor.(.  In  the  whole  trip  through 
the  State,  from  Norfolk  to  Richmond, 
(rom  this  latter  point  to  I\ter8burg.  and 
back  from  Richmond  again  to  DanTille, 
not  a  single  white  man  was  to  he  se«n  at 
work  on  any  cf  the  plantations  pwaed, 
even  where  the  crops  were  actually  su(- 
leriDg  from  want  of  car*.  Yot  the  places 
of  public  resort,  the  station*,  postofficea 
and  hoteh  were  filled  with  white   loafers. 

"Danville,  before  the  war,  contained 
about  three  thousauil  inhabitants,  and  w«d 
a  town  of  considerable  business  and  man- 
ulacturing  importance.  It  was,  at  the 
opening  of  the  war,  iho  terminus  of  tbe 
railroad  from  Riclimon  i,  but  the  impor- 
tance ol  an  itiner  line  of  railroad  commu- 
nications which  should  be  comparatively 
safe  from  cur  raids  itidui  od  the  confeder- 
ate govtrnmei  t  to  con  truer,  the  rosd 
wh  cti  now  conni^crs  it  with  Greensboro 
It  became,  on  the  opening  of  this  road, 
one  ( f  the  most  important  depots  of  sup- 
plies in  tho  com  try,  as  tbe  exiensive 
quartermavtsr  and  commisiiary  building  ■ 
attest.  A  l.%rge  car  lActory  was  in  ope-- 
ation,  and  sevetal  woollen  lacorie*.  Se  • 
erai  large  hospitals  were  established  ii. 
the  place,  and  one  of  thu  priooinal  starv- 
ing pens  for  Union  prisom-r*.  Th^'  lower 
pan  ol  the  town  is  as  toppliiig  and  shab- 
by as  the  most  fastidious  antiquary  couid 
require  in  a  country  as  yoang  as  o  jr  own, 
while  a  singl*  street  windiof  over  the  hiU 
above  shows  handsome  places  enough  to 
save  the  term  respectable  lor  the  place  as 
a  whole. 

"The  people  8e«m  bitter,  and  are  prin 
cipally  engaged  in  grumbling  at  the  new 
order  of  things  forced  upon  them  by  the 
North.  The  belief  is  by  no  iiieans  gen- 
eral here  that  alaverv  is  deiJ,  and  a 
hope  that  in  some  undefined  way  they  will 
yet  control  the  sUves  i.s  in  mi.iy  minis, 
amounting  with  some  to  a  conviction 
Tbey  look  tor  its  restoration  tBrough 
sta'e  action — not  yet  comprehending  that 
the  docirine  of  State  sovereignty  has  been 
somewhat  shattered  by  tbe  war.  Here, 
ai«  in  Richmond,  the  people  instead  of 
grappling  with  the  fact  that  tbe  war  has 
linerated  the  slaves,  are  very  busy  prov- 
ing the  utter  woriblessness  ol  the  negroes, 
and  treating  them  with  additional  cruelty 
and  contempt,  neither  offering  them  lair 
tnduc*t'ment«  to  work  or  workmg  them- 
selves. The  country  meetings  mat  ap- 
pear so  well  when  dresseil  up  lor  the 
Richmond  political  market,  in  which  the 
earnrst  desire  to  co-operate  heartily  with 
the  ijoverament  in  the  c'linged  order  cf 
affairs,  is  made  to  appear  in  such  bright 
colors,  represnrnt  the  ploiiings  of  politi- 
cal ^cbeme^s,  and  not  tbe  ideas  of  tbe 
maases  in  Virginia. 

"The  wh>le  condi'ion  of  affairs  is  de- 
plorable enoigh,  ahd  It  is  oidy  when  it  is 
considered  as  a  righteous  punishment  for 
the  crime  ol  rebelUon,  that  the  spectacle 
ofsoiial  ruin  can  be  regarded  without 
sadness. 

"The  loss  of  life  in  this  region  during 
the  war  mar  be  judged  by  the  fact  that 
out  of  twelve  hundred  and  six'y  three 
men  who  made  up  tbo  Eighteenth  North 
Carolina  regimen';  of  volunteers,  raised 
in  and  around  Danville,  only  forty-seven 
are  known  to  be  alive. 

''Ti.e  government  has  been  issuing  ra- 
tions to  the  needy  since  tbe  o  cupation 
of  the  place,  but  the  impositions  praciis- 
ed  by  many  abundantly  aT)le  to  help  them- 
salves  have  caused  the  authorities  to  ex- 
ercise greu  care  to  prevent  this  species 
of  swindling."

Now.  whileobecitiaena  are  >eing  called 
on  to  give  in  thtir  personal  >roperty,  is 
a  most  appropriate  time  for  t'lem  to  give 
the  Council  that  support  which  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  in  order  to  -be  succesa- 
(ul  solution  of  our  flnancia!  difHculties 
and  the  inauguration  of  a  sys  em  of  light 
taxation. 

Tbe  squirming  and  shirking  and  cas- 
uistry too  often  resorted  to,  to  return  a 
poor,  meagre  list  of  personal  properly, 
IS  not  the  kind  of  support  which  will  get 
us  cut  of  debt.  We  are  oi  ly  cheating 
ourselves  by  »uch  means.  We  are  only 
temporizing  with  our  debts,  and  post- 
poning them  another  year,  and  making  a 
high  rate  of  taxation  a  perpetu  il  necesaity. 

It  is  useless  for  mtu  to  talk  of  tbe 
necessity  of  "tconomy"  an  1  ••reform," 
while  they  shirk  their  proper  juota  ot  the 
burden  of  taxation  by  tetanung  an  qd- 
fdir  and  uriC(|ual  assessment  and  avoid 
by  mean  and  contemptible  lodges,  and 
subterfuges  their  fair  c  >ntributions 
to  pay  the  city  debts  and  make  taxes 
Ight. 

We  bear  of  nuny  vigorous  talkers  of 
"economy,"  seeking  every  possible  means 
of  evading  their  share  of  tax  ition.  The 
main  question  with  them  is  'bow  not  to 
do  it."  We  must  adopt  a  different  poli- 
cy, and  feel  that  we  are  simply  contrib- 
uting to  pay  oil"  our  own  deb's  and  make 
our  burdens  lighter  when  w  '  give  a  fair 
and  liberal  return  of  our  pro['crty. 

By  making  a  "long  pull"  in  this  way, 
"a  strciig  pull  and  a  pull  at  together,^ 
we  can  soon  place  our  finani  es  in  such  a 
condition  that  our  taxes  will  lot  need  to 
be  half  what  they  were  List  }ear,  and 
with  the  increase  of  property,  population 
and  wealth  const^^quent  on  t  lie  construc- 
tion of  our  Railroads,  tioall '  make  our 
city  as  prosperous  aa  a  co;  poration  as 
our  mercliints  and  business  men  areas 
citizens. 

Wo  want  a  full,  fair  and  h  teral  asaeat- 
meiit  and  prompt  payvient  of  taxes. 

The  want  of  prompt  payiient  of  ou' 
taxes  has  been  the  most  fruitful  source 
ol  our  embarrassments. 

The  laws  for  securing  t»>  titles  and 
investments  of  capital  in  pay  uent  of  de- 
linquent taxes  thould  be  maJe  so  cert  in 
and  liberal  as  to  invite  capital  to  such 
investments. 

City  bonds,  and  credits  of  this  charsc- 
ter.  slould  be  exempt  from  taxation  so 
aa  to  raise  theic  from  70  to  7.'>  ceuts  on 
tbe  dolU"-  to  100  cents,  and  thus  save 
twenty-five  per  cent,  to  the  treaaury  by 
abating  one  and  a  half  or  tv^o  per  cent. 
of  the  city  taxes. 

Preferred  bonds  could  thi  s  be  nego- 
tiated almost  at  par  to  pay  off  all  float- 
ing indebtedness  and  take  u]  such  bonds 
as  bear  excessive  interest. 

To  elFect  al!  these  objects  some  legis- 
lation would  be  necessary  to  am«nd  our 
ch.vter.  But  much  can  be  done  under 
our  present  charter  by  ••friendly  legisla- 
tion" having  in  view  the  interests  of  cap- 
itahstd  who  lean  the  city  mcney  or  pay 
the  taxes  of  her  delinquent  c  tizens. 

These  delinquent  taxes  piomptly  paid 
up  every  year  would  prcve  it  the  usual 
surplus  levy  of  more  tba )  is  actually 
rjceded.  which  baa  to  be  ma  le  in  antici- 
pation of  delinquencies.  Ths  whole  sub- 
ject is  one  of  pocket  interest  to  every  tax- 
payer, and  is   commended    to  the  careful 

consideration  of  the  Council  and  people.

Editors  iSt.  Paul  Prcsi : 

Variety  is  said  to  be  tbe  spice  of  life, 

and  as  you  percciTe  from  the  heading  oi 
my  letter,  we  have  had  a  agreeable 
privilege  of  indulging  in  tbe  change  of 
base,  although  I  must  acknowledge  that 
this  is  characteristic  of  our  old  organiza- 
tion— the  army  of  tbe  Potomac.  But  old 
things  have  passed  away,  and  wu  are  now 
enjoying  tba  benefit  of  new  associations. 
As  a  military  organization  we  are  proba- 
bly permanently  separated  from  our  old 
command,  and  soon  we  will  all  be  enjoy- 
ing tbe  comforts  and  blessings  of  civil 
life.  How  odd  it  will  seem  when  it  be- 
comes necessary  for  us  to  lay  aside  our 
military  garb,  and  don  the  more  unas- 
suming dress  of  tho  civilian.  But  strange 
things  occur  in  this  world ;  consequently, 
w«  are  prepared  for  any  emergency. 
The  duties  required  of  a  soldier  are  of 
such  a  nature,  that  it  demands  his  person- 
al attention  ;  any  departure  from  instruc- 
tions is  sure  to  b^ing  on  his  devoted 
bead,  the  censure  of  bis  superiors.  This 
has  tbe  effect  of  making  bim  active,  ener- 
getic and  attentive  to  his  duties ;  and 
this  lesion  learned  in  the  military  service, 
has  become  so  familiar  that  when  ther 
return  to  the  pursuit  of  civil  life  they 
will  not  be  apt  to  depart  from  this  habit, 
which  will  prove  banficial  to  them  io  their 
daily  avocations,  and  insure  the  respect 
and  confidence  of  all. 

Our  journey  from   Washington  to  this 
point  was  anything  but  agreeable,  espe- 
cially  from    Washington   to   Parksburg, 
Va.      Western  Virginia    being   a    very 
mountainous  country,  we  were  compelled 
to    pass    (brougb    twenty-two    tunne  s, 
■ome  of  them  nearly  one  mile  in  length. 
This,  of  course,  left  us  in  total  darkness 
— i.  e.,  while  passing  through  them.    But 
a  soldier  is   notorious   for   taking  advan- 
tage of  what  might  be  considered  a  dis- 
advantage.    They   embraced    such  occa- 
sion to  change  their  apparel ;  and  when 
we  emerged  from  the  darkness  which  had 
surrounded    us,  they  looked  more   like 
coming  from  a  bandbox   than  a  Virginia 
tunnel.     Some   of    them,    however,  not 
knowing  tbe  length  of  certain  passages, 
made  ludicrous  mistakes,  and   came  out 
in  rather  a  nude  state.     This,  of  course, 
seemed  to   relieve  us   partially  from  the 
monotony  of  the  trip.     We  passed  many 
oil   wells,  some   of  which   were  yielding 
handsomely,  while  others  were  in  a  sink- 
ing condition,  with  no   prospect  of  strik- 
ing the  coveted  article,  bu'  a  fair  one  o^ 
relieving  some  adventurer  of  his  money. 
All  expect    to    mase    fortunes    in  a   very 
short   ti  lie.     Iu  fact  the  whole  country 
along  the  line  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad,  in   West   Virginia,  smacks  of 
oil.     The   people    smell    oily,  look  oily, 
and  have  oil   on   the    brain.     This  fact, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  knowledge 
that  coal  dust  abounds  in  this  region,  will 
no  doubt  give  you  a  good  idea  of  their 
general  appearance. 

This  division  is  formed  of  Western 
troops  formerly  in  tbe  Army, of  the  Poto- 
mac and  numbers  ten  regiments,  com- 
manded by  Brig.  Gen.  Ilenry  A.  Morrow, 
a  very  energetic  and  efficient  officer,  who 
commanded  a  brigade  in  the  'ith  army 
corps  previous  to  our  departure  from  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac. 

Several  regiments  have  been  mustered 
out  ot  lat'.',  but  I  have  heard  nothing  in 
regard  to  the  discbarge  of  this  regiment 
(the  Ist).  My  opinion  is  that  we  will  be 
held  until  fall.  Tbe  health  of  the  regi- 
ment is  good.  The  regiment  i>  under  ad- 
mirable discipline,  and  Col.  Downie  de- 
serves great  credit  for  the  energy  he  has 
displayed  in  its  re-organization.  We  re- 
ceived a  very  handsome  compliment  from 
the  local  of  the  Louisville  Democrat  a 
short  time  since.  It  is  much  appreciated 
■  ^y  the  officers  and  men,  as  compliments 
are  not  often  made  by  the  press  of  the 
West  to  the  Eastern  army. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  many 
Minnesotians  upon  my  arrival  here. 
Among  the  number,  "  Nob,"  your  corres- 
pondent, whose  happy  face  reminded  me 
of  earlier  days,  when  we  took  no  note  of 
time,  and  days  seemed  but  hours  in  the 
summer  of  youth.  Capt.  J.  Shaw,  of 
Anoka,  has  been  stopping  here  for  some 
time  as  Assistant  Commissary  of  Musters. 
I  understood  him  to  say  that  he  had  been 
ordered  to  Nashville. 

TLc  weather  is  quite  pleasant.  Rain 
storms  are  not  as  frequent  here  as  in 
Eastern  Virginia.  This  is  an  agreeable 
change  for  us,  and  the  elements  have  our 
thanks. 

The  Second  Minnesota  leave  for  home 
in  a  few  days.  Hoping  they  will  receive 
a  suitable  reception  in  consideration  of 
their  past  services,

All  condemned  conspirators  s-nnnced 
to  be  hanged  to  day   were  ixecuteii. 

Upon  petition  of  Marv  E.  Surratt  ,lhro' 
her  counsel,  Messi*.  Aiken  iVr  Clar  ip»tt. 
Judge  W)  lie,  of  the  Supreme  Co  irt  of 
this  Uislric'.  directed  an  issue  of  hiibeas 
corpus  to  tien.  ll.m  oek,  lonitnmhiig 
him  to  produce  in  court  at  1'^  o'eloi  k  thts 
morning  the  body  of  Mary  K.  S  trralt, 
with  cause  and  day  ol  detention. 

The  writ  was  served  on  (Jen.  llancx-k 
at  the  Metropolitan  Hotel,  at  .s  o  eloi  k 
this  morning,  by  U.  S.  Marshal  (io>  ding, 
lie  iiunieiliately  consulted  with  the  .Attor- 
ney (ieneral  and  the  Sei-retary  of  A'ar. 
At  ltJ:i)il  the  (Tcneral  hail  not  obevi  d  the 
writ.  This  fai't  was  broui;ht  to  thi  no- 
tice wf  the  Coort  by  her  counsel  an  1  the 
.Judge  said  he  ha.l  not  power  to  nerve 
the  writ. 

Karly  to-day  guards  were  pla-t  d  all 
round  the  ar.>ieiial  grounds  to  prevei  t  the 
intrusiou  of  persons  to  the  scene  of  exe- 
eii'ion.  none  being  admitted  except  rhose 
previously  supplied  with  tickets  by  Gen. 
Hancock.  , 

The  relatives  of  Mrs.  Surratt  and  liar- 
rold  spent  several  hours  with  them  d  iring 
the  fo.  enoon,  and  they  were  also  at  end- 
ed by  their  spiritual  advisers,  as  iwcre 
also  rayni!  and  Alzerot. 

A  few  minutes  alter  I  o'clock  the  out- 
er prison  door  wai  opened  and  Mrs.  Sur- 
ratt was  supported  on  her  way  to  the 
gallow*  by  military  otlicers  ;  next  lodow- 
ed  A'zcrot,  H.irruld  and  I'ayne 
aeeoniiKinied  by  a  guard  and  then- 
respective  ministers  of  tbe  Gospel.  1  ront 
seats  were  provided  tor  them  on  the  plat- 
form in  the  following  order:  Mrs.  Sur- 
ratt. Tayne,  Harrold,  and  A'zrct; 
the  otHcers  entrusted  with  the  e.»ecu- 
tion  and  the  ministers  occupying  int>  rme 
diafe  positions.  Major  Gen.  ilariruir, 
who  h.as  been  Iroin  tbe  commenceruent. 
in  charge  of  proceedisiiJS.  came  lor  vard 
and  read  the  orders  of  rt>c  ^V'ar  l)e»art- 
nient,  already  publish'-d,  approving  the 
sentence,  and  order. ng  tL'J  penalty  ol 
death  to  be  ir.ilicted. 

A  heavy  guard  was  st.itioned  on  the 
walls  surrounding  the  grounds,  whil. :  be- 
low the  sobliers  wi-re  loriiud  en  two 
sides  ol  a  sipiare.  l'erh:'.pj  several  hun- 
dred civilians  were  present,  an.'  ioas 
apeetator-j  of  the  solemn  scene. 

Oiieo!  the  priests  attendant  on  Mrs. 
Sairatt  repeated  a  short  prayer,  to 
which  Fayne,  who  was  seated  nevtto 
her,  attentively  listened.  The  mii.ister 
who  bed  been  administering  to  I'lyne 
expressed  in  the  name  o(  the  latter  bis 
sincere  thanks  to  (ien,  HartrulF  anl  the 
olhcers  and  soldiers  who  had  charjje  tt 
him  forthfir  personal  kin  Ine-ts. 

They  had  not  uttered  an  unkind  «'ord, 
nor  given  an  unpleasant  look  or  gesture; 
but  seemed  to  compasjionate  his  mi  ♦for- 
tune. The  minister  then  uttered  a  ,>hort 
pra.ter,  :i*king  for  Payne  the  forgivi  ncss 
of  all  bis  siis  and  a  passage  out  ot  this 
world  into  the  joys  of  heaven. 

The  ministers  who  attended  Ha:  rold 
.also  returned  thanks  fjr  the  kind  treat- 
ment of  the  prisonorj,  and  illered  a  p:  4yi  r 
that  <  iod  would  receive  his  soul.  Har- 
rold was  affected  to  tears. 

The  minister  who  attended  At:  urot 
also  rettirntd  thauks  lor  hiui  to  (jtneral 
Hartruff  and  other  otficials  for  kind  ai  ren- 
tion,  and  th»n  invoked  the  mercy  ol  God 
upon  the  prisoners.  The  condet  med 
were  th»in  rtijuired  to  rise  Irom  their  :  eats 
when  the  chairs  were  remDvetl. 

They  were  now  all  on  the  drops  ;  heir 
hands  were  fastened  bt*hind  them,  and 
their  legs  bandaged  both  above  and  be- 
low the  knees,  and  white  caps  place  i  on 
their  heads.  .Vtzerot  while  being  pre- 
pared lor  t  e  execution,  exclaimed,  "gen- 
tlemen, farewell;  take  care,  and  good- 
bye, gentlemen  now  bciore  me."  Uae  of 
the  clergymen  standing  uejir  exclaitrud, 
•'May  we  all  meet  in  thu  other  wo  Id." 
As  soon  as  the  ropes  were  put  an  und 
their  uceks,  Mrs.  Surratt's  being  tb*  last 
one  adjusted,  4he  section  of  the  plattorm 
on  wli!'.;!!  tbey  had  been  st-rditig  sudden- 
ly fell  .vid  the  culprits  were  hanging  sev- 
eral feet  Irom  the  ground. 

Mrs.  Surratt  ami  Payne  scarcely  mov- 
ed a  lunstlc.  .\tzerot  exbibited  ^:»n^e 
twitcliiiig.  but  liivtruld  showed  mare  ner- 
vous tetisibdity  than  any  ol  the  others. 

The  btKiies  burg  iiiit4  hie  was  e.xtnic', 
and  were  atterwards  j^iyeu  over  lor  i  uri- 
at ;  the  r«ugii  cclHiis  bcin^;  readN  ai 
hand  for  tint  purpo.se.

Some  are  at  present  in 
this  city  receiving  a  supply  of  coal  and  water. 
Others  are  in  Mohile  Itay  detained  for  the 
same  purp<igc,  and  in  order  to  give  iho  otlicers 
on  Ooard  an  opportunity  to  cle.in  up  the  vcs- 
«cls  and  attend  to  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  troops  on  lioard  while  others  arc  detained 
olf  Brazos  awaiting  the  arrival  of  lighters  with 
which  to  debark  the  troops,  andjnecessary 
army  material.

One  of  the  Herald'*  correopuatlcuio,  w  no 
has  recently  been  traveling  extensively 
thronghout  South  Carolina,  is  satisfied  that 
the  amount  of  cotton  still  remaining  in 
the  interior  of  that  State  is  very  large,  ex- 
ceeding any  estimate  which  has  yet  been 
published.  There  is  much  dilTlculty  in  getting 
It  to  seaboard,  owing,  in  a  considerable  de- 
gree, to  the  slow  progress  which  is  being 
made  by  the  railroad  companies  in  repairing 
their  lines.  These  roads  were  most  etfcctually 
destroyed  by  Sherman,  and  the  iron  to  relay 
the  track  ha«  got  lobe  borrowed  at  the  North. 
So  greatly  has  the  collapse  of  the  rebel  curren- 
cy shattered  the  faith  of  the  South  Carolina 
planters  in  paper  money  of  all  kinds,  that 
thcjr  generally  prefer  10  cents  per  pound  for 
their  cotton  to  fifteen  cents  in  greenbacks.

dered. 

Cllicers  and  soldiers  are  iuforned  by 
the  citizens  that  the  blue  coats  will  not 
be  needed  here  much,  longer,  and  that 
they  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain,  as 
they  intend  to  manage  their  own  affairs 
in  future.

Is  it  possible  that  President  Johnson 
intends  to  turn  tbe  lew  loyal  whites  and 
the  blacks  over  to  the  mercy  of  tbe  trai- 
torous pro-slavery  aristocracy  ?  If  so, 
he  is  an  unworthy  successor  of  the  great 
and  good  man  who  preceded  him,  and 
Congress  will  hive  lo  undo  the  work 
which  should  nevt  r  have  been  done,  and 
return  the  South  to  the  military  authori- 
ties until  the  population  have  become 
sufficiently  loyal,  by  rellection  or  emi- 
gration, or  some  other  agency,  to  be 
safely  ittlrusted  with  the  management  of 
the  State. 

You  will  find  no  occasion  to  change 
your  often  expressed  opinion  of  the 
Southern  States,  for  time  will  prove  you 
right,  and  that  these  people  must  be  gov- 
erned by  the  military  lor  two  years  at 
least.

In 
what  have  wc  lieen  eni.-.ii^ed  for  the  Inst  fonr 
years? — ha<  i(  tieen  a  war,  or  has  i(  K-en 
sotneihins;  else  and  other  than  war  ?  I  Ukv 
It  upon  myself  to  assert  that  we  hare  been  in 
a  londitio't  of  piiMic  war.  It  h.»»  l)een  no 
mere  suppression,  by  tuunicipal  p<jwer'i, 
of  an  insurrection  for  the  reilre»s  of  griev- 
ances. I:  han  hcen  a  perfect  public  war.

Are  yonwTll- 
ing  that  the  great  republic   shall  cheat  these 
poor  negroes,  "keeping  the  word  of  pn>mise 
to  the  ear  and  breaking  it  lothe  hope  r"  Then 
how  shail  we  secure  to  them  a  complete  and 
perfect  freedom  r    The  Constitution  of  every 
slave  State  is  cemented  in  slavery.

nerchants  and  mothers  ot  kings,— it  they 
vere  emancipa'cd.  nature  I'amo-  lo  the  raid, 
ind  they  reached  an  equality  with  theii  mns- 
ers.  Their  children  became  patrici  »ns  But, 
■nv  friends,  this  is  a  slavery  of  nice;  t  i^  a 
-lavcry  which  those  white  people  have  fiecn 
•aiiL'hf.  for  thirtv  vcars.is  a  divine  instil  ition. 
I  ask  you,  has  the  Southern  heart  l)cen  hred 
t  .r  thirty  years  lor  nothing.  Have  thes)  doc 
rines  been  sown  and  no  fruit  reaped  f  Have 
they  liccn  nught  that  the  negro  is  not  it  for 
.recdom.  have  they  Inilieyed  that,  and  are 
ihey  converted  in  a  day  ?  '  Besides  all  that, 
ihey  look  upon  the  negro  as  the  cat  so  of 
their  defeat  and  humiliation.  I  am  tfraid 
there  is  a  feeling  of  hatred  toward  the  negro 
It  the  South  to-day  which  has  never  e  listed 
iKMore. 

Wh.it  are  their  laws?  Why,  their  laws, 
tiianv  of  them,  do  not  allow  a  free  ne>  ro  to 
live  iu  their  States.  When  we  emanc  (uited 
the  slaves,  did  wo  mean  that  they^llould 
lie  banished — is  that  it  ?  [Voices — "Na  ']  Is 
that  keeping  public  faith  with  them  •  And 
vet  their  laws  declare  so,  and  in.iy  declare  it 
:igain. 

That  is  not  all.  Bv  their  htws.  a  blac  <  man 
cannot  testty  in  court ;  by  their  laws  hi  can- 
not hold  land  ;  by  their  laws  he  cannot  vote. 
Now,  we  h  ive  got  to  chtxise  l>etwefn  tvo  re- 
sults. V>  ith  these  lour  millions  of  m  tjroes, 
either  you  rau^t  have  fonr  millions  of  d  strnn- 
cliiscd,  disanued.  unuught,  landless,  tlirift- 
Ics5,  non-producing,  non-consuming,  d  -grad- 
ed men,  or  else  you  must  have  four  nnllions 
of  landholding,  industrious,  arms-beariiieand 
voting  population.  [Lond  a]  plausc]  Choose 
iKitween  those  two!  Which  one  wi  I  you 
have  ?  It  has  got  to  he  decided  pretty  ?oon 
>vhich  one  you  will  have.  The  corner  stone 
of  those  institutions  will  not  bo  slaviry,  in 
name,  but  their  institutions  will  bo  buil  upon 
the  mud  S'IIh  of  a  debased  negro  popu  ation. 
U  that  public  safety  ?  Is  it  ,>ublie  faitli  ?  Arc 
those  reputitkan  ideas,  or  repubiic.\n  i  tstitii- 
tions  ?  Some  of  tbesenegcoes  have  sheti  their 
Mood  for  us  upon  the  public  faith.  .\h  there 
arc  negro  parents  whose  children  have  lallen 
in  I'attle;  there  nrerhildren  who  lost  fi  thcrs, 
and  wives  who  lost  husbands,  in  our  musc. 
Our  i-oventnt  with  the  treedmen  is  *ealed 
with  blood  !  It  bears  the  Image  and  sui  scrip 
tion  of  the  Ucpublic.  Their  irccdoni  i-  a  tri- 
bute which  we  most  pay,  not  only  to  <':csar, 
huttotJod!     [.\pplause.]

To  intro\luce  the  tree  negroes  to  the  »otinit 
franchise  is  a  revolution.  If  we  donot  tecure 
that  note,  in  tht-  ttme  of  revolution,  it  can  nerer 
be  tfOUTfdr  fxtrpt  by  a  new  rerolutian.  Loml 
applause]  Do  you  want,  some  years  icnce, 
t )  see  a  new  revolution  ?— the  poor,  oppi  o^scd, 
decraded  black  m.in  beiuing  patiently  Ids  op- 
pression, until  he  can  endure  it  no  long  -r,  ris- 
ing with  arms  lor  his  rights — do  you  w  tnt  to 
*ce  that  ?  [Voices — "No."]  Do  you  v  ant  to 
see  them  auOmit  forever  and  nU  rise  fo  •  their 
riirhts?  [Voices — "No."  No,  neither,  y<c: 
sav.  Well,  my  friends,  who  cry  "no,"  i; 
cither  of  those  things  happens,  it  is  out  fault. 
If  they  never  get  tlieir  rights,  or  get  tlum  by 
a  new  revolution,  it  will  lie  in  cither  eve  it,  our 
fault.  Do  vou  wish  to  have  that  blan  e  rest 
upon  your  [Voire*— "No."]  No?  Tlrcn, 
'Now's  the  ilay,  and  now's  the  hour."  Loud 
applause]  Tlicy  are  in  a  conaition  of  ransi- 
tion  ;  a  condition  of  revolution  ;  sciie  t  le  op- 
portunity and  make  it  thorough !  (Renewed 
and  hearty  applause.] 

This,  then,  fellow-citizens,  is  what  w  j  have 
a  light  to  dem.ind.  Now  comes  mv  third 
question — How  do  you  propose  to  accoiniili.-Ii 
it  ■  We  know  our  powers,  we  know  w  i  it  we 
want  to  do— how  do  we  propose  to  lo  it  ? 
First,  the  right  to  boar  arms,  fortunatcl  •,  docs 
not  depend  upon  the  decision  of  any  ."^latc. 
Thtt  is  a  matter  which,  under  the  Ccastiiu- 
ti'«n,  depends  upon  the  aeisof  Congrcsr.  Con- 
irress  makes  the  militia.  an<l  Coneres*  must 
sje  to  it  that  the  emancipated  slaves  h:ive  the 
privilege,  the  diirnitv  and  the  powei  of  an 
arms-bearing  population.  But  the  ri  tht  to 
require  a  homestead,  the  right  to  te-tify  in 
courts,  the  right  to  vote,  by  the  Constitution, 
depend,  not  only  in  spirit  but  in  th  •  letter 
upon  the  State  constltntiuns.  The  r  ght  to 
vote  in  national  elections  depends  cm  State 
constitutions.  What  are  you  going  to  d'  i  about 
it? 

Now,  mv  friends,  let  us  be  frank  w  th  one 
another.  On  what  ground  are  we  goine  to  put 
our  demand  for  the  i.allot  tcr  free  Iraen  ? 
Some  persons  may  say  that  they  will  put  it 
upon  thcifround  that  every  human  be  ng  has 
an  absolute  and  unconditional  right  lo  vote. 
There  never  was  any  such  doctrine  !  We  do 
not  mean,  now,  to  allow  about  one  h  tlf  the 
South  to  vote.  [Applause]  Why  not.' 
Why,  the  public  satety  does  not  admit  of  it. 
[.Vpplause  ]  We  put  the  condition  of  oyalty 
on  evetr  vote.  [Applause.]  How  h  ive  we 
done  in  this  Stau- ?  Halt  the  people  in  this 
^'late  are  excluded  from  the  ballot, — tie  bet- 
*ialf,  we  are  fond  of  calling  thi  m ;  no

My  duties  and 
studies  and  thoughts  have  kept  my  at  cntion 
upon  that.  We  have  not  been  putting  down  tin 
insurrection  of  profei-sed  citizens.  Wo  have 
fought  a;.'«ini>t  an  empire  unlawluU)  csub- 
lished  within  the  limits  of  this  republic — a 
completed  de  fiseto  goverement,  perfi  eted  in 
all  its  parts;  and  if  we  had  not  desiioycd  tt 
by  war,  it  would  have  remained  and  itood  a 
completed  irovernmcnt.  It  stood  or  ell,  on 
the  is>ues  ot  war.  Nothing  but  war  has  de- 
stroved  it.  .        ,    .. 

This  de  facto  empire  had  possession  ^f  that 
whole  country.    Whv,  from  the   Pob  mac  to 
the  llio  Grande,  we  had  not  one  fort;  not  one 
arsenal;  not  a  court  house,  nor  a  custom 
house,  nor  a  light  house,  nor  a  post  ot  Ice,  nor 
a  single  magi  tnite,  or  a  spot  on  w  lich  he 
could  staml.    Thev  had  forts,  arsena  s,  light 
houses,  custom  houses,   court*,  post  offices, 
m  icistrates,  and  were  in  complete  ponessiim. 
It  happened— It  happened— \h&i  those  people 
preserved  their  State  lines — did  not  obliterate 
them  ;  but  thev  might  have  done  so.     It  hap- 
pened that  ihe'y  did  not  change  thei    consti- 
tutions, but  they  might  have  done  it     Toey 
might  have  resolved  themselves  inDactin- 
solidated  republic  or  a  monarchy.    T  ley  did 
as  they  chose.    Under  such  circumsi  inccs,  if 
the  parent  government  is  not  strong  enough 
to  hold  pos-ession  of  the  country,  am!  a  hos- 
tile, dt  facto  government  is  cstablislcd  upon 
it.  tin'  parent    government    propor:  lonately 
loses  its  claims  to  allegiance,  f-ir  t'lC   time. 
t>rtainly  it  d->es — not  absolutely,  bui  for  the 
time. 

What  follows  from  all  this?  fro  n  a  war 
foiightover  the  continent  aud  over  every  ocean 
— their  privateers  vexing  our  commci  c  •  at  the 
an'ipodes;  wc  lighting  the  battles  oi  the  re- 
public in  the  laonlh  ot  the  British  Channel 
[appiatise] ;  and  over  this  whole  vast  "epublic, 
south  of  the  Potomac  and  the  Ohio, 
"Kvery  turf  Ijencath  your  feet 
Has  bucn  a  soldier's  scpulchr  s." 
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powers.  They  must  meet  in  conventions  and 
form  constitutions,  and  these  constitutions 
must  be  satisfactory  to  the  republic.  [Loud 
applause.] 

1  desire  at  this  point  to  say  a  word  with 
reference  to  President  Johnson  and  his  course, 
to  which  I  ask  your  i-pecial  attention.  When 
President  Johnson  called  the  people-of -North 
(.'arolina  and  one  or  two  other  States  liigethcr, 
he  did  not  cdl  the  blacks  as  well  as  the  whiles 
to  the  ballot.  That  was  a  tiuestion  of  process, 
which  requires  great  discretion  and  wisdom. 
The  President  and  bis  Cabinet  know  a  great 
deal  more  afxiut  the  details,  and  means,  and 
probable  results,  than  we  do.  I  believe  Pres- 
ident Johnson  h.ts  the  snmo  end  in  view  that 
wo  have  here  to-dar.  [App'ause  ]  He  has  his 
own  mode  of  reaching  it.  Some  may  nsk, 
why  did  he  not  ask  the  blacks  to  vvte  ?  I 
know  nothing,  personally,  of  his  reasons; 
but  I  can  easily  see  that  two  embarrassments 
might  well  beset  him.  They  occur  to  us  all, 
at  once. 

I  he  people  of  those  States  are  to  vote  for 
the  purposo  of  making  their  organic  law. 
President  Johnson  holds  them  by  military 
power.  Is  it  not  a  very  serious  thing.  In  a  re- 
publican government,  vo  dictate  from  the  can- 
non's mouth  the  organic  law  for  a  great  peo- 
ple ?  1  do  not  ask  what  wc  have  a  right  to  do 
—that  is  not  the  question.  The  question  is 
what  ought  wc  to  do  ?  1  do  not  wonder  that 
a  man  educated  in  Uepublican  principles  hesi- 
tates to  dictate,  as  military  superior,  who 
should  vote  in  determining  the  organic  law  of 
ainople.  He  took  the  voters  as  they  stotKl 
Ijclore  the  war ;  he  put  the  test  of  loyalty  lo 
them  ;  he  took  securities  against  them  ;  he 
went  no  further,  'i  hat  wc  may  well  suppose 
was  one  of  bis  reasons. 

Wc  cm  easily  suppose  another.  Take  the 
whtde  black  population.  Shall  I  say  to  yon, 
my  fiiciids,  to-dav,  tor  the  first  time,  that 
slavery  is  a  bcnifiecnt,  ctlective  educational 
systctn  ?  If  I  say  it,  will  you  t)elievcit  ?  Will 
vou  think  mc  sane  ?  Have  wo  not  all  said, 
i»nd  thought  and  fought  Ucaiise  we  l>elieved 
ibat  slavcr>-  degraiied  and  brutaliicil  its  vic- 
tims ?  If  a  man  require.s  us  to  fay  that  the 
four  millions  of  ^lav^•s  have  not  Imjcu  dclwscd 
and  brutalized  by  slavery,  be  requires  us  to 
unsay  all  we  have  said  and  believed  and  fought 
for  and  praved  f.>r,  tbe  last  thirty  years. 
Slavery  has'  degrmled  the  negroes.  It  has 
kept  them  iisnorunl  and  del>ascd  It  has  not, 
thank  (ii»l  destroyed  toem.  1  bo  germ  ot 
n^raland  intclicct'ual  life  has  survived  ;  and 
wc  mean  to  see  to  it  that  they  arc  Wuilt  up 
into  a>clt  governing,  voting,  intelligent  popu- 
lati  >n.  [Applause.]  They  are  not  that  to- 
day. Thev  will  iKcomo  so  *iuicker  than  you 
think,  riicy  dont  need  half  tbe  care  nor  half 
the  patroniufc  we  used  to  think  they  did. 
.Ind  the  ballot  is  a  part  uf  our  educating  and 
elevating  process. 

There  arc  vanons  courses,  all  seeming  to 
lead  to  one  point.  From  Ihcse  Prcsiden.  John- 
son has  chosen  to  niakeau  experimental,  tena- 
tivc  trial  of  one.  On  a  question  of  means  and 
processes,  he  has  dee-lined  to  clothe  the  ne- 
groes, i>y  an  exercise  of  miiitJiry  power,  with 
the  right  to  vote.  True,  he  has  by  military 
power  applied  a  test  of  loyalty  to  the  voters. 
But  that  is  a  very  mild  and  necessary  exer- 
cise of  military  power.  No  man,  I  l)elieve, 
questions  the  necessity  and  fitness  of  that  act. 
But  it  is  a  far  diilerent  thing  to  speak  a  whole 
nation  of  voters  into  existence — ni4 
for  temp  nary,  nor  lor  permanent  and  funda- 
mental objects — bv  a  stroke  of  the  pen,  or 
rather,  1  .should  say.  by  tbe  uplifted  aword. 
His  rule  has  not  licen  to  intcrtereas  far  as  he 
could,  but  lo  accouiplisb  his  ends  with  the 
least  possible  interference. 

One  step  further.  Suppose  the  States  do 
not  do  as  we  rcqniro— what  then  ?  I  have  not 
heard  that  question  answered  yet.  Suppose 
President  Johnson's  experiment  in  North 
Carolina  and  Mississippi  fails,  and  ttie  white 
men  arc  determined  to  keep  the  Mack  men 
down— what  then  ?  Mr.  President,  I  hope  we 
shall  never  l>e  called  upon  to  answer,  practi- 
c.iily.  thai  question.  It  remits  us  to  an  ulti- 
mate, and  you  may  say,  a  fearful  proposition. 
But  if  we  come  to  it,  though  I  desire  to  con- 
sider myself  the  humblest  of  the  persons  here 
I.  for  one,  am  prepared  with  an  answer.  1 
fxdicve  that  if  yon  come  to  the  ultimate  right 
of  the  thing,  tbe  ultimate  law  of  the  ca^e,  it  is 
this  ;  That  this  war- no,  not  tbe  war,  the  1 1>- 
tory  in  the  trar — places  not  tho  person,  not 
the  lite,  not  the  private  property  of  the  reb- 
els— they  are  governed  by  other  considera- 
tions and  rules — I  do  not  speak  of  them — but 
tht  political  .I'jfltems  of  the  rebel  States,  at  the 
discretin-i  of  the  rejnihlic.  [(ireat  applau.<e.] 
Secession  docs  not  do  this.  Tre.ison  does 
not  do  this  The  existence  of  civil  war  dtx's 
lot  do  this.  It  is  the  necessary  result  of  con- 
(luest.  with  military  occupation,  in  a  war  of 
such  dimensi'jns,  such  a  character  and  such 
consequences  as  this. 

You  say  that  is  a  fearful  proposition.  Bnt, 
be  not  alarmed.  Most  political  action  is  dis- 
cretionary— all  that  IS  Inndainental  and  or- 
ganic is  so.  Discretion  has  its  laws,  and  even 
Its  necessities.  Still,  I  know  it  Is  a  fearful 
proposition.  But  is  not  war  a  fearful  lact  ? 
If  this  is  a  fearful  theory,  is  it  not  tbe  legiti- 
mste  fruit  of  a  terrific  fact,  the  war  ?  If  they 
have  sown  tbe  wind,  must  tlu-y  not  expect  to 
reap  the  whirlwind  ?  War,  my  friends,  is  an 
appeal  from  tho  force  of  law,  to  tbe  law  of 
force.  I  declare  it  a  proposition  that  does  not 
admit  of  doubt  in  wars  l)etween  nations,  that 
when  the  conqueror  has  obtain  .-d  military 
possessi»>n  of  his  enemy's  country,  it  is  in  his 
discretion  whether  he  shall  permit  the  politi- 
cal institutions  to  go  on,  and  treat  with  tbcni, 
or  shall  obliterate  them  and  annex  the  coon- 
try  to  his  own  dominions.  That  Is  the  law  of 
war  between  nation.*.  Is  it  applicaMc  to  us  ? 
I  think  it  is.  [.\pplaiise.]  I  think.if  you  come 
to  tbe  ultimate  right  of  ibc  thing,  we  may,  if 
wc  choose,  take  tbe  position  that  their  politi- 
cal institutions  are  at  the  discretion  of  the  re- 
public         '

1    know,  fellow-citizens,  it  is  much  more 
popular  to  stir  up  the  feelings  of  a  public  au- 
dience bv  vi'ilent  language  than  it  is  to  repress 
them  ;  blit  on  this  subject  wc  must  think  wise- 
ly.   We  have  never  been  willing  to  try  the 
experiment  of  a  consolidated  democratic  re- 
public,   our  system  is  a  system  of  States,  with 
central  power,  and  in  that  svstem  Is  our  sale- 
ty.     [Applause]     State   rights,   I  maintain; 
Sute  sovereignly,  we  have  destroyed.    [Ap- 
plause ]    Therelore,  although   1  say  thai,  if 
we  are  driven  to  the  last  resort,  we  may  adopt 
this  final  remedy ;  yet  wisdom,  humanity,  re- 
gard for  demociatic  principles,  common  dis- 
cretion,  require  that   we   should   follow   the 
course  we  are  now  following.

Next  to  Anoka,  we  pass  another  place 
noted  in  tbe  history  of  our  early  territo- 
rial existence,  and  a  few  notes  here  must 
be  permitted,  for  the  benefit  of  the  His* 
torical  Society. 

Itasca  is  situated  on  a  lovely  prairie 
watered  by  the  Mississippi.  In  its  sub- 
urbs, about  three  miles  from  the  depot, 
are  several  of  Minnesota's  finest  lakes, 
well  stocked  with  fish,  whilj  tbe  wooded 
shores  furnish  great  ijuantitics  of  wild 
game.  The  town  was  staked  out  in  184!T, 
and  during  the  first  eofsion  of  the  Terri- 
torial Legislature  lacked  but  one  vote  in 
the  House,  of  being  the  Capital  of  our 
Territory.  Speculators,  encouraged  by 
this  patched  the  grtater  portion  of  the 
land  adjoining  the  town  site  and  its  vi- 
cinity with  land  warrants,  and  have  held 
property  at  so  high  a  rate  at  to  exclude 
sctflerp.  For  fifteen  years  it  has  remain- 
ed unoccupied,  and  now,  that  emigrants 
seek  lands  under  the  homestead  law, 
there  is  no  prospect  ol  finding  customers. 
If  money  can  enrich  tbe  soil,  this  land 
will  some  day  produce  mighty  crops,  as 
the  annual  taxes  and  interest  od  the  in- 
vestment will  amount  to  about  a  dime 
lor  every  blade  of  grass  that  grows. 

This  was  a  prominent  trading  post  for 
the  Winnobagoes,  and  in  18i>Il,  when  a 
rupture  waa  anticipated  between  them 
and  the  Cbippewas,  they  mustered  here 
in  their  wbol.i  strength,  erected  their  for- 
tifications, dug  rille  pits,  and  made  the 
usual  display  of  valor  exhibited  oa  such 
occasions.  These  works  are  still  kept  in 
good  order,  lor  the  benefit  of  the  Sute 
Historical  Society,  and  admiration  of 
eastern  thilantbropists,  whose  hearts 
yearn  for  fancy  colors.  Those  were  glo- 
rious days — a  thousand  houses,  an  im- 
mense military  depot,  and  hundreds  of 
boats  lying  at  tbe  Icveo ;  martial  law 
ruled  supremo;  war-dances  invigorated 
the  people,  and  fired  the  Indian 
heart ;  lend  were  flie  speeches,  and  great 
deeds  of  valor  from  the  wariors  resound- 
ed iroiu  street  to  st.ctt.  Big  were  th« 
expectations  of  the  white  population  who 
anticipated  considerable  sport  when  the 
clash  of  arms  and  wild  whoop  of  the  Cbip- 
pewas should  test  the  brave.T  of  their  in- 
solent foe,  but  nary  one  came,  and  the 
great  war  proveil  a  great  6zzle,  much  to 
the  joy  of  the  lousy  Winnebagaes.  Then 
came  feasting,  and  hilarity  prevailed,  tbe 
beautiful  Indian  maids  decked  in  their 
gay  attire,  strotte  1  over  the  lawns  in  all 
their  primitive  grace  and  loveliness,  or 
paddled  their  d — d  old  log  canoes  on  tbe 
placid  waters  of  the  maj-isfic  r.ver,  while 
swains  yeclepted  great  braves,  sporting 
clowns  of  eagles'  feathers,  huge  strings  of 
wampum  and  other  insigna  ot  wealth  and 
greatness,  looking  wise  as  owis,  aud, 
folding  around  tl.cir  noble  and  athletic 
forms  a  dirty,  greasy  blanket,  conde- 
scended to  grunt  at  a  white  man  as  they 
walked  the  streets. 

Tbe  most  fascinating  scene  of  all  was 
night ;  the  round  I  ill  sdvery  moon  shed 
Its  soothing  rays,  and  made  fantastic 
shadows  among  the  trees,  strains  of  sweet 
music  rose  gently  on  the  still  air,  some 
love-sick  inaiden^s  voice  resembling  tbe 
delicate  notes  of  a  ram  cat.  while  yon 
big  buck  ingin  ponred  molody  from  bis 
lute — that  everlasting  "toot,  toot" — to 
deluge  the  frail  ones  heart  in  a  thunder 
shower  of  alTection.  In  the  dim  distance, 
forty  rods  in  a  "bee  line,"  might  be  heard 
tho  soul-stirring  joundfVif  the  martial 
band,  serenading  their  noble  chief,  or, 
perhaps  executing  an  intricate  tjuadrille 
on  a  piece  of  otter  skin  stretched  over  a 
powder  keg,  while  light,  tanfastic  toes 
encased  in  gorgeous  Miioke  tanned  mock- 
asins,  troil  through  the  mazy  steps  of  the 
polka,  liku  as  a  bull  frog  jumps. 

All  earthly  pleasures  must  have  an  end.

A  week  dr  two  ago  we  mentioned  tbe 
circumstantro  of  a  young  lady  drowning 
herself  ut  Venice,  on  the  opposite  side  ot 
the  river,  on  account  of  disappointment 
in  a  love  aftair  with  one  Andrew  Funk- 
houser.  On  Satur  ly  morning  t  unkhous- 
er  visited  the  scene  of  the  suteide,  and 
there,  in  a  fit  of  remorse,  shot  himself 
through  the  heart. 

Funkbouser  was  a  German  cigar-maker, 
and  boarded  at  Bohn's  boarding  house  on 
Franklin  avenue,  between  Twenty-second 
and  Twenty  third  streets.  He  had  a 
room  near  by  where  he  slept  and  worked. 
He  had  been  a  soldier  in  the  army,  and, 
soon  aLer  obtaining  his  discharge,  paid 
bis  addresses  to  Miss  Ellz^beth  Lederer. 
One  day,  during  a  stroll  on  the  bank  oi 
the  Mississippi,  netr  tbe  village  of  Ven- 
ice, the  lovers  sat  down  under  the  shade 
of  a  tree,  and  there  exchangeil  their  vows 
of  love.  They  were  engaged  to  be  mar- 
ried, and  to  'them  the  horizon  of  tbe 
future  was  tinged  with  the  roseate  hues 
of  hope  and  undying  aflectiou.  They 
met  daily,  and  were  exceedingly  fond  of 
each  other.  But  ftte,if  as  envious  of 
their  happiness,  sent  the  malignant  de- 
mon of  doubt  to  plant  thorns  in  their 
pathway.  The  course  of  their  true  hve 
did  not  long  run  smooth. 

One  <lay,  about  a  month  ago,  Andrew, 
in  the  excess  of  his  lisppiness,  remarked 
playfully  to  Elizabeth  that  he  did  not  in- 
tend to  marry  her,  and  left  her.  She 
pondered  upon  his  words,  and,  thinking 
he  might  be  m  earnest,  felt  greatly  de- 
pressed, and  becamea  ]»rey  to  harrassing 
doubts  and  suspicions.  Filled  with 
boding  thoughts  of  evil  sbe  revisited  the 
tree  on  the  bank  of  the  river  near  Venice 
and,  wandering  along  tbe  shore,  mingled 
her  tears  with  the  flood  that  floated  at 
her  feet.  Seating  liersclf  under  the  tree, 
she  gave  vent  to  her  feelings  in  reproaches 
against  her  lover,  and  repinings  at  her 
cruel  late.  She  returned  to  the  city 
after  a  short  time  spent  on  the  opposite 
fhore,  but,  failing  to  hear  from  Andrew, 
she  went  back  to  Venice,  and  in  a  mo- 
ment of  despair,  rushed  into  the  water, 
and  was  swallowed  up  by  the  remorseless 
current. 

Tlie  body  of  Miss  hcderer  was  recov- 
ered, and  i«r  lover,  who  was  almost  dis- 
tracted by  the  intelligence  of  her  death, 
took  charg'j  of  the  bod) ,  purchased  a  lot 
in  a  cemetery,  had  the  remains  interred, 
and  a  tombstone  placed  above  her.  lie 
told  his  friends  that  he  wished  to  be 
buried  by  the  side  of  bis  lost  F.lizabeth, 
and  a«.«ured  them  it  would  not  be  long 
before  he  would  go   to  his  resting  place. 

Funktouser  was  a  man  of  about  thirty, 
but  after  the  sad  death  of  his  betrothed 
he  became  apparently  an  old  man ;  his 
hair  turned  gri\v,  and  his  whole  aspect 
was  changed.  On  Saturday  morning  he 
went  over  to  Venice  with  a  friend  to  re- 
visit the  spot  where  be  had  exchatiged 
vows  with  his  dead  mistress.  His  Iriend 
asked  htm  to  take  a  glass  of  beer,  but  he 
declined,  .ind  he  said  he  had  drank  all  tee 
beer  he  intended  to  drink.  He  was 
seen  sitting  under  the  tree  on  the  bank 
of  the  river,  with  his  breast  bare,  a 
pistol  lying  by  bis  side,  and  a  mineature 
of  Miss  Lederer  in  his  hand.  Not  willing 
to  intrude  upon  his  meditations,  bis 
friend  turned  to  leave  him.  and  had  gone 
a  short  distance  when  he  heard  the  ex[>lo- 
sion  of  the  pistol.  Running  to  the  spot 
he  found  Funkbouser  weltering  in  his 
blood.  He  bad  placed  tbe  muzzlf  of  the 
pistol  to  his  heart  and  fired.  His  agony 
waa  brief.  In  a  moment  he  was  dead. 
His  remains  were  brought  over  to  the  city 
yesterday  afternoon  and  buried  by  the 
side  of  his  betbrothcd,  as  ho  had  request- 
ed. Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  a  little 
word  spoken  in  jest,  has  caused  the  death 
of  two  innocent  and  loving  beings,  who 
mipht  have  lived  to  be  happy  and  useful 
members  of  society.  We  therefore  ad- 
monish all  persons,  especially  lovers,  to 
be  serios  in  all  things,  and  beware  of 
practical  jokes. 


To  Did  in  a  Bad  Cause

End  of  the  C«tton  Famine. 

Kroni  the  London  Tiroes,  June  'jo. 

Ye«terd«iy  a  vtr>  sioipie  ceremony 
marked  tba  formal  close  ot  a  great  ani) 
tnemorable  jiassa^e  in  the  history,  not 
only  ot  tbia  country,  but  even  of  the 
worUI.  Mr.  Famal  announced  to  the 
Central  lieilicf  Committee  at  iMancbester 
bis  recall  by  the  poor  latv  board  from 
the  post  ol  special  cominitsioDer  in  the 
rotton  district,  which  he  has  now  held 
lor  three  years,  and  thr  Cominitiee  ad- 
journcl  sine  die.  This  proceeding 
amounts  to  an  olHcial  recognition  of  the 
end  of  the  great  cotton  fitmine,  and  it 
implies  the  breaking  up  of  the  enlire  sys- 
tem of  reliat  throughout  the  cottoD  dis- 
trict. Th»3  chan^^es  iu  the  last  four  years 
have  been  so  rapid  that  it  is  hard  (or  us 
tu  realize  the  full  meaning  ol  this  an- 
nouncement. 

It  was  about  this  time  four  years  that 
the  prospect  of  the  paralysis  of  the  cot- 
ton trade  watt  being  fjrced  upon  our  at- 
tention. Half  a  million  of  persons  were 
in  the  short  sp.ice  of  a  few  months  reducetl 
to  the  danger  ct  sheer  starvation,  unless 
relieved  by  prompt  and  vast  munificence. 
The  worst  of  tlw  evil  was  lluit  there  was 
no  assurance  on  which  we  coultl  in  any 
way  rely  that  tlie  distress  would  be  tran- 
sient. We  had  made  up  our  niiitds  not 
to  interfere  ia  the  American  war,  what- 
ever it  might  cost  us,  and  the  pruspects 
of  obtaining  cotton  from  other  sources 
were  vague  :iiid  unsaiislactory.  Nor  did 
we  then  know  how  lar  the  paralysis  of 
t'lib  vast  trade  might  affect  the  pr.>sperity 
of  the  wli  jlc  country,  and  thus  diminish 
til  1  resources  of  benevolence  at  the  very 
moment  when  the  hardest  call  was  m&dc 
upon  it.  Nor,  again,  could  we  calculate 
what  would  be  the  elTects  ot  uuck  a  calam- 
ity upon  the  cotton  operative's  tfceuKelves. 
Whether  the  sulTcring  which  threatened 
tlieni  would  prove  too  much  for  their  pa- 
tience, and  lead,  as  in  foriuirr  davs,  to 
laiaertable  outbreaks;  whether,  whatever 
might  be  the  power  of  eiulurance  in  the 
iiiiiids  of  the  operative:',  their  physical 
powers  at  least  would  be  limited,  and  the 
tiiseai^es  which  are  the  «aUdlit 's  of  taut- 
ine  would  desolate  their  home.s  ;  whether, 
lastly,  the  .  trade  woulil  eve;r  revert  to  its 
lonner  con  ifions,  and  if  it,  did  nof, 
whether  the  skilled  mill  hands  would  be 
able  to  atUpt  rhemselves  to  other  forms 
of  labor-  these  and  many  similar  n'lrs- 
tioiis  occasioned  the  deei>c»t  anxiety  torcc 
years  ago,  and  no  one  coul  1  have  imag- 
ined the  answer  which  these  three  short 
years  have  given.  Instead  of  the  nation 
being  impoveri.shed,  it  materi  .Uy  grew  in 
we:ilth  throughout  the  period  of  ihe  deep- 
est gloom.  The  op  rativcs  met  ih^^ir  ad- 
ver.sity  with  a  patience  beyond  all  praise, 
and,  insreid  of  difcase  increasing,  the 
rate  ut  mortality  positively  diminislHid. 
lieiter  than  all,  the  traile  showed  stea''y 
symptoms  ot  recovery ;  nature  proved 
true  to  its  unilorm  law.  and  other  coun- 
tries hastened  lorwiiril  to  till  tin-  sudden 
void.  The  operatives,  lastly,  were  lound 
able  as  well  as  willing  to  turn  their  hands 
to  any  temporary  manual  work  which 
could  be  provided  for  them,  and  the  want 
of  public  works  in  the  famine  district 
supplied  a  ready  occasion  for  both  useful 
and  reniunerafivc  eniploynient.  In  ^hort, 
the  crisis  once  tided  over,  it  may  be  a 
i]u>^stion  whether  anything  but  good  has 
resulted  from  whu  threatcuod  10  be  an 
unmlxtul  and  enormous  evil.

It  would  seem  as  though  the  destruction 
of  life  and  property  by  the  elements  tins 
year  surpassed  anything  ever  known  in 
this  region  before.  We  have  to  record 
to-day  another  melancholy  case  of  su  iden 
tr.insition  from  life  to  death,  by  which  u 
whole  community  was  startled,  and  a 
young  wife  and  infant  child  deprived  of 
their  natural  protector.  Un  Monday  eve- 
ning last,  during  the  heavy  thumler  storm 
which  then  prevailed,  the  house  of  Mr. 
Ozro  Holland,  in  (^uincy,  near  8t.  Charles, 
was  struck  by  lightning,  and  tli-i  electric 
current,  passing  down  through  the  chim- 
ney, made  its  way  along  the  wall  and 
across  ths  floor  to  the  bed  in  which  ^Ir. 
Holland  was  lying,  and  struck  him  with 
such  force  as  to  kill  bitu  instantly. 
.Strange  to  say  Mr.  Holland's  wife  and 
child  were  in  the  same  bed,  but  beyond  a 
slight  shock,  neither  of  them  were  injur- 
ed. A  physician  W!>s  called  wirh^ut  de- 
lay, and  an  effor'  made  to  restore  Mr. 
11  to  life,  but  unavaili.ngly.  The  body 
w  II  be  taken  to  Wcodlawa  Cematf  ry  for 
interment,  on  the  arrival  of  the  train  Ironi 
the  West,  this  evening 

It  may  he  stated  as  a  somewhat  reniark-' 
able  coincidence,  that  the  deceased  was 
a  brother  of  Mrs.  Carey,  of  this  place, 
whose  oidy  son — Mr.  S.  C.  Carey,  late 
one  of  the  publishers  of  this  paper — was 
also  suddenly  disptived  of  life  in  the  flow- 
er of  his  youth,  Dy  drowning  in  the  Miss- 
issippi, a  few  months  since.  Thebereav- 
ment  thus  falls  with  double  farce  u|>od 
her.  —  Winona  Republican.

One 
of  two  things  may  bo  safely  predicted  :  — 
either  the  {wst  will  be  generally  avoided 
or  be  made  the  objective  of  a  concentrat- 
ed though  not  combined  movement  of  war 
parties.

If  the  former  transpires,  our  life  at  this 
poBt  promises  to  be  burdened  with  a  tire- 
some monotony,  unbroken  except  by  an 
occassional  bulFalo  hunt,  or  such  lamer 
amusements  as  are  readily  suggested  by 
natural  (.acilities,  chief  of  which  are  fish- 
ing and  duck  shooting— thelakesabouud- 
ing  in  fish,  while  their  estuaries  and  coves 
are  frequented  by  innumerable  ducks  ol 
all  kinds. 

To  sportsmen  .and  gentlemen  of  leisure 
unusual  attractions  are  ottered,  A  new 
line  cf  stages  running  from  this  point  via. 
Fort  Uidgley  1  o  Henderson  through  to 
St.  Paul,  will  materially  reduce  the  run- 
ning diftance  from  civilization,  since  it 
diminishes  by  one  iialf,  the  time  occupied 
in  transporting  the  mail. 

Major  Smith  has  recently  started  on  his 
return  trip,  having  paid  the  garricon  and 
participated  in  the  fatigue  pleasure  of  a 
buffalo  hunt  down  the  coteaus,  in  which 
three  buffaloes  were  killed,  one  by  the 
M.ijor. 

While  at  Hawk's  Nest  ho  was  affordetl 
ocular  demonstration  of  tho  killing  of  the 
Indians  engaged  in  the  late  massacre, 
by  the  scout  Two  Stars  and  party.  A 
strange  man,  this  Two  Stars !  It  ap- 
pears that  tbe  Indian  killed  in  their  sec- 
ond affair  was  a  nephew  ol  Two  Stars, 
and  recognized  as  such. 

After  interrogating  him  upon  his  late 
mission,  and  gaining  such  information  as 
could  bo  elicited,  Two  Stars  turned 
coldly  away,  rem.arking  wiih  a.sangfroid 
characteristic  of  I  he  commonest  allairs  in 
life,  "  That  will  do"' — a  signal,  as  it  ap- 
pears, for  the  guard  to  fire. 

The  man  lell,  his  face  distorted  with  a 
horrid  grimace,  but  not  to  die  until  he 
had  made  one  fruitless  attempt  to  requite 
this  act  of  kindness  ou  tbe  part  of  his 
affectionate  uncle.

Sati86ed  that  he 
had  killed   the   Indian,  and,  ignorant  of 
the  number  that  might  be  around  him,  he 
retired  "in  good  order"  to  the  fort.  Par- 
ties sent  out  after  his  arrival  failed  to  find 
anything  but  blood  in  the  grass,  where  he 
was  shot,  night  intervening  to  permit  pur- 
suit.

which  article  pronounced  the  story  a 
canard. 

I'  »o  happens  that  Mr.  Dana  had  net 
ai>si)med  hid  edi'orial  position  in  the  Be- 
publitran  when  the  statement  was  made, 
but  since  that  tmie  lie  has  arrive!  f.om 
Washington,  and  in  Saturd.iy's  liepubli' 
c<m  wv"  tind  the  following  emphatic  con- 
tradiction of  the  previous  statement :

MfS.  Ellen  Bond,  a  colored  woman, 
who  waa  a  -1  ivj  ol  a  Uichniond  druggist, 
but  will  was  hired  as  a  servant  by  Mrs. 
Davis  aid  w^.s  travelling  with  the  party, 
makes  the  toI!owini»  statement; 

Mi*.  Davis'  keen  eve  recoiniized  the  distant 
horsemen  as  Yankee  cavalry,  and  told  her 
l!C-re  as  much.  J'he  drew  him  within  tha  tent 
and  luituedunely  entiled  ti  Eiten  t>  brim:  her 
the  waCiT-proiit  cloak  and  sm.iU  lilack  shawl, 
whi«  h  were  in  Miss  Howell's  tent. 

Mrs.  B  md  t>ok  the  articles  called  for  and 
carried  them  to  Mrs.  Davis.  That  lady  irame- 
■  ■  •'  rt'w  the  cloik  over  Jetf.'s  shoulders, 
was  arrancni.'  it,  Ellen  lett  the  tent. 
ill  .^  :.  .  :uoinents  she  was  called  for  ajrain. 
Mrs.  Davis  s.iid  to  her,  in  an  imploring  tone, 
••  (io  with  Mr.  Davis  and  try  to  Ket  him  otT; 
lor  (i'ld's  sake,  don't  reiusc  me,  Ellen;  save 
him  if  y>iu  "-an."  Mrs.  Bond  savs  ske  left  the 
tent  with  Mr.  Davis,  bat  had  proceeded  but  a 
few  jteps  when  the  guard  hultcd  them. 

We  now  present  a  bit  ol  evidence 
whiheven  the  /Voneer  will  hardly  dis- 
pute as  it  comes  from  a  staff  otHoer  who 
was  traveling  with  Davis,  Breckinridge 
6c  Co.  who.  aft  r  escaping  to  Cuba  with 
Breckinridge,  has  written  thft  account  to 
the  N.  Y.  Ilerali.  According  to  the 
statement  of  this  otlicer,  JelT.  Davis  heard 
that  his  wife  was  liktly  to  be  robbed  of 
her  trunks  by  soldiers  who  supposed  that 
they  cjivuni  1  gjld,  and,  leaving  the 
Bretkiniidge  party  ho  rode  ei;:htcen  miles 
to  the  rescue.  NVe  quote  from  the  olli- 
cer'a  ace  junt : 

"  II *d  he  [Davis J  n  )t  eonc  to  assure  him- 
self oi  his  wife's  safetv,  and  had  he  not  been 
e.\c;s»ively  fa'iirucd  while  ttere,  Col.  Prileh- 
ar^;  w.Miid  l>e  iviihout  the  honor  ol  ca[>turing 
htm  for  nofhiiii;  was  e.isier  than  his  escape, 
a>  Brcekinridire  and  Woml  and  the  writer  of 
tin,  k>.-w.  and  b.-  meeting  no  interruption 
-  have  proved.  Ihoir  immunity 
I  '.c  h.'cn  his. 

*•  iicii  Davii  ran  his  ri^ks  anvl  took  his 
ehiin€«,  fully  conscious  ot  iainiinont  il.inger, 
yet  ptwerless,  troin  physical  weariness,  to  do 
ill!  he  desi^'ncd  doin::  ."Apiinst  the  daiiircr. 
When  the  musketry  tirinit  was  heird  in  the 
niornine,  at  dim  Cray  dawn,  it  was  supposed 
'  :  veen  the  rei>cl  marauilers  and  Mrs. 

v  camp  dcf.-nder^.  I'nder  this  im- 
p  t  »-..iii  he  hiimedlv  put  on  bis  ho<fts  and 
prepared  to  go  out  for  the  purjiose  of  inter- 
T  '-■".',  -avint: : 

will  at  least  as  yet  respect  me." 
-i-r  ..':g'it   to  the   teni  door  thus   hastily 
e<|Uipi>ed,  and  with  this  jjoo«l  intention  ot  pre- 
venting an  etfuMcinof  blood  by  an  appeal  in 
the  iii'iie  of  a  fading  but  not  wliolly  laded  au- 
thority, he  s.iwa  few  cavalry  ride  up  the  road 
an- 1  deplov  in  front. 
•*  ■  Ha,  Federai> !'  was  his  exclamati:;n. 
"Then  you  are  captured,"  cried  Mrs.  Davis 
with  emotion. 

In  a  raomenr,  she  caught  an  idea— a  wo 
miri's  idea — and  as  ijuickly  as  women  in  an 
em  iReney  execute  ih-ir  designs,  it  was  done. 
He  slept  in  a  wrapper — a  lo<jbe  one.  It  was 
yet  around  him.  This  she  fastened,  ere  ht; 
was  aware  i>f  It,  and  then  bidding;  him  adi'U, 
urped  him  to  go  to  the  sprini:,  a  short  dis- 
t.mi-e  "tf,  u  here  his  horses  and  arms  were. 
Stranjifc  as  it  mac  -seem,  there  was  not  even  u 
pistol  in  the  tent.  Davis  felt  that  his  only 
course  wa.s  to  reach  his  horse  and  arms,  and 
eonipiied.  .\s  he  Wiis  leaviiij^  the  door,  f"l- 
lowed  tiy  a  servant  with  a  water  bucket,  Miss 
Howell  ^/f«;i(/ a  shaicl  ovrr  Ait  /iniid  There 
was  nti  time  to  remove  it  without  exiK)sure 
and  euii'arras.-iiient,  and,  a^^  he  h:id  not  far  to 
go,  he  ran  the  ihanee  exactly  as  it  was  dc- 
vi>cd  for  him.  In  thrse  two  articles  consis- 
ted the  woman's  attire  of  which  so  much 
ni'ii^i  knc  ha>  lieeu  s|H>ken  and  written,  and 
under  tt»e»e  c  rcunistanees  and  in  this  way 
w.is  Jellcrson  Davis  going  forth  to  perleet  Ill's 
escape.  No  Ixmuet,  no  gown,  no  peticouts, 
no  crinoline,  no,  nothing  of  all  these.  And 
wli.tt  there  w.is  happened  Uj  Ije  e.\cusable 
under  onliiiary  cireuiustanees,  and  laTfcctly 
natural  a>  things  wtrv. 

But  it  Wis  to  lull-  lor  any  elfort  to  reach  his 
horses,  and  the  romeilcrate  I'roidcnt  was  at 
lot*  a  prisoner  in  the  hands  of  the  United 
iitateit. 

It  will  be  noticed  .that  this  account 
agrees  substantially  with  the  others  with 
thts  exception  that  it  claims  that  Le  wore 
a  wrapper  instead  of  the  water 
proof.  Whether  the  mlormation  of  this 
man  is  likely  to  be  more  correct,  when  he 
wa.s  miles  away  and  confessedly  continued 
his  flight,  than  that  of  tho^e  who  were 
active  particip:iots,  is  a  (juestion  the  in- 
telligent reader  will  have  but  little  dilli 
culty  ill  deciding.

he  was    fully  dressed  in  female  attire,  in-  .  rpnu-m.^.  th..  .  ■ 

J  u.  V.  .viLc,  lu      remeuies  that  sprin?  from   despair.     Every 

eluding  waterl'ill,   tkirt  lifter  andciinti-  ,  ""»"  should  now  exert  all  the  inflnencc  he 
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endeavored  to  escape  disguised  as  a 
woman  is  established  bcyotid  contradic- 
tion, and  is  not  disputed  by  his  Soudu^in 
friends,  notwithst.anding  ;he  Pioneer 
of  Friday  announced  that,  '  the  acount, 
includin<;  every  detail  of  it,  sent  by  tele- 
graph was  a  liction,  pos8it>ly  manufac- 
tured at  Washington." 

TUB    C'OXMPIRAI'URA. 

Our  space  is  largely  occupied  this  morn- 
ing with  the  account  of  the  execution  of 
the  conspirators,  whose  f;.te  none  save 
the  immediate  relatives  will  bemoan. 

So  far  as  the  execution  has  proceeded, 
we  have  no  fault  to  tind,  but  the  ligh:  sen- 
tence of  Spangler,  (six  year  <  in  the  peni. 
tentiarj).  is  a  mystery  we  tire  unable  to 
explain.  The  finding  of  the  court  is  that 
he  (Spangler)  •' di<l  aid  atid  abet  John 
Wilkes  Booth  in  making  hi?  escape  after 
the  said  Abraham  Lincoln  had  been  mur- 
dered," andfurther  that  he  was  "guilty  of 
having  febniously  and  traitcrou.'ly  aided 
and  abetted  John  Wilkes  Booth  in  mak- 
ing his  escape  after  bavin;;  killed  and 
murdered  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of 
the  United  States,  he  the  .-^aid  Edward 
Spangler.  at  the  time  of  aid  ng  and  abet- 
ting as  aforesaid,  well  knowing  that  srid 
Abraham  Lincoln.  President  as  aforesaid, 
had  been  murdered  by  th<)  siid  John 
Wilkes  Booth  as  aforesaid." 

Atzeroth  was  hung,  and  justly  too,  be- 
cause he  was  one  of  the  ( onspirators, 
though  he  utterly  failed  to  perform  the 
part  assigned  to  him.  Spangler  is  ac 
tjuitled  of  the  conspiracy  cliarge,  but  is 
found  guilty  of  aiding  and  abetting  the 
murder,  and  it  is  admitted  thit  he  per- 
formed the  part  allotted  tc  him.  The 
distinction  between  being  ii  cotspirator 
and  failing  to  execute  the  plan,  and  not 
being  a  conspirator,  but  still  aiding  and 
abetting  the  diabolical  plot  is  altogither 
too  tine  for  ordinary  observation. 

What  palliating  circum  lances  pre- 
sented themselves  to  the  coi.rt  we  do  not 
know,  but  their  own  finding  indicates  that 
one  of  the  dee])est  villians  escaped  the 
gallows  and  also  imprisonmi  rit  for  life. 

The  following  is  one  of  tie  stories  set 
atloat  ill  the  interest  of  Mrs.  Surratt,  but 
it  failed  of  ifs  object : 

Dtiring  the  late  conspiracy  tri  il,  the  counsel 
for  -Mrs.  Jiiirratt  wrote  to  the."se  retary  of  War 
through  .lu  Ige  .\<lvocate  (ieii-ial  ilolt,  re- 
ipicsting  the  privilege  ot  makin  :  Jidni  11.  ."iur- 
r.iit  a  witness  for  the  proseciiti"n,  and  plcdg- 
ins:  themselves  to  bring  .'*arr  itt  here  from 
Canada  in  good  season,  asking  in  return  that 
.*;u-ratt  should  be  made  a  witn-ss  ia  favor  of 
his  niother.iand  also  th  It  an  in  i'ornial  pledge 
>liould  l>e  given  that  Surratt  vould  l>e  par- 
doned. 

The  Secretary  of  War  refuw  I  to  entertain 
the  pro|»osiiiou,  on  the  grouinl  that  .**urr.itt 
was  So  deeply  implicated  in  tlie  conspiracv, 
according  to  the  theory  of  tin'  governiiunt, 
that  he  could  not.  under  any  t  ireuiiistances, 
receive  a  pardon.  It  is  I'clie've  I  liy  .Mrs.  .'siir- 
raft's  O'lincil  that  his  tcstimo  lywoiiUI  en- 
tirely have  exculpateil  his  mother,  and  this 
opinion  is  strengthened  by  «  statement  of 
I'ayne  to  the  ettect  th  it  one  evening,  on  the

A  correspondent  writing  at  Washing- 
ton en  I'bursday  sais : 

The  announcement;  of  the  findings  ol 
'hj  militarj  commi.ssion  in  tin  cases  ol 
th."  conspirators,  made  to-day  atout  coon, 
completely  absorbed  public  attintion  du- 
rinfj  the  remainder  of  the  day.  Scarcely 
an>  thing  was  talked  of  in  the  street*,  ho- 
tels, and  ill  ivery  place  whet !  citizens 
mostly  congr  gate.  The  geni  ral  senti- 
ment seemed  to  justify  the  findirgs  of  the 
coniiuisiion  ;  but  the  short  peri(  d  allowed 
the  prisoners  between  the  annnunceinent 
of  the  aentences  and  iheir  execution  did 
not  generally  appear  to  meet  public  ap- 
proval. This,  however,  is  in  a.-cordance 
with  the  practice  of  courts  mi  rtial.  sen- 
tences in  iuoh  cases  being  ex  ^cutcd  al- 
most immediately  alter  the  findings  are 
ofFicially  published.  It  was  int  mded  i  hat 
the  announcenaent  should  have  >een  made 
this  morning  in  the  papers  ihroughout 
the  country  by  tho  Aaaociated  Press,  the 
decision  of  the  President  having  been 
made  yestcrdiy ;  but,  owing  to  some 
niisunderstan  ling,  it  wa«  not  .tnnounced 
till  to-diy. 

The  President,  having  nearly  recavcred 
irom  bis  indisposition,  yestenlay  invited 
.fudge  Advocate  General  Hi>lt  to  the 
White  House,  and,  after  mature  delibera- 
tion, the  President  approved  t  le  findings 
and  sentences  in  each  case  as  rendered 
by  the  commission. 

About  noon  to-day,  (leneral  Hancock, 
who  is  charged  with  the  execu  ion  of  the 
sentences,  proceeded  to  the  penitentiary, 
and.  in  company  with  Major  General 
Hartsauft,  visited  each  prisoner,  and  in- 
formed each  that;  the  verdict  hail  been 
rendered.

'  ayne  seemed  to  regard  it  a  i  forej,'3ne 
conclusion,  and  manifested  It  tie  or  no 
emotion.

A'zerodt  was  violently  agit:ited  and  al- 
most paralized  with  fear.

Miss  .\nna  Surratt,  who  had  visited  the 
E.xecutive  mansion  last  evening,  endeav- 
oring to  obtain  an  interview  with  the 
President,  again  repaiied  thither,  accom- 
panied by  a  lady  liieml,  between  eight 
and  nine  o'clock  this  uurning.  The  Pres- 
ident having  given  orders  that  l>'  would 
receive  no  one  to-day.  she  was  stoppcil  at 
the  loot  of  the  stairs'  leading  to  the  Pres- 
ident's olfice.  Finding  she  could  not  get 
lurlber.  she  .asked  to  see  Gen.  Muzzy  the 
President's  Military  Secretary.  He  at 
once  «;auie  down,  when  Miss  S.,  with 
streaming  eyes  and  agonizing  sobs,  throw 
Lersell  upon  her  knees  and  seized  him  by 
the  coat,  and  beg.;ed  him  to  aid  her  in 
obtaining  an  interview  with  the  Presiden,t. 

As  tenderly  as    possible  shj  waa   to'.d 
that  as  the  orders  to  admit  no    one   were 
imperative,  it  wa<  impossible  to  grant  her 
request.

At  an  early  hour  tbismoning,  symp- 
toms that  an  unusual  ocjunencu  a  as  im- 
pending, were  visible ;  yet  the  indicatfions 
were  more  those  of  a  holiilay  than  such 
as  befitted  so  solemn  an  oci  ision  Sight- 
seers, anxious  to  indulge  a  morbid  curi- 
osity, began  to  arrive  on  thi:  early  trams.

The  Marshal,  30  minutes  afterwards, 
returned  ih-i  writ,  to  certify  that  it  had 
been  served,  in  order  to  know  what  fur- 
ther course  the  court  would  pursue,  liis- 
trict  Attorney  Carrington  thought  the 
proceeding  extraordinary  ;  that  the  party 
hid  been  tried  by  a  legitimate  court,  the 
sentence  approved  by  the  President,  and 
it  was  now  too  Ia'c  to  proceed  in  this 
matter,  without  entering  into  an  agree 
inent  upon  the  question  He  thought  the 
case  came  strictly  under  the  jurisdiction 
ot  the  commission  ut>on  the  principle  that 
the  defense  was  committed  at  a  lime 
when  military  tribunals  hive  proper  ju- 
risdiction in  such  cases. 

Mr.  Aikinsjii  said  the  return  bad  not 
been  made  at  the  time.  She  could  not 
be  purged  of  lb.!  ehargt-s  without  being 
duly  brouiiht  before  thii  court.  The 
ground i  ot  the  position  were  simply  that 
she  was  a  private  citizen,  never  in  any 
military  service.  If  she  w:ts  guilty  of  any 
crime  it  was  cognizable  by  fis  court. 

.Judge  Wylie  then  said  the  case  is  not 
now  here  on  its  merits  on  the  petition  ut 
the  party.  This  moining  at  an  early 
hour  I  directed  this  writ  of  habeas  corpus 
to  be  ifsued.  The  writ  was  issued  and 
was  served  upon  Gen.  Hancock  who  has 
the  cusio  ly  of  Mrs.  Surratt,  the  party  on 
whose  behalf  the  writ  was  obtained.  The 
writ  required  him  to  have  the  body  ol 
Mrs.  Surratt  with  the  cause  ot  bis  deten- 
tion belore  this  court  this  morning  at  1<> 
o'clot*  He  has  neglected  to  obey  the 
order  of  the  couit,  and  what  is  the  court 
to  do  under  the  circumstances?  That  is 
the  only  <iuestion  before  the  court  at  this 
term. 

Any  discussion  on  the  merits  involv- 
ed would  now  be  out  ol  place.  The 
Court  acknowledges  that  its  powers  are 
inadetiua'e  to  meet  the  military  power 
possessed  by  Gen.  Hancock.  If  the 
Court  were  to  decide  at  this  moment  that 
Gen.  Hancock  was  in  contempt,  the  only 
process  he  would  issue  would  be  an  at- 
tachment for  the  disregard  of  its  authori 
ty;  but  why  issue  an  attachment  against 
the  whoU  military  power  of  the  United 
States?  This  Court  acknowledges  that 
the  laws  are  sdent.  and  that  it  is  without 
power  in  the  premises,  and  therefore  de- 
clines to  make  any  order  whatever.  II 
there  be  a  disposition  on  .the  part 
part  of  the  military  power  to  respect  the 
authority  of  the  civil  courts,  they  wdl  re- 
spect the  writ  which  has  already  been 
served.  If.  on  the  other  hand  it  is  their 
determination  to  treat  the  authority  of 
this  court  with  contempt  in  the  matter, 
they  have  the  power,  and  will  treat  with 
equal  contempt  any  other  process  which 
the  Court  might  order.  The  Court  there- 
fore, must  submit  to  the  supreme  physi- 
cal power  which  now  holds  the  custody  of 
the  prisoner,  and  declines  to  issue  attach- 
ment or  to  make  any  other  order  in  the 
case.

The  Court  reiterated  the  views  before 
expressed,  and  then  remarked  that  no 
further  steps  would  be  taken  in  the  mat- 
ter, and  was  briefly  responded  to  by 
Attorney  General  Speed.  The  counsel 
for  Payne  and  Alzerodt  also  applied  for 
a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  their  cases, 
but  were  refused  upon  the  ground  that  a 
siiniliir  writ,  in  Mrs.  Surratl's  case  had 
been  disregarded.

TIIK      OaILOW.S. 

The  gallows,  which  was  erected  by 
workmen  froiu  the  arsenal,  was  completed 
by  11  o'clock  this  morning.  Tiiere  are 
nine  uprights  holding  the  lloor  above, 
which  laces  on  the  west  side.  The  up- 
rights supporting  the  beam,  from  whioh 
hung  lour  ropes,  each  being  of  strong 
hemp,  are  twenty  feet  long  and  ten  feet 
high.  The  drops,  of  which  there  are 
two,  each  four  feet  by  six,  are  directly 
beneath  the  beam,  and  are  held  in  their 
place  by  an  upright  which  is  knocked 
from  under  by  two  places  of  scantting 
being  swung  against  it.  The  drop  is  eix 
feet. 

TUB   ORATES. 

A  few  feet  south  of  the  scafTold,  near 
the  east  wall,  the  four  graves,  each  seven 
feet  long  by  three  wide  and  four  deep, 
are  dug,  it  being  the  intention  that  they 
(the  condemned.)  should  be  buried  there 
in  case  their  friends  do  not  claim  them.

During  the  night  Payne  slept  for  sever 
al  hours,  and  spent  most  of  the  time  in 
conversation  with  Rev.  Dr.  Gillett.  He 
paid  close  attention  to  what  was  said, but 
did  not  show  much  emotion.  None  ol 
his  Iriends  had  been  to  see  him. 

Atzerodt,was  unable  to  sleep,  though 
ht?  made  several  attempts.  Hm  brother 
was  with  him  jeslerday  and  again  this 
morning.  His  aged  mother,  who  arriv- 
ed during  the  night,  also  came  to  see 
him.  Her  meeting  with  her  doomed  son 
was  touching,  and  brought  tears  to  the 
eyes  of  some  of  the  prison  officers,  who 
had  been  accustomed  to  such  scene.s.

Those  who  had  [>asses  began  to  gather 
in  the  penitentiary  yard  soon  alter  lU 
o'clock.  Through  the  grated  window  a 
fair  view  ot  the  •  orridor  and  cells  ot  the 
condemned  opening  upon  it  could  be  ob- 
tained, and  Atzerodt  could  be  seen  thro' 
the  open  door  of  his  cell,  formerly  con- 
fined in  an  upper  room.

Payne  had  conversed  freely  with  Drs.

It  ai>peara  that  be 
was  raiscil  religiously,  and  at  one  time 
belonged  to  the  Baptist  Church.  He 
wept  freely  and  seemed  sincerely  rep<  nt- 
ant.  Alter  giving  his  spiritual  advisers 
some  commissions  ot  a  private  character, 
he  expressed  his  willingness  to  im^et  his 
God,  hoping  lor  forgiveness,  (ol.  Dos 
ter,  his  eouusel.  took  leave  of  him  in  the 
morning,  wt  with  Atzerodt. 

MRS.  SCIIKATT  AXD  IIKR    DAlGllTER. 

The  final  interview  between  Mrs.  Sur 
rattand  her  daughter  was  very  alfecring. 
bringing  tears  to  the  eyes  of  hardy  sol- 
diers standing  by.  Arrangements  as  to 
private  affairs  were  here  made,  both  with 
Mrss  S.  and  a  male  Iriend  present  with 
her  spiritual  counsel.  She  evinced  greet 
freedom  and  protested  her  innocence 
and  her  willingness   to  meet   her  Maker. 

ATZERUUT   AXI>  HIS  eiSTBR. 

An  interview  between  Atzerodt  an«l 
bis  sister  occured  at  a  quarter  past  12. 
The  sister  showed  great  emotion,  while 
Atzerodt  maintained  a  dogged  silenccj^ 
Agonizing  s  ibs  from  Mrs.  Surratt's  cell 
told  of  the  parting  between  her  and  her 
child,  the  litter  soon  alter  being  carried 
out  insensible.  Soon  after  a  brief  inter- 
view between  Alxerodt  and  bis  counsel, 
the  chains  were  removed  from  the  cells. 
Vague  rumors  of  a  reprieve  lor  some  of 
the  prisoners  were    afloat. 


Wiggle  and  Walter,  she  holding  the  cross 
fervently  to  her  lips.     Atzerodt  was  seen 
to  mutter  some  words  as    if    in    prayer. 
Through  Dr.  Gillette,    Payne   expressed 
his  thanks  for  the  kind  treatment   be  had 
received  from  all  with  whom  be  had  come 
in  coDtact.  since  his  arrest.     Dr.  Gillette 
olTered  a  fervent  prayer,  in  which    Payne 
seemed  to  join.     Dr.  Olds  said,    in    be- 
half ot  Hairold,  that  he  forgave  all   and 
asked    for    forgiveness    from    all,    after 
which  the    doctor    followed   in    prayer. 
In  like  manner,    Dr.    Buttler    spoke  in 
behalf      of      Atzerodt,-    and       closed 
with  prayer.       The  prisoners    wtre  now 
placed  over  the   fatal  diop.       The  arms 
and  ankles  of    Atzerodt,  who  came  first, 
were  tied  securely    with    strips    ot  white 
cloth.       In  the  same    manner  the  other 
prisoners  were  bound,  ami  the  nooses  ad- 
justed.    As  the  fatal  moment  approached 
Mrs.  Surratt  said,  "Please  don't  let  me 
fall."     After  a  violent  elFort   with  his  fe- 
verish lips,  Atzerodt.    said,  "Gentlemen, 
take  ware,"  meaning  "warning."      After 
the  white  caps  were  all    put    over    their 
beads,  Atzerodt  said    in    distinct   tones, 
"Good  bye,  gentlemen,  who  are  now  be- 
fore me ;  now  may  we    all    meet   in  the 
other  world.     God  help   me  now.       Oh, 
ob,  oh  " 

DEAD. 

The  uprights  were  knocked  out  at  the 
given  signal  and  the  bodies  were  sus- 
pended. Atzerodt  dieil  without  any  ap- 
pearance of  pain,  while  a  slight  move- 
ment in  the  limbs  of  Mrs.  Surratt  was 
all  that  was  seen  of  the  d»-ath  struggle. 
Tbt)  bodi"8  of  Pa)ne  and  Hairold  strug- 
gled considerably.  Alter  about  eighteen 
minutes  of  solemn  silence,  the  bodies 
were  examined  by  Surgeon  Otis,  U.  S. 
Volunteers,  and  Assistant  .'■urgeons  Por- 
ter and  Woodward,  who  all  pronounced 
life  extinct.  One  of  the  cords  being 
prematurely  cut  by  a  soldier,  one  of  the 
bodies  fell  down  with  a  heavy  thump. 
The  bodies  of  Atzerodt,  Harrold  and 
Payne,  together  with  that  of  Mrs.  Sur- 
ratt, were  then  placed  in  strong  white 
pine  Collins,  in  the  order  named.  It  was 
not  ascertained  positively  whether  the 
necks  of  Ataerot  and  Payne  were  dislo- 
cated or  not.  but  about  those  of  Harrold 
and  Mrs.  Surratt  there  is  no  doubt. 
The  burials  were  completed  by  a  detail 
of  the  First  corps. 


Mrs.  Surratt  headed  the  procession.  She 
was  so  physically  prostrated  that  she  had 
to  be  lilted  on  the  steps  leading  to  the 
BcatTold.  In  addition  to  this,  ber  !imbs 
were  so  heavily  manacled  that  her  steps 
were  impeded.  She  was  accompanied  by 
two  officers  and  two  clergymen.  Once 
on  the  platform,  she  was  placed  on  the 
northern  end,  seated  on  a  chair.  She 
seemed  at  ibis  moment  in  a  fainting  con- 
dition, leaning  on  her  left  arm,  and  look- 
ing sorrowfully  upward.  A  soldier  held 
an  umbrella  to  protect  her  from  the  sun. 
She  was  attired  in  a  plain  black  dress  and 
black  bonnet.  Before  the  noose  was  ad- 
justed one  of  the  Catholic  prists  admin- 
istered the  dying  service  ol  that  church, 
as  Mrs.  Surratt  held  the  cross  to  her 
lips. 

Payne  was  placid  next  to  Mrs.  Surralt 
and  seated  on  the  same  drop.  His  eyes 
were  reddened  Irom  weepieg,  but  his  lace 
bad  much  coloreil.  He  seemed  very  much 
collec!ed.  He  was  clad  in  shirt  and  pan- 
taloons, blue,  and  wore  a  sailor's  straw 
bat. 

Harrold  and  Atzerodt  were  seated  next. 
Harrold  looked  slovenly.  His  hair  was 
uncombed,  bis  clothes  soiled,  and  be  ap- 
peared in  bis  stocking  feet.  He  wore  an 
old  slouched  hat,  with  the  biim  turned 
down  all  around.  Atzerodt  was  also  in 
bis  stocking  feet,  and  dressed  in  coarse 
gray.  Ho  was  undemonstrative  at  first, 
t)ut  soon  showed  fear.  Payne  looked  at 
the  spectators,  kept  bis  head  eiect,  and 
maintained  a  half  defiant  air.

Gen  Hart- 
sauft with  tiis  assistants,  came  out  of  the 
prison,  followed  by  the  mournful  pro- 
cession. Mrs.  Surratt  came  first,  sup- 
ported by  two  officers,  and  attended  by 
her  spiritual  friends.  Father  Wigel  and 
Walters.  Mext  <  ame  Atzerodt,  with 
llev.  Butler  of  the  Lutheran  church,  and 
Chaplain  Webster.  Harold  followed,  in 
the  attendance  of  Kev.  Dr.  Olds,  ot 
Cnrist  Church  (Kpiscopal),  while  Payne, 
accompanied  by  Dr.  (iilletr,  of  the  First 
Baptist  church  here,  and  Dr.  Striker,  of 
Baltimore,  came  la  at. 

ON  THE  SCAFKOIJ>. 

Owing  to  her  physical  state  and  the 
weight  ot  her  chains,  Mrs.  Surratt  was 
carried  to  the  gallows.  She  was  placed 
on  the  north  end  of  the  platform,  sur- 
rounded by  her  spiritual  friends.  With 
downcast  looks  she  sank  a>mns»  in«or<«;

the  condemned  were  notified  of  the  sen 
fence  of  death,  and  from  that  time  their 
triends  and  spiritual  advisers  were  in 
their  presence.  During  the  alternoon 
the  condemned  men  were  removed  Irom 
the  i:pper  row  and  placed  on  the  ground 
lloor  of  the  cells.  Their  companions  in 
crimp,  Mudd,  Spangler,  O'Laughrtin  and 
Arnold,  nimaiiied  on  the  third  tier  of 
(•ells,  unawartj  of  the  sentence  of  their 
fellow  prisoners  or  of  their  own. 

.MRS.     SURRATT. 

Mrs  Surratt  was  kept  in  her   old  cell, 
attended   by   her   daughter.    Miss   Anna 
Surratt,  and  two   Catholic   clergymen  of 
the  city.      During  the  night  she  waj  very 
much  oppressed,   and  sulFered  from  pain 
caused  by  nervous  prostration.     A    good 
deal  of  her   time    was  spent   in  religious 
exercises,  and  she  did  not,  therefore  sleep 
any.     Aside    from  her  daughter,  one  or 
two  friends  were  allowed  to  b(  r,  but  each 
time  in  the  presence    of  an   officer.     Du- 
ring  the    night   Mrs.    Surratt  conversed 
freely   with   the  Catholic   priests    on  the 
crime  for  which  she  was  convicted,  claim- 
ing all  of  the   time,    it   was    understood, 
that  she  was  innocent   of  any   complicity 
in  the  assassination  of  President  Lincoln. 
Breakfast  was  served  to  her   at  the  usual 
tjrae  this   morning,  but  she    declined  to 
eat  anything.     Miss   Anna   Surratt,  who 
visited   the    President's  house  this  morn- 
ing,  returned   to  her   mother's   cell  and 
remained  with   her   to    a   qjarter  before 
wh^n  she   took  a   last  fire  well  in  a  most 
.igonized  frame  of  mind. 

PAYNE. 

Payne  spent  the  night  and  morning  in 
company  with  the  Kev.  Dr.  Gillette,  Bap- 
tist m  nistcr,  with  whom  he  held  free  con- 
veric,  c.xce[.t  for   three   hours,  when  be 
.-lept      Me    very   freely    conversed    with 
Dr.  (fillette  on  religious  topics  during  the 
A.  M.,  sifting  erect  as  he  did  at  the  court 
room.     From  his  conversation  it  appears 
that  be  was  raised  religious,  and  belonged 
to  the  IJtiptist  church  until  alter  the  break- 
ing out  ol  the  rebellion.     He  appeared  to 
be    sincerely  repentant,  and    ii    his   cell 
she<l  tears  freely.     He  gave  hii  advisers 
sevei  al  commissions   of  a  private  charac- 
ter, and  stated  that  be  was  willing  to  meet 
his  God.  asking  all  men  to  forgive,  and 
forgiving  all  who  hid  done  aught  against 
him.     Col.  Dosier,  his  counsel,  also  took 
leave  of  bim  during  the  A.  .M  .  as  well  as 
with  Atzerodt.     Payne  ate    his  breakfast 
as  usual.     No  iriend  or  relative  appeared 
to    see    him.     During  conversation  with 
Payne  bo  suid  that  he  was  doing  right  in 
attempting  to   kill   '>ecretary  Se«ard,  as 
be  claimed  to  still  be  a  coniederate  sol- 
dier ;  aside  from  that,  he  added  that  be. 
believed  it  would  give  peace  to  the  South. 
He    thinks   now  it   was  all    wrong,  and 
Diamcs   the  rebel   leaders  for   his  death, 
though  he   did  not    fear  to  die.     Several 
times  he  expressed  his  thanks  for  the  kind- 
ness which  be  bad  received  from  officers 
while  in  prison.     He  stated  that  be  was 
led   into    the   conspiraey   by  Booth  and 
John  Surratt. 

HARROLD. 

Harrold  was  visited  by  an  P'piscopal 
minister  this  noon,  but  he  did  not  stay 
long.  Five  of  his  sisters  spent  most  all 
of  the  day  with  him,  bis  mother  and  two 
other  sisters  being  too  ill  to  visit  him. 

ATZEKOUT. 

Atzerodt,  during  all  of  last  night  and 
to-day  teemed  to  be  in  great  fear.  He 
was  nervous,  excited,  aii<l  declared  that 
he  was  afraid  to  die;  that  he  was  not 
prepared.  Two  ministers  attended  bim, 
but  he  did  not  appear  to  be  religiously 
comforted.  Atzerodt  stated  to  these 
gentlemen  last  night,  that  John  Surratt 
induced  him  to  join  the  conspiracy  to  ab- 
duct the  President,  and  that  Surratt  came 
to  Port  Tobacco,  Md  ,  and  got  him  with 
a  boat  to  take  the  President  across  the 
Potomac  after  he  was  abdacted. 

Atzcrodt's  br<jiher  has  occasionally 
visited  bim  and  this  morning  his  aged 
mother  arrived  in  town  and  proceeded  to 
bis  cell. 

fUErARINO  FOR  THE  EXECX'TIOK. 


Thus  arranged,  the  death  warrants 
were  read,  and  the  closing  religious  exer- 
cises took  place.  All  of  the  clergymen, 
at  the  request  of  Harrold,  Payne  and  At- 
zerodt. stated  that  the  prisoners  desired 
to  thank  the  oincers  who  had  tended  them. 
Prayer  was  otfered  for  each  one.  in  which 
the  condemned  visibly  joined.  D.  S.  Gil- 
lette first  prayed  (cr  Payne,  whose  eyes  at 
the  moment  filled  with  tears.  The  priesia 
repeated  a  Latin  prajer  for  Mrs.  Surratt. 
Th'.se  solemn  services  being  over,  all  ol 
the  prisoners  then  stood  up  and  were 
bound. 

THE  LAST  SCENE. 

Atzerodt  was  first  bound  at  the  wrists 
with  bis  arms  behind  him,  and  his  knees 
and  ankles.  Mrs.  Surratt  and  the  others 
were  bound  in  the  same  way.  Owing  to 
her  dress,  it  took  teveral  moments  to 
bind  Mrs.  Surratt,  wbo  was  held  up  du 
ring  the  operation.  Long  strips  of  white 
cotton  cloth  were  used  instead  of  ropes. 
The  fatal  nooses  were  opened  to  admit 
the  heads  of  the  criminals,  and  the  knots, 
as  usual,  were  adjusted  exactly  under 
the  left  ear.  Payne  worked  bis 
neck  in  his  noos'^  as  if  dissatis 
fied  with  the  adjustment,  and  the 
noose  was  therefore  widened  a 
little  to  suit  his  ample  neck.  Mrs.  Sur- 
ratt seemed  to  find  some  difficulty,  and 
said  to  those  near,  "please  don't  let  ine 
fall."  This  was  said  just  before  the  drop 
fell.  Atzerodt,  who  seemed  to  grow  ex- 
cited as  his  moments  approached,  just  be- 
fore the  white  cap  was  placed  over  bis 
head  attemped,  in  a  gasping  manner,  to 
address  the  spectators.  His  parched  lips 
would  not  obey,  and  it  was  distressing  to 
see  him  convulsively  endeavoring  to  make 
himself  intelligible.  At  last  he  managed 
to  get  out  the  words:  "Gentlemen, 
take  warnen'  ' — meaning,  evidently, 
take  warning.  The  white  cap  was 
drawn  over  his  head,  as  was  done  with 
the  others,  and  it  was  supposed  no  more 
would  be  heard  from  the  prisoners ;  but 
just  before  the  drop  Atzerodt's  voice 
was  again  heard  in  muffled  accents,  say- 
ing: "  lood  bye,  gentlemen,  who  are 
before  me  now,  may  we  all  meet  in  the 
other  world  ;  God  help  me  now.  Oh,  oh, 
oh '."  and  as  the  last  broken  exclimations 
were  on  his  lips  the  drop  tell,  and  the 
lour  criminals  bung  'xuivering  in  the  air. 
At  26  minutes  past  1  o'clock  the  signal 
was  giveti  by  a  wave  of  the  hand ;  the 
large  blocks  supporting  the  uprights 
were  knot^keil  out,  the  drops  fell  with  a 
heavy  slam,  and  the  four  bodies  hung 
suspended.  Payne's  limbs  were  drawn 
up  several  times,  and  for  a  moment  or 
two  his  whole  fame  quivered  violently, 
but  within  five  minutes  all  was  still.  Har- 
rold struggled  some.  There  was  no  per- 
ceptible movement  of  the  body  of  Atzer- 
odt, j»nd  he  apparently  died  easy.  There 
was  only  a  slight  movement  of  the  limbs 
of  Mrs.  Surratt. 

There  was  a  breathless  stillness  for 
several  minutes  after  the  drop  fell,  but 
ill  a  short  time  persons  commenced  to 
move  and  most  all  left  the  yard.  In 
thirty  minutes  the  bodies  were  cat  down, 
placed  in  colfins  and  buried  in  the  yard 
near  the  scafifjld,  where  graves  were  pre- 
viously du;;.  The  Viodici  ol  all  but 
Pa\ii<!  were  claimed  by  their  relatives 
anil  will  bi^  duly  delivered  to  them. 

PAYXK'iS  STAIKMKNT  AND  AfC  I  3AT10X  OF 

.loiix  SURRA  rr. 

A  Washington  special  to  a  morning 
paper  s.ay8  :  After  tfe  sentence  of  death 
was  read,  P.ivne  did  not  express  any 
hope  ot  reprieve.  He  said  .John  Surratt 
was  acting  cownruly  in  failing  to  appear 
and  die  w  th  his  mother.  Being  asked  if 
he  bad  any  ilirection  to  give  as  to  the  dis- 
po.sition  of  bis  b.idy,  he  answered  that  he 
hid  no  triends  wiiliiii  reach  or  immediate 
coiiimunieation,  and,  tLerelore,  his  body 
must  be  subject  to  such  di-^posal  as  the 
officers  shall  direct.  He  maiiuaiiied  that 
his  relations  were  all  in  Florid  i,  and  that 
his  real  name  was  Powell.  He  expressed 
the  deepest  regret  that  Mrs.  Surratt 
should,  by  reason  of  any  act  of  his,  sutler, 
and  evinced  solicitude  for  her  not  unlike 
that  of  a  tender  child  for  its  parent,  seem- 
ingly thinking  only  of  her  fat*}  and  the 
sulfer.ng  she  was  about  to   undergo. 

Harrold  and  Alzerodt  manitestcd  no 
hope.  The  former  was  scarcely  more 
serious  than  he  had  been  during  the  trial. 
The  latter  was  much  bowed.

The  third  process  is 
to  plac^  the  staves  upon  the  matcher 
which,  like  some  politicians,  is  two-faced, 
(or  edged),  and  ufJon  one  edge  of  tbe 
stave  makes  a  g  oove,  and  upon  tbe  oth- 
er a  tongu».  Each  one  of  these  processes, 
it  should  be  borne  in  mind,  is  but  tht* 
work  of  a  moment. 

Wbea  a  quantity  of  staves  are  thus  pre- 
pared, tbe  workman  takes  them  to  a  bench, 
and  placing  a  heavy  iron  ring  upon  a 
•tandard  about  three  inches  above  the  ta 
ble,  firoceeds  to  set  up  the  staves,  in  tb« 
shape  of  a  pail,  within  it.  By  means  o' 
tbe  tongue  and  groove  in  each  stave,  thc> 
are  easily  matched,  and  the  pail,  Ihu? 
shaped,  is  placed  upon  the  head  which  is 
a  circular  iron  frame,  of  the  proper  cir- 
cumference  to  tightly  fit  tbe  inside  of  the 
pad.

The  Yankee  who,  upon  viewing 
Niagara  Falls  deeply  regretted  the 
waste  of  so  much  water  without  any 
mill  sites,  would  undoubtedly  be  highly 
gratified  il  he  shoald  visit  onr  sister 
cities  of  St.  Anthony  and  Minneapolis, 
for,  although  he  might  notice  that  the 
force  aod  volume  is  less  (but  he  probably 
wouldn't  as  bis  attention  would  be  taken 
up  wir.h  tha  mills)  he  would  see  as  mag- 
nificent a  water  power  as  this  country 
aflTords,  pat  to  practical  use.  He  would 
see  a  fall  of  water  beautiful  to  the  eye, 
agreeable  to  the  ear  and  powerful  to  run 
•  mill. 

The  Falls  of  St.  Anthony  have  already 
obtained  a  pcetical  and  practical  repu- 
tation sufficiently  wide  to  attract  tourists 
and  shrewd  but iaess  men  from  hundreds 
of  mdes  away.  And  well  are  they  repaid 
far  thtir  visit  or  investment.  If  nature 
can  ba  Bupt,o8ed  to  have  an  eye  to  busi- 
ness she  must  have  made  a  specialty  of 
this  poirt,  aid  her  efforts  are  certainly 
entitled  to  commendation,  for  the  towns 
situated  upon  either  bank  of  the  Falls  are 
un  louLtedly  destined  to  rank  among  the 
most  prominent  manufacturing  places  in 
the  United  States.  A  glance  at  the  dif- 
ferent branches  of  trade  and  what  has  al- 
ready been  done  wUl  convice  the  most 
casuU  reader  of  the  correctness  of  tbe 
above  statement. 

THE  WATKR  POWIR. 

In  order  to  turn  this  vast  power  to 
practical  use  the  St.  Anthony  Watfr 
Po-^er  Company  was  organiaed  in  18.55. 
cauipiny  is  now  coroposMl  princi 
Eastern  cipifalis's  and  at  tbe 
only  obtained  po'secsion  of 
tbe  water  power  on  tbe  Sf.  Anthony  side. 
butalBO  owned  a  large  amount  of  prop- 
erty in  the  town,  much  ol  which  has  been 
disposed  ol. 

In  18J6.  the  Minneapolis  Mill  Compa- 
ny was  organized,  now  consisting  of  Rob- 
ert Smith,  of  Alton,  111. ;  Gen.  C.  C. 
Washburn,  of  La  Crosse,  Wis. ;  W.  D. 
Washburn.  St.  of  Paul,  andD.  Morrison, 
of  Minneapolis.  In  1857  and  1858  the 
company  proceeded  to  build  a  dam  twen- 
ty feet  high,  runnin ;  from  the  shore  out 
into  the  river  four  hundred  feet,  and 
thence  up  the  river  twelve  hundred  feet. 
Five  hundred  feet  ol  the  twelve  hundred 
is  a  dry  dam.  the  same  height  as  the  por- 
ti)n  running  out  from  shore,  and  the  re-

Having  noted  the  progres,-  oi  the  I»g« 
from  the  forest  to  the  boom  al  ove  the  city, 
we  next  turn  our  attention  to  the  mills. 

Situated  on  the  dam  hentofore  men- 
tioned, extending  from  the  si  ore  into  the 
river,  stands  a  block  of  six  saw-mi!ls.  360 
Sen  long  by  seventy  feet  wid. ,  with  three 
L's  3?x4(.>— the  whole  under  «  single  roof 
A  visit  to  these  mills  will  protre  of  inter- 
est to  any  o-.e.  as  the  scale  oi  which  bu- 
siness is  done  is  unusually  lar^e. 

SORTING    TUB    LOGS. 

All  of  tbe  mil!  owners  or  lessees  have 
peculiar  marks  which  are  cut  upon  each 
log  with  an  axe  in  the  pine  ics.  Thiv 
then  come  down  promiscuously  to  the  St. 
Anthony  boom,  fully  a  mile  above  the 
mills,  where  they  are  sorted,  those  be- 
longing to  the  Minneapolis  uills  beiag 
driven  into  the  Minneapolis  boom,  and 
floated  down  to  tbe  milU.  Directly  in 
the  rear  of  the  building  each  mill  owner 
has  a  pond,  defined  by  floating  timbers 
lashed  together,  and  when  the  logs  reach 
these  ponds  from  the  boom  above,  they 
are  again  sorted  and  driven  in  to  the  pond 
of  their  respective  owners,  fiom  whence 
they  are  drawn  up  the  slip  h\  machinery 
into  tha  mill. 

IX    THE    MILL!;. 

Entering  the  mills,  the  visitor  cannot 
fail  to  be  struck  with  the  life  j.nd  activity 
visible.  As  they  are  only  separated  by 
frame-work,  a  person  can  look  through 
the  whole  length  and  see  a  g  -eat  collec- 
tion of  men  and  machinery,  ill  moving 
with  the  utmost  regularity.  It  is,  em- 
phatically, the  hive  of  indust  7,  and  the 
indolent  man  would  blush  to  fiod  himself 
a  spectator  of  such  a  scene. 

THK    8AW8    A.XD     TUKIR     .'BES. 

The  greater  portion  of  tie  work  is 
done  by  gangs  of  saws,  which,  with  a 
single  run.  will  convert  any  bi  t  the  larg- 
eat  logs  info  boards.  A  gang  consisU  of 
from  twenty  to  twenty-two  sa»'s,  accord- 
ing to  tbe  size  needed  for  the  logs  ;  and 
of  the  giiigs  there  are  two  kinds,  tbe 
live  and  the  pony  gang.  Tbe  live  gang 
is  used  principally  for  flooring,  fencing 
and  inch  boards,  and  is  rarely  -idjusted  to 
mako  lumber  of  a  different  thi  ikness. 

The  largest  logs  are  taken  to  the  double 
circular  raw,  one  saw  being  1<  cated  jtwt 
above  the  other,  in  order  to  complete  the 
work  if  the  log  is  too  large  for  the  lower 
one,  and  in  this  way  an>thinf  short  of 
California  trees  will  mt'et  their  doom  in 
short  order.  These  saws  ar ;  used  in 
making  timber,  din^en^ion  stufl.  Ac,  and 
also  in  preparm;;  the  log  for  the  pony 
gang,  either  by  slabbing  it  or  cutting  it 
into  bolta.  The  pony  gang  drfers  from 
the  live  gang  in  that  it  is  used  tt  saw  lum- 
ber of  nearly  every  kind  and  thickness, 
the  number  of  saws  being  frerj  lentlv  in- 
creased or  decreased  according  to  the 
thicknei.i  desired. 

In  conrection  with  the  gangf  are  three 
other  saws  (circular)  one  edge  •  and  two 
trimmers.  As  soon  as  thegin^ihas  pas.«- 
ed  through  a  log,  the  boards  jo  to  the 
edging  table,  where  the  edges  aie  smooth- 
ed and  they  are  made  of  the  saiae  width, 
from  whence  they  pass  to  the  trimming 
table,  where  each  end  is  sawed  off  at  the 
same  time,  making  them  exictl)  the  same 
length.  The  boards  then  pats  out  on 
rollers  to  the  platform  in  front  o*  tbe  mill, 
where  they  ar«  thrown  into  the  sluice,  lor 
rafts,  or  drawn  away. 

The  trimmers  are  also  used  (0  cut  the 
refuse  edgirgand  slabs  into  firc-wood.and 
tbe  betur  portion  of  the  slabs  tnto  prop- 
er length,  for  lath  The  firewo>d  droops 
from  the  saw  through  a  slide  ai  d  passes 
to  the  basement  of   the    build  iie.  where 


ed   by  the  operator.       There  is  but   one 
other  maobiae  of  this  kind   in  the  place. 

LATH. 

Here  too  the  lath  machine  is  in  ofiera- 
tion  and  the  slabs  are  converted  rapidly 
into  that  important  article.  Two  saws 
are  used  for  this  purpose,  one  of  which 
cuts  the  slab  into  blocks  of  aufficient 
thickness  for  three  strips  of  lath,  and  the 
other  completes  the  work. 

THB  MILL   OWKBK8,  COST,  CAPACITT,  &C. 

■With  two  exceptions  Ibe  mills  are  of 
quite  recent  structure,  and,  commencing 
at  tbe  shore  end  of  the  dam,  we  find  tbe 
following  details  concerning  tbem. 

The  tirst  was  erected  by  Dorillus  Mor- 
rison in  1863  and  '64  at  a  cost   of  f30,- 
000.     It  contains  two  live  gangs  of   saws 
with  edger  and  trimmers,  one  double  cir- 
cular, a  shingle  and  lath   machine.     This 
mill   can  turn  out  90,000  feet  of   lumber 
in  tvwty-fpur  hours,  bat  .at  (Iresent    is 
being  run  in  the  day  time  alone,  but  in  a 
few  days  will  be  running    to  its    utmost 
capacity.     The  shingle  machine  manufac- 
tures lo,(.KX»  in  ten  hours.      In  all  the  de- 
partments ol  tie  mill,  building  the  rafts, 
«.tc.,  sixty  men  are  employed. 

The  mill  of  Ankeny,  Robinson  &  Cle- 
ment was  built  at  the  same  time  as  Mr. 
Morri!»on's.  at  a  cost  of  |i20,tM)0.  It 
contains  oue  live  gang,  with  edger  and 
trimmers,  one  double  circular,  a  shingle 
machine,  of  Muzzy's  invention,  and  lath 
machine.  Forty  men  are  emi  loved,  aod 
its  capac  ty  is  60,00Dfeet  in  twenty-four 
hours. 

Ti  e  Lincoln  mill,  owned  by  W.  I), 
Waahbum,  ol  this  city,  was  the  last  one 
erected,  and  has  been  completed  but  a 
lew  weeks.  Its  cost  was  $30,000,  and 
its  machinery  consists  ol  one  live  gang, 
with  edger  and  trimmers,  and  one  pony 
Jang,  one  double  circular,  and  a  shingle 
and  lith  machine.  Thi*  mill  is  run  both 
night  and  day.  employs  sixty  men,  and 
is  capable  of  making  90,000  feet  of  lum- 
ber in  twenty. (oar  hours. 

W.  E.  Jone's  mill  was  erected  in  1862 
and  '63,  at  a  cost  of  about  $25,000. 
The  machinery  (with  tbe  exception  of  the 
shingle  machine,  which  is  from  another 
maker)  capacity  and  number  of  men  em- 
ployed, are  the  same  as  in  Mr.  Wash- 
burn's mill,  last  mentioned. 


Uurlbut  Day  &  Co's.  mill,  was  built  in 
1859,  at  a  cost  of  about  f  18,000.  Its 
machmery  is  one  live  gang,  double  circu- 
lar, shingle  and  lath  machine.  Itscapac- 
ity  is  50,0:^0  feet  in  twenty-fonr  hours, 
and  forty  men  are  employed. 

The  last  mill  upon  the  dam,  but  the 
first  one  built,  is  owned  and  run  by  J.  B. 
Bassctt  <&  Co-  It  was  erected  in  1858, 
at  a  cost  of  $20,000,  and  contain*  the 
same  machinery  and  capacity  as  Hurlbut 
Day  &  Co's.  This  firm  have  also  in  con- 
nection with  their  mill,  a  tub  and  pail 
factory,  mention  of  which  is  made  here- 
after.

It  will  be  seen  that  if  these  nulls  arc 
run  night  and  day,  they  can  manufacture 
nearly  /talfa  million  feet  of  lumber  every 
twenty-four  hours.  Some  of  the  mills 
are  already  running  both  night  and  day, 
a-id  all  of  them  probably  will  be  soon, 
for  want  of  logs  the  mills  were  not  put 
under  fnll  headway  until  Junw,  but  twelve 
million  feet  have  air'  a  \y  b«-«>n  it\wi\  thi« 
season.  This  is  the  tirst  season  this  val- 
uable block  of  rnills  has  been  set  in  mo- 
tion, as,  with  few  exceptions,  they  have 
been  of  recent  structure,  and  since  their 
erection,  the  low  water  has  prevented  a 
■upply  ci  logs  being  received. 

The  St.  Anthony  Saw  Mills. 

On  Hennepin  Island,  on  the  St.  An- 
thony side  of  the  Falls,  is  a  block  of 
three  mills  erected,  and  atill  owned  by 
by  the  St.  Anthony  Water  Power  Com- 
pany. These  ^re  rented  to  parties  who 
are  sawing  a  large  amount  of  lumber. 

Martin  «&  Brown  have  one  gang,  two 
single    saws,    one    siding    machine,  one 


nuiLDING  IUKT8. 

Nearly  every  mill,  on  both  sides  of  the 
Falls,  is  provided  with  a  iluice  extending 
from  a   quarter  to   half  a  mile  below  the 
mills.     ITje   lumber  designed  /or  rafting 
is  thrown  into  tbe  siuice  as  it  cornea  from 
the  mill,  and  runs  rapidly  down  to  where 
the  ra/ts  are  being  constructed.     A  frame 
held  together  by  sUkes,  forma  the  foun* 
dation,  and  the  lumber  is  laid  upon  this. 
As  tbe   rapids   below  the  sluices  wdi  not 
permit  the  passage  of  a  full  raft,   these 
frames,    which     ususlly     comprise   three 
cribs,  are  loaded  until  they  contain  about 
twenty   thousand    feet,    when     they  are 
floated  down  to  this   city,  and  lashed  to- 
gether, and  prepared  for  their   trip  down 
the  river.     A  raft  containing  one  million 
feet  is  considered   large,  and  they  gen- 
erally average  about  eight  hundred  thou- 
sand. 

WIIEKB  THB    LUMBER    GOBS    TO. 

Three  rafts  have  been  sent  from  Min- 
neapolis and  two  from  St.  Anthony  thia 
season  ;  and  five  more  are  nearly   ready. 
Some  of  these  rafts  go  as  far  as   Mem- 
phis. Three  million  feet  have  been  sent  to 
St.   Louis,  and  taken  thence  by  steamer, 
to  New  Oricans.  In  Minneapolis,  all  the 
dealers  have  large  yards  ia  which  there 
are  immense  stacks    of  lumber.     A  con- 
siderable  (juantity   comes  to  the  lumber 
yards  in  this  city ;  one   of  the  mill  own- 
ers,  Mr.  Washburn,   has    a  very   large 
quantity  in  his  yard  on  Wabashaw  street. 
Upon  the  opening  of  the  Central  road  in 
the   fall,  from   fifteen  to   twenty  million 
feet  will  be  sent  to  Faribault  and   inter- 
mediate points.     Large  orders  from   Du- 
buque and  other  river  points,    are  being 
constantly  received,  and   tbe  demand  is 
unprecedentedly  large. 

THB  PRODUCT  or  THB  BBASttX. 

Though  compelled  to  oommence  late  in 
the  season,  the  Minneapolia  mills  have 
sawed  twelve  million  feet,  and  tha  St. 
Anthony  mills  six.  It  ia  estimated  that 
on  the  Sdinneapolis  side,  thirty-eigbt  mil- 
lions, and  on  tbe  St.  Anthony  side,  nine- 
teen mdlions  more  will  be  sawed  before 
the  close  of  the  season.  Thia  will  make 
tbe  entire  product  of  this  season,  seventy- 
five  million  feet.  Il  logs  could  havQ  been 
obtained  at  an  earlier  period,  thisaoiount 
would  have  been  increased  to  eight^'-five 
million  feet. 


Tbe  Union  Mill  atands  near  the  Cata- 
ract, and  is  a  three  story  atone  building, 
with  a  basement.     The  mill  is  owned  by 
Henry   Gibson,  but   leased  and  run  by 
Oieo.  A.  Brackett.     It  has  three  run  of 
stone,  two  of  them  being  four  and  a  half 
foot  and  one  smaller.  This  mill  also  runa 
exclusively  on  merchant  work,  and  is  ca- 
pable ofturning  out  six  barrela  per  hour, 
or  one  hundred  and  forty-four  barrels  per 
d^.     At  present  it  is  running  in  the  day 
tioe  aniy.     The    estimated  value  of  the 
mill  and  site  is  $16,000.  and   tho  capital 
usrd  beside  (his  ranges  from  twenty   ta 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

The  third  mill,  owned  by  Crocker, 
Perkins  &  Co.,  is  confined  exclusively  to 
custom  work.  It  is  a  two  story  frame, 
and  has  three  run  of  stone.  This  firm 
own  another  site  on  the  canal,  and  intend 
sooo  to  erect  a  large  stone  mill  upon  it. 
Noble  &  Walker  are  now  engaged  in 
putting  a  grist  mill  in  one  end  of  Morri- 
son's saw  mill.  It  is  designed  only  for 
custom  work,  and  will  coctain  two  run  cf 
stone. 

coopbbagb. 
The  two  merchant  mills  carry  on  a 
cooper  shop,  jointly,  employing  eome 
thirty  hands  to  put  up  barrels.  The 
staves  and  headings  are  purohaaed  prin- 
cipally at  Anoka,  but  thie  mill  propri- 
etors have  coniiderablB  dilliculty 
io  procuring  a  suttteiently  large  supply, 
aad  Eaatmaii  &  Gibson  intend  to  estab- 
lish a  stave  and  heading  manufactory  near 
their  mill  the  coming  fkll.  Ibe  cooper 
shop.;now  in  operation,  there  turna  out 
three  hundred  barrels  per  <lay.

WHAT  KEira  VV  THE  I'RICB. 

Those  who  anticipate  any  material  re- 
duction in  tbe  price  of  lumber,  this  sea- 
son, will  undoubtedly  be  disappointed. 
The  great  demand,  wide  market  and 
high  price  of  labor,  all  tend  to  render  it 
impossible  to  supply  it  at  a  lower  figure. 
Having  been  without  logs  for  t*o  years, 
the  home  stock  of  lumber  became  so  re- 
duced, that  tbe  demand  in  our  own  State 
is  immense  ;  and  add  to  this  the  close  of 
the  war,  which  makes  a  market  exten- 
sive from  the  Falls  of  St.  Anthony  to  tbe 
Gulf,  and  the  result  may  be  imagined. 

The  expenses  arc  also  enormous.  Dur- 
ing the  winter,  the  men  received  from 
$  10  to  $50  a  month  and  board,  for  work- 
in  the  pineries,  and  for  driving  the  logs, 
owners  are,  and  have  been  paying  four 
dollars  per  day. 

Where  driving  formerly  cost  fifty  cents 
per  thousand,  it  now  costs  two  dollars. 
Wa-cj  St  the  mills,  at  the  present  time, 
lAt'jjC  iroiii  I  ivo  u<  )o  ir  'oil".*  per  div. 
From  theae  figures  (wuich  do  not  i.i;;,i(l.' 
the  original  cost  of  tbe  logs)  some  idea 
of  the  expenses  of  the  business  can  be  de- 
rived. 

CAPITAL  INTB8TEI). 

To  carry  on  such  an  immense  business, 
a  large  capital  is  necessarily  employed, 
and  few  are  aware  of  the  amount  that 
has  been  absorbed  by  the  lumber  trade 
at  this  point.  A  careful  estimate,  based 
upon  tbe  cost  of  the  logs  per  thousand, 
shows  that,  including  the  cost  of  the 
mills,  about  seven  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars are  required  to  carry  on  the  present 
lumber  trade  of  Minneapolis,  and  three 
kundrtd  and  fifty  thousand  for  that  of 
St.  Anthony,  making  the  total  capital  r». 


at.  Anthony  Grlat  .Ullla. 

On  Hennepin  Island,  St.  Anthony,  is 
the  large  Island  Mill,  owned  and  nm  by 
Eastman  A  Cahill.  The  building  was 
erected  and  the  machinery  set  in  opera- 
tion at  a  cost  of  $22,000  eleven  years 
ago.  It  has  three  run  of  8t<,no,  and  can 
grind  two  hundred  barrels  of  flour  in 
twenty-four  hours.  It  is  confined  ex- 
clusively to  merchant  work,  and  affords 
employment  for  eight  men. 

As  on  the  other  side  of  the  river,  the 
proprietors  complain  of  the  difficulty  0^ 
procuring  staves  and  headings.  They 
expend  Irom  sixteen  to  eighteen  thousand 
dollars  a  year  for  these  articles,  and  are 
compelled  to  bring  them  up  from  Pres- 
cott. 

F.  II.  Noble  has  a  grist  mill  on  the 
main  land,  for  custom  work  only,  which 
contains  two  run  of  ^tono. 


1>AILT    PRODUCT— capital. 

The  product  of  tbe  custom-mills  w  t 
make  no  estimate  of,  as  the  amount  must 
necessarily  vary  greatly  from  day  to  day. 
The  capacity  of  the  three  merchant  mills 
is  nearly  six  hundred  barrels  per  day,  and 
about  four  hundred  are  now  being  actu- 
ally manufactured.

A  large  quantity  of  tho  flour  is,  of 
course,  used  for  home  consumption.  0»r 
State  is  not  largely  supplied  with  flouring 
mills,  and  hence  tbe  mdls  have  quite  a 
wide  homo  trade.  Large  ehipments  are 
also  constantly  made,  the  leading  points 
to  which  it  is  sent  being  Boston.  Chicago 
and  St.  Louis. 


and  is  ready  for  the  upper  hoop,  which  is 
slipped  over  the  bottom  by  band  but 
crowded  to  its  place  by  means  of  a  lever 
Tbe  pail  is  then  Uken  to  tbe  other  side  of 
the  lathe  and  placed  in  a  chuck,  which  is 
another  circular  iron  frame,  where  instead 
of  placing  the  pail  over  tbe  frame,  it  is 
placed  within  it,  and  the  plane  smoothes 
the  inside,  while  a  groove  is  cut  for  the 
bottom  to  be  fitted  in  and  the  top  edge  is 
rounded. 

This  ends  the  greater  portion  of  the 
machine  work,  and  the  pails  are  patsed 
up  stairs  to  be  completed. 

Here  the  bottoms  are  cut  out  and  fit- 
ted. Thin  tquare  pieces  of  board  are 
sawed  out  in  the  mill  and  they  are  then 
placed  in  a  machine  where  the  board  re- 
volves and  a  knife  properly  gauged,  (of 
peculiar  shape)  is  held  by  band  to  the 
rapidly  moving  board,  and  a  perfectly 
round  pail  bottom  cut  out.  A  roan  can 
cot  one  thousand  of  these  in  ten  hours. 
Tbe  bottom  is  fitted  by  hand,  and  if  a 
three-hooped  p»il,  the  second  hoop  fast- 
tenai  by  a  ma(bioe,  and  in  all  cases  the 
bottom  hoop,  and  handles  put  on  by 
hand.  The  bucket  is  then  passed  to  the 
painter  in  the  same  building  for  the  fin- 
ishing touch. 

Tubs  are  made  in  the  same  manner 
with  the  exception  that  all  tbe  hoops  are 
put  on  by  hand. 

BAl'IUITY    OF    THB    WORK— WAGES  PAID. 

From  the  number  of  processes  through 
which  a  pail  goes,  the  reader  might  infer 
that  it  was  slow  work.  On  the  contrary 
it  IS  quite  rapid,  as  is  proven  "by  the  fact 
that  a  man  can  take  tbe  staves  as  they  come 
from  the  kiln  and  make  Irom  one  hundred 
to  one  hundred  and  fifty  pails  (with  the  ex- 
ception of  fitting  tbe  bottom  and  putting 
on  the  last  hoop)  m  ten  hours.  Twenty 
dollars  per  thousand  or  two  cents  each 
is  the  price  paid  lor  making  tbe  pails  up 
to  the  point  indicated.  The  price  paid 
for  making  tubs  ii  four,  five  and  six 
cents,  according  to  the  size. 

THK     MACUINBRY. 

The  saw  for  cutting  the  proper  length, 
tbe  saw  for  the  width,  and  the  head  and 
chuck,  are  all  comprised  in  a  single 
lathe.  Of  these  there  are  three  for  pads, 
and  one  for  tubs.  Churns  and  half  busn- 
els  are  made  on  the  pail  lathes.  The  cost 
of  the  building  and  this  machinery  was 
between  twelve  and  fifceen  thousand  dol- 
lars.

TUB  KISD    AMD  A.MOaNT  Of   GOODS  MAN- 
UKACTUBED. 

This  mill  .is  now  manufacturing  casss- 
meres,  jeans,  satinets,  plain  plaids,  fancy 
goods,  and  will  soon  commence  the  man- 
ufacture of  blankets.  They  are  now  ex- 
perimenting with  some  new  colors  and  in 
a  short  time  expect  to  be  able  to  furnish 
first  class  magentas,  Ac.  They  are  just 
commencing  to  manufacture  fancy  flan- 
nels. 

They  are  now  manufacturing  seven 
hundred  yards  of  cloth  per  day,  and  when 
the  new  looms  arrive  will  increase  that 
amount  to  one  thonsand.  The  two  knit- 
tmg  machines  make  twenty  dozen  pair  of 
socks  per  day.  In  the  batting  room  fif- 
teen hundred  pounds  packages  of  batting 
are  put  up  per  day. 

HANDS    E.VIPI.(»VED — WAGFS. 

About  forty  hands  are  employed  in  the 
factory,  Ihirty-five  of  whom  are  young 
women.  It  is  qiiie  lucrative  for  those 
who  are  experts,  seme  girls  making  as 
high  as  forty  dollars  a  month.  Some 
learn  in  two  weeks,  and  others  require  a 
longer  time.  Their  wages  range  from 
twenty  to  forty  dollars  per  montfa,accord- 
ing  to  their  expertness. 

8ALK8,  CAPITAL    &C. 

This  firm  makes  weekly  consignments 
of  goods  to  large  wholesale  houses  in 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis.  They  also  sell 
largely  near  home.  The  prices  ot  their 
goods  range  from  eighty-five  cenU  to 
two  dollars  per  yard.  With  the  farmers 
they  exchange  cloth  for  wool,  where 
goods  are  desired. 

The  capital  invested  m  Ihe  mill  and 
stock  amounts  to  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars.

THEIR   TRADB. 

This  firm  supply  nearly  the  whole 
State  and  tbe  river  trade  as  far  as  Du- 
buque, with  wooden  ware.

A  tun- 
nel has  then  been  dug  through  the  soft 
sand  rock,  from  tbe  bottom  of  this  shaft 
under  the  very  canal  from  where  the  wa- 
ter is  obtained  out  to  the  river,  and  tbe 
water  is  thus  discharged.  The  sinking 
of  the  shaft  gives  a  greater  fall,  and  con- 
sequently greater  power  than  if  it  was 
located    immediately     upon     the     canal 

MAKIMO   CLOTH. 

Here,  too,  the  manufacturing  process 
is  I. igbly  interesting.  The  wool  is  first 
a.>»orted  and  classified  into  five  or  six 
g-adps,  from  whence  it  goes  to  the  wash- 
er,  where  it  is  washed,  pasted  through 
two  largo  vats  by  steam,  and  thoroughly 
eleansed.  It  is  then  placed  in  a  large, 
steam  tub  aod  rapidly  drjed.  after  which 


PAPER  MILL. 

On  Hennepin  Island  is  located  the  pa- 
psr  mill  at  Cutter,  Secombe  &  Co.,  which 
is  the  only  establishment  of  the  kind  in 
the  State,  and  is  doing  a  large  and  flour- 
ishing business. 

PROCESS   OF   PAPER   MAEtNG. 

The  rags  are  first  sorted,  tbe   colored 
ones  being  taken  for   common  news,  and 
the  white   for   book  and  nicer  qualities 
of     paper.      The     colored     rags     aie 
placed    in     a    large    tub,    where    they 
are   lime  bleached  for  thirty-six   hours 
They  are  then  put  in    a  vat   where  a 
stream  of  clean  water  is  constantly  pour- 
ed upon  thfin,  the  dirty  water  and  sedi- 
ment being  at  the  same  time  abstracted. 
After  remaining   three  or  four   hours  in 
this  vat  they  arc  transferred    to  another 
bleach  of  chlorid  of  lime  and  vitriol  from 
whence  they  are  taken  to  large  vats   and 
pressed  into  partially  drie<f  pulp.       This 
is  again    put    into  a  vat  where  it  is  cut 
into  fine  pieces  by  a  knife  on  a  revolving 
cylinder,  after  which    it   passes  through 
several  tubs  of  water   and    the    dirt  and 
sediment  are  fully  abstracted. ^When  final 
ly  ready  to  be  transformed  into    paper, 
the    pulp      is    so     thoroughly      mixed 
with    the     water     that      it    is      chief- 
ly   visible    in    giving   it  a  milky  color. 
From  this  la^t  vat  the  water  and  pnlp 
run  upon  a  cj-lioder  covered  with   a  wire 
network,  forming  a  fine  gauze.     The  net 
work  retains  the  pulp,  but  the  water  runs 
ofl",  and  from   tbe   wires  it  is    run  upon 
blankets,  which  pass  between  heavy  cyl- 
inders, heated   ty  steam.     Thepiessure 
of  the  cylinders  forms  a  smooth  and  even 
surface,  while  the  beat  of  the  steam  dries 
the  pulp.     After  passing  between  five  or 
six  cylinders,  the  pulp  has  acquired  suf- 
ficient strength  and   consistency  to  leave 
the  blankets  and  go  by  itself ;  and  it  con- 
tinues on,  until,   after  passing  between 
sixteen  of    the   heated    cylinders,   it  is 
it  is  reeled  off  dry,  white  newspaper. 

By  the  same  set  ol  machinery  tbe  pa- 
.er  is  reeled  off  and  cut  into  such  sized 
sheets  as  U  desired,

A  Bicli  Account  of  th  )  Skedaddle. 


OETTYSBritCi. 

Among  the  many  celebrationj  of  our  na- 
tional annivcrsirv  that  ai  Gettysimrg  took  a 
pn)intnent  place.  The  ceremonits  ot  the  day 
have  a  peculiar  ioterest  from  tiicir  haring 
connection  with  the  laying  of  the  w  rner  stone 
of  the  monument  in  tho  Soldiers  NationjI 
Cciretery.  The  oration  on  this  ocawio*  was 
iKlivervd  by  Oeneral  0  iver  C.  How ard.prom- 
incni  amonfj  the  heroes  of  the  batMe  of  Ge*- 
lysburg.  The  following  ex<iui9ite  poem,  by 
Colontl  Charles  G.  Halpine— otherwise  known 
as  Private  Miles  i.)'Reiiy— was  recited  :

The  New  York  Hera  d  publishes  tlie 
"true  story  of  Davis'  cxi  dus  (rem  Rich- 
mond, S8  written  by  one  of  his  staff  offi- 
cew."  This  narrative  says  that  on  the 
1  ist  Sunday  of  Jeff_l>avi  <  in  Richmond, 
he  "looked  careworn,  yrt  continued  to 
tinge  his  concern  with  a  'Jriskifess  which 
warded  oil  suspicion."  llKnjamin  court- 
ed bis  pipe  and  solitude,  in  the  cool 
verandah  of  his  honse.  There  had  been 
a  "warning  telegram,"  that  morning. 
The  scene  when  the  new?  of  Lee's  defeat 
was  told  Davis  at  church,  iithas  sketched: 

"Only  a    few  words  wt  r^  whispered  in 


Ob,  men  '  to  whom  thii  sketch,  though  rude 

Calls  back  some  scene  of  pain  and  pride ; 
Oh,  widow  !  huguing  close  your  bro«d ;

— The  (^aebec  correspondent  of  the 
Toronto  (Jlobt  writes  that  operations  to 
erect  fortitications  at  Quebec  are  to  be 
pushed  forward.

ihtt  ears  of  the  Confederitc  President 
a  few  words  which  told  bm  another  dis- 
patch had  come,  and  that  he  was  imme- 
didt':ly  wanted.  It  was  enough.  'I'he 
concourse  of  worshipers*  it hm  St.  Paul's 
read  the  whisper  by  the  action  of  Mr. 
Davis,  who  iustanlly  left  ^be  church.  No 
telegram  ever  tlashed  thiough  the  elec- 
tric wires  more  swiftly  thin  tnis  unspoken 
intelligence  shot  from  ey*  to  ey^  ol  that 
dismayed  congregation.  Had  an  unseen 
hand  written  the  coming  doom  on  the 
wall,  in  letters  of  fire,  :be  eflcct  could 
not  have  been  more  appalling  or  more 
instantaneous  " 

It  was  ten  o'clock  at  nght  before  the 
train,  bearing  Daris  and  the  cabinet  left 
Kichmond,  af:er  a  scene  of  great  con- 
fusion. Great  anxiety  was  felt  that 
night,  OB  the  train,  to  he  ir  from  Lee,  but 
no  news  came.  How  i  he  conspirators 
passed  the  night  is  thus  r  lated  : 

"Benjamin  whiffed  hi  <  cig«r  fill  mid- 
night, and  was.  soon  after  midnight, 
w  hi  fled  off  by  Morph.-us.  Mallory  dosed, 
with  a  good-humored  smile  playing  ou 
his  fV-atures — a  smile  made  the  pleasanter 
by  the  tlickering  light  whi  "li  fell  indirectly 
on  binu  Trenholai  was  ty  himuelf,  an  in- 
valid, att^'nded  by  his  wii't — the  only 
cabinet  olficer  who  had  or  needed  the 
gt-ntle  <are  of  "sweet  woman."  Attor- 
ney CJem-ral  Davis  tool  an  occasions! 
pull  at  a  brandy  bottle,  which  was  kept 
tiy  Harrison  and  otheis,  o  arrest  the  pro- 
gress of  di^comlort  if  not  ot  drowsiness. 
Reagan  chewed  hi*  tobai  co,  and  rumina- 
ted in  a  lonely  way.  Tte  only  one  of 
all  the  throng  who  seem*  d,  as  comp.<ired 
to  the  rest,  a  vory  kiug  in  dignity,  even 
to  the  resistance  of  sleeji,  was  .leff'jrson 
Davis  ;  vet  was  he  a  ead  and  sober-look- 
ing one." 

At  day  ight,  ncaring  nurksville  Junc- 
tion, there  was  fear  of  a  raid.  It  w.<»s  a 
Bcene  for  the  pen  of  a  '  'hackcray  or  the 
pencil  of  a  Doyle — nt,  ofallogarfh; 
none  other  could  do  it  <  ompleto  justice. 
Some  oi  the  Cabinet  oi'icers  were  very 
ponderous  gentlemen.  Benjamin,  obc 
of  these,  though  of  a  1  iw  stature,  had 
aldermanic  bulk.  He  d  d  not  propose  to 
ride — perhaps  he  could  i  ot — in  case  of  an 
attack;  all  the  others  were  ready  to 
mount  at  a  moment's  no  ice.  "Ye  won't 
surely  leave  me,"  he  cried,  as  he  shivered 
from  the  first  effect  of  reusing.  The  ap- 
peal uttered  by  him,  in  tvi<Frenehy  tone, 
and  somewhat  piteously.  had  a  ludicrous 
effect,  yet  sd  full  of  coni-ern  and  mortifi- 
cation were  all  upon  whom  the  effect 
told,  that  CO  one  ventured  to  laugh. 

A  train  filled  with  fugitive.'  from  Pet?r- 
burg,  was  passed  on  tht  way.

I'he  young  soldier  j  imped  from  the 
cars,  and,  wi.h  a  hexrt  teeming  with 
blended  soirow  and  rap'>,  dashed  to  the 
window  from  which  he  vasthus  reproach- 
ed, shrieking ; 

"Damn  you,  had  all  the  bombproofs 
likeyou  been  as  otteo  to  the  front  as  my- 
self,  vou  wouldn't  be  ot  the  back  track 
now."

At  length  Mr.  Davis  pnt  a  stop  to  the 
matter  by  saying  that  h  t  would  not  leave 
Virginia  until  Lee  was  whipped  out  of  it. 
"Then  you  can  makf  up  joar  mind  to 
a  long  residence,  said  Mr.  Bruce,  of  Ken- 
tucky, confidently." 

".A  day  or  two  mon  will  decide  that," 
was  the  wary  remark  oi  Mr.    Betijamin." 
"And  if  adversely,"  laid  the  Attorney- 
General,  "Charlotte  is  our  point." 

The  "distinguished'  party  wa.i  very 
hospitably  received  at  Danville,  and  there 
they  went  through  the  motions  of  fixing 
up  a  capital,  renting  o I  ices,  &c.  There 
they  waited  inmiserabl<s  suspense,  for  the 
news.     At  length  they  got  it: 

"  But  heavens  !  whai  news  it  was.  The 
consterpafion  in  Richniond  at  the  evacu- 
ation was  as  nothing  w  len  compared  with 
the  dismay  depicted  on  every  face  in  Dan- 
ville as  soon  as  that  new.-  leaked  out. 
I>ee  had  been  whippi  d.  Well,  he  can 
recover  from  the  blow.  But  Lee  had 
surrendered.  Imposs  ble !  What,  l.ee 
surrender ! — Robert  V  Lee  do  any  such 
thing  ?  The  very  thought  seemed  absurd. 
\  et  the  fact  was  so ;  i.nd  slowly  and  re- 
luctantly it  had  to  be  credited,  (tloom 
the  densest  was  abroad,  and  in  harmony 
with  its  horrors,  tlie  iky  poured  out  its 
torrents,  making  Danville  tho  roost  mis- 
t^rable  and  muddy  pluca  1  ever  tried  to 
drag  hiy  fee',  through. ' 

The  llight  from  Dat  ville  lollowed  : 

"Mr.  Davis  was  at  the  depot  by  half- 
past   five    o'-Iock.     Mr.  Trcnholm,  who 
was  very  ill,  was  carried  there   in  an  am- 
bulance.    Mr.    Mallo  7   rode    about  the 
city,  issuing  orders  at  d  doing  hard  work 
to  secure   the  transportation    of    all  that 
was  most  valuable  belonging  to  the  navy. 
At  the  depot,  amid   a  rnsh  little  inferior 
to  that  m    Richmond    eight   days  before. 
Judge  R  agan  sat   n  oodily  on  a  trunk. 
Near  him  was  Mr.  Iknjamin,  couched  on 
some  soft  baggage,  ai  d  the  attorney  gen- 
eral  squat  on   a  vali  ^e.     Confusion  was 
supreme.     ,     *     *     *     The  news,  which 
w<s  long   looked  for,  and   so  nn welcome 
when  it  came,  stunneil  all.     Its  effect  on 
most  of  the  old  citizens  of  Richmond  wa-s 
to   deter  them   from  ifoiiig   further,  and 
thus  the   second  stag<-  of  the  eva^uition 
had  fewer  to  follow  tl«  fortunes  of  Davis 
than   had  ihc   first.     The  sdencc   in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Mr.  Davis  was  dole- 
some.     No  one  seem  'd  to  have  an  opin- 
ion, or  heart  to  give  t  utterance.     From 
Richmond  to    Danville  all  were  more  or 
less   loquacious ;    bu     from    Danville   to 
Greensboro  '  the  dismals'  ruled  so  despot- 
ically that  the   very  laen   whose    natures 
appeared  to  'talk,^  were  dumb." 

The  train  on  the  r>ad  to  (ireensboro. 
North  Carolina,  male  a  narrow  escape 
from  raiders.  Grcriboro  wa'  inhospita- 
ble, and  the  party  tarried  with  the  cars  for 
five  days.  Davis,  Br  ickinri  Ige,  Johnston 
and  Beauregard  held  a  consultation :

It 
was  there  that  on  the  day  after  Greene's 
defeat  Lord  Rawilon  h<td  his  beadi|uar- 
ters.  It  was  near  to  there  (hat  the  cburl- 
i-ih  Quaker  refused  Green*;  the  hospitality 
ot  Lis  bouse,  saving,  'Get  thee  hence, 
wicked  man;  1  kavu  nought  to  do  with 
Mich  as  thee.'  It  was  there  tb.tt  Greens- 
boro first  laid  its  claim  to  the  cold  uncon- 
cern which  marked  its  conduct  towaid 
the  tottering  fortunes  of  the  confederate 
chiefs.  It  was  there  these  chio4s  wore 
now  grouped— Davis,  Breckirrfrfge. 
Beauregard,  and  Johnston,  foraMrii  vfic 
ptoture;  Benjamm,  Mallory,  Reagan  aud 
Geo.  Davis,  auother, 

"Neither  Johnston  nor  Beauregard  bo 
trayed  a  trace  of  despondency.  It  was 
obvious,  however,  that  they  r^rded  the 
struggle  as  over.  Mr., Davis  felt  mu«k 
concern,  and  rather  showed  it.  He  dis- 
trusted Johnston,  but  relied  on  Breckin- 
ridge to  foil  him  in  any  untimely  move. 
Johnston  was  instrjjcted  to  fight.  He  did 
not  approve  the  order,  and  disputed  not 
only  Its  wisdom,  but  its  power  oyer  hia 
action.  He  left  the  hill  at  last,  undeter-. 
mined  as  to  his  course,  resrrving  to  him- 
.self  a  right  of  decision  in  accordan<e  with 
the  development  of  events. 

"Although  the  collapse  of  the  confede- 
racy was  evident  to  every  one,  since  tte 
surrender  ot  Lee's  army,  the  complete- 
ness of  that  sudden  and  astounding  col- 
lapse wm  not  thoroughly  manifest  nntil 
after  this  interview  on  the  little  historic 
bdl  beside  the  railroad  at  Greensboro 
The  indecision  and  vacillation  of  the 
"constitutional  advisers"  of  Jefferson 
Davis  were  distressing.  Neither  he  nor 
they  seemed  to  know  what  next  should 
be  attempted,  or  what  they  should  do 
even  with  themselves.  They  were  utter- 
ly powtrless,  and  e.vinced  an  absolute  in- 
capacity to  deal  with  ih'  dangers  which 
encircled  them  as  individuals. 

"Did  you  ever  know  the  bottom  to  fall 
out  of  any  bucket  so  suddenly  and  com- 
pletely as  this  ?"  said  Colonel  Brent,  of 
Beauregard's  staff,  to  a  friend  near  me. 
"No,"  was  the  reply,  "and  the  servile 
conduct  of  the  bucket-carriers,  since  i 
have  seen  them  here,  makes  me  wonder 
it  could  have  so  long  held  water." 

>  t  thiiJ  point  tho  total  deinoralieition 
of  the  rebel  army  beoame  manifest.  The 
railroad  could  not  serve  the  fugitive*  any 
longer.  A  wagon  train  was  made  ready, 
and  left  without  its  passengers.  Then  it 
took  four  hours  to  gather  up  four  old 
ambulances.  The  party  of  distinguished 
fugitives  h*iA  so  dwindled  that  they  had 
room  enough.  The  aid  of  Mr.  Davis 
writes : 

"We  camped  in  a  woid  near  James- 
town, and  h\d  a  soaking  soldier's  night 
ol  it.  Nmit  morning,  for  potent  reasons, 
Breckiiiriiljjc.  accompanied  by  Ueag.tn, 
returned  to  (ireensboro.  Wbut  .John- 
ston luisjlit  choose  to  ogreo  on.  in  his 
convention  with  Sherman,  was  a  matter 
which  needed  looking  into.  The  terms 
first  subcaitted  were  Breckinridge's. 
These  were  rejected.  Thov  were  the 
only  terms  Johnston  was  authorized  to 
make,  so  far  as  Davis  could  give  him 
authority.  The  itompromise  terms  after- 
ward allowctl  by  Breckinridge  were  not 
ap[)roveil  at  Washington,  and,  after 
waiting  two  days  in  the  neighborhood  ol 
the  negotiations,  Breckinridge  consented 
to  permit  Johnston  to  do  the  beat  he 
could." 

In  the    further   flight   paroled  soldiers 

took  possession  of    trains.     Arrived  at 
Chalotic: 

"  Passing  the  first  noteworthy  mansion 
on  our  route  'up  tjwn,'  th  rro  wai  Mr. 
Benjamin  m  the  porch,  hathss,  smoking, 
sleek  and  sm  iling. 

"  'Ah:  General,  we  leered  you  vvere 
run  off  with.  Glad,  most  glad,  it  isn't 
so.' 

"  '  Our  traveling  trunks  were  slichtly 
out  of  order,   nothing  more,  Secietary.'. 

"  '  And  id  it  really  true  that  Lincoln  is 
killed  ?' 

"  '  No  doubt  of  it.  I'm  sorry  to  say.' 

"  '  Indeed  V  and  Benjamin's  smile  van- 
ished, and  wc  passed  on. 

"  I  should  mention  that  General  Breck- 
inridge ttlegraphcd,  among  ether  things, 
to  Charlotte,  the  mere  fact  that  President 
Lincoln  was  killed.  Tho  circumstances 
were  not  known  until  our  arrival.  Kx- 
ceptsome  thoughtless  enthusiast,  no  one 
heard  the  particulars  and  was  unsliooiied. 
Mr.  Davis  said  nothing  it  my  hearing  in 
the  least  like  the  remarks  that  have  been 
ascribetl  to  hiui.  He  made  an  imiuiry 
^iInilar  to  that  ot  Benjamin,  and  looked 
rather  than  spoke  his  hoxror  wh^n  the 
facts  were  put  before  him.  '  It's  awlul,' 
was  all  I  heard  him  say. 

Beyond  Charlotte,  Davis  had  a  larger 
cart,  but  his  "(iovernment"  faded. 

"George  Davis  had  resigned  the  attor- 
ney gene:  alship  in  Charlotte.  .Mr.lren- 
holm  resigned  the  treasury  secretaryship 
ou  the  banks  of  the  Catawba.  Not  only 
bad  the  ' •presidential  party"  grown 
"small  by  degrees,  and  beautilully  less," 
but  the  high  officials  bad  begun  to  dwin- 
dle away,  and  the  whole  party,  ot|icial 
and  not,  was  at  length  reduced  to  scanty 
iiuinbtr?,  though  its  escort  was  at  length 
large.  .Judge  Reagan  was  appointed  act- 
ing secretary  of  the  treasury  at  Catawba 
—about  the  last  executive  deed  ot  the 
flying   1' resident. 

"At  Washington  there  was  a  scramble 
for  specie.  Ic  was  determined  to  give  some 
to  each ;  they  were  impatient,  and 
helped  themselves  as  soon  as  they  found 
out  where  to  get  it.  The  result  was  an 
iiiecjitable  distribution — many  got  much, 
many  got  nothing;  and  "dust  hunters" 
picked  up  a  good  deal  the  following  day 
— a  good  deal  that  was  trampled  under 
foot  during  the  contemptible  scramble. 

"It  was  manifest  at  Washington  that 
the  disintegration  which  had  been  appa- 
rent more  or  less  frona  the  outset  among 
the  presidential  followers  had  culminated. 
It  WAS  equally  clear  that  Mr.  Davis  bad 
little  to  expect  from  the  cowed  and 
trembling  people.  Except  at  Charlotte, 
and  tbete  only  qualifiedly,  he  experienced 
little  cordiality  since  leaving  Virginia. 
North  Carolina  was  positively  cold  or 
lukewarm.  South  Carolina  displayed  no 
marked  indications  of  sympathy ;  and 
now,  in  (teorgia,  and  near  the  heme  of 
Alexander  U.  Stephens,  what  could  he 
expect? 

Here  Benjamin   disappeared,   no  on* 
knows  how,  or  where,  and

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Important  Annoiiiicement  by 
Senator  Wilson. 


The  Colored  National  Monument  As- 
sociation held  a  mass  meeting  in  Washr 
iogton,  D.  C.  John  F.  Pool,  presiding. 
Letters  were  received  from  Governor 
Andrew,  Horace  Greeley,  Frederick 
Douglass,  Gen.  Fremont,  Rev.  Dr. 
Shanning,  Theodore  Tilton  ak.d  others. 
An  oration  was  delivered  by  Wm.  How- 
ard Day,  (colored)  of  New  York.  Rev. 
John  Pierpoot  read  an  original  ode,  com- 
posed for  the  occasion.  Senator  Wilson, 
oi  Massachusetts,  biade  a  brief  speech, 
and  wa6  followed  by  Michael  H^hn,  oi 
Louisiona,  In  the  course  of  his  remarks 
Mr.  Wilson  said: 

"f  thank  (!od  slavery  is  dead  and  bur- 
ied.    Thank  God  for  that.     (Am^n,  and 
cheers.)     And  I  want  to  say   to   you   to 
remembir  and  cairy  it  to  your  neighbor, 
and  let  it  go  from  neighbor   to>  neighbor 
across  the  continent,   th.n|   the   Ireedmen 
of  the  United  Slates    shall   be   protected 
in  all  their  rights.     (Immense  applause.) 
Slavery  has  robbei  your  cradles,  it  shall 
rob  them  no  more.       (Cneersk.)      It   has 
had  its  auction  blocks  ;  tlie  au.tion  blocks 
are  gone  forever.     It  has  had  its  blood- 
hounds.    These  blootthounds  shall  be  on 
the  track  of  your  race  no  moJOB.       (Ix)ud 
and  continued  cheering.)       Let  the  lof- 
mc r  slave  masters  understand  this.  I  want 
them  to  understand  ih  it  their  black  code 
and  their  black  laws,  and  all  they  ba«e 
do^e  to  hold  men  io  slavery,  were  abol 
ished  with  slavery  itself ;  and  I  serve  here 
to-day   a   iiolict^   upon    them  that  I  have 
prepjired  a  bill — which  1  intend  to  intru 
duce,    too,    on   ibe  first  day.ol  the  next 
Congress — for    the   personal   liberty    of 
every  freediiian   on    this  continent;  and 
I  want  them  to  understand  that  I  belong 
to  a  body  of  men  who  are  accustomed  to 
sleep  on   the  field   of  victory  — a  class  of 
men  who  accept  tho  doctrines  of  the  New 
Testament;     who  accept,  as    tlie  living 
faith  of  the  North  American  republic,  the 
Declaration  of  Independence — \  class  of 
men  who  represent  the  principloi  of  lib- 
erty, of  humanity,    of  justice,  and  a  set 
of  men  who  never  were  .and  never  can  be 
defeated.       [Cheers. J     In   our   ears  the 
words,    the  touching   words  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  ran  lor   ever  that  the  black  man 
may,   in  some  hour  of  future  trial,  keep 
the  jewel  of  liber'y    in  the  family  of  free- 
dom."

Isham  G.  Harris,  of  Tennes- 
see, has  turned  up  in  Mexico,  from  which 
asjium  be  writes  a  foolish  letter  to  tbe 
Memphis  Bulletin.     Ue  says  : 

"  I  desiru  to  return  to  Tennessee. 
There  is  but  one  ot>8tacle  in  the  way,  and 
that  in  the  shape  ot  a  proclamation  by 
Governor  Brownlow,  offering  a  reward 
for  my  apprehension,  Sec,  but  I  have  a 
plan  for  its  removal,  and  to  some  extent 
1  find  a  precedent  lor  such  course  in  the 
example  of  my  friend  V'allandighain,  ot 
Uhio  ;  yet  I  will  'anxiously  watt  and  watch 
over  tbe  border,'  for  better  success  than 
be  met. 

"True,  I  am  here,  self-exiled  for  trea- 
son against  the  Government  of  the  Uni- 
ted States ;  and  were  I  pardoned  by  it — 
deprived  by  this  most  judicious  attich- 
ment,  of  tbe  right  to  vote  in  my  native 
State,  (or  an  alderman  or  constable,  yet 
thinks  to  their  wisdom,  I  am  eligible  to 
the  office  of  (rovernor  of  the  State.

Labors    of  lite    military  Com- 
mission. 

M.  Ben  Pitman,  one  of  the  official  re- 
porters of  tbe  Military  Commission 
which  tried  the  conspirator,  furnishes  tbe 
Cincinnatti  t'ommerctai  the  following 
summary  of  the  labors  of  the  Commis- 
sion: 

Number  of  witnesses  subpu-naed  for  the 
prosecution,  251 ;  number  of  wittesses  actu- 
ally examined,  201 ;  number  of  witnesses  sub- 
p<inaed  by  the  delense,  236;  number  of  wit- 
nesses actually  examined,  163;  total  number 
of  witnesses  examined,  371 ;  tutal  number  ex- 
amined. inciudinK  recalls,  428;  total  number 
of  witnesses  subpcrnaed,  4'Jl;  numt>er  of 
pages  of  testimony  (legal  cap),  4,300;  total 
numl>er  of  pages,  including  arguments  of 
counsel  and  reply  of  Judge  Advocate,  6,010, 
making  a  pile  of  manuscript  over  twenty- 
eight  inches  high. 

The  vast  amount  of  depositions,  &c.,  taken 
by  three  Jnd^e  Advocates,  Colonel  Burnett, 
Colonel  Foster,  and  Colonel  Alcott,  and  re- 
ports presented  at  the  War  Department  prior 
to  the  opening  of  the  case,  employed  live 
short- hand  writers  a  fortnight,  and  took  two 
experienced  clerks  six  wecka  merely  to  bncf 
and  file  away. 

In  this,  as  in  all  State  trials,  the  Government 
paid  the  expenses  of  witnesses  for  the  defense 
as  well  as  the  prosecution,  at  the  rate  of  three 
dollars  per  day,  and  the  actual  cost  of  trans- 
portation to  and  from  witnesses'  homes. 

The  Commission  commcncrd  its  sessions 
on  the  9th  of  May,  and  continued  them  till 
theSOtb  of  June,  sittiug  uaily,  when  witnesses 
were  in  attendance  or  arguments  to  lie  heard, 
from  9  A.  M.  to  C  r.  m.,  with  one  hour  recess 
for  lunch,  prepared  in  the  penitentiary,  and 
panaken  of  there.

Albert  i'ike  has  written  a  letter  to  the 
New  York  Express  denying  that  he 
has  countenanced  the  attrocities  alleged 
to  have  been  committed  upon  national 
soldiers  at  the  battle  of  Pea  Ridge,  by 
Indians  in  the  rebel  service.  The  attro- 
cities referred  to  were  the  scalping  and 
killing  ol  Union  soldiers.  Mr.  Pike  de- 
nies that  any  such  attrocities  were  com- 
mitted ;  or  rather,  alleges  that  he  never 
heard  of  them,  save  in  a  single  instance, 
when  his  medical  director  reported  that 
ho  had  fonnd  one  man  scalped,  "evident- 
ly, .  1  e  h  »  >-  il.M'i  ■  rhcmtpon,  he 
aays,  he  isiiutd  aij  ord.  i  u  i  mI  ■  :'  ku) 
such  prooeedingfl,  and  sent  a  cup/  cl  m.  ki 
General  Curtis.  Mr.  Pike  further  sfys, 
with  some  emphasis,  that  "it  is  an  infa- 
mous lie"  that  be  ever  countenanced  any 
atrocity,  and  givea  as  an  instance  of  his 
humane  disposition  that  he,  oa  one  oc- 
caaioo,  actually  prevented  tbe  banging  of 
a  Union  man  by  a  rebel  "vigilance  com- 
mittee," untd  be  was  himself  charged  ifitb 
being  a  Unionist.  That  charge  he  leaves 
to  be  inferred,  was  more  than  he  could 
stand,  and  be  let  the  Union  man    swing.

Nbw  York,  July  11. 
The  Herald'*  Washington  special  wys  a  re 
port  has  been  received  at  the  Bureau  of  Refu- 
gees, Freedinen  and  abandoned  lands,  on  the 
subject  of  outrages  committed  upon  negroes. 
The  report  states  that  prior  to  the  dissemlna- 
liin  of  our  troops  through  the  interior  of  the 
South,  many  of  the  slaves  were  hunted,  shot 
down  and  left  in  the  woo«1s.  while  endeavor- 
ing to  reach  our  lines.  This  accounts  for 
their  OKlics  being  found  th^re.  but  since  the 
cessation  of  hostilities  this  business  has  iKen 
s^>p|•>ed  There  are,  however,  still  instances 
of  cruelty,  but  ft  majority  of  the  people  ap- 
pear willing  to  obey  the  authority  of  the  Uni- 
ted State*/

The  number  of  stratigers  at  present  in 
our  city  and  the  accessions  which  are  be- 
ing made  upon  the  arrival  of  every  boat, 
is  a  sabject  of  general  rematk,  and  cer- 
tainly  looks  as  though  the  return 
ot  the  "good  old  times  that  used 
to  be"  is  near  at  hand. 

Out  hotels  and  boarding  bouses  are  all 
doing  a  lively  business,  and  the  indica- 
tions are  that  by  another  season  more 
extensive  accommodations  in  this  r>  spect 
will  be  demanded.  This  is  not  only  the 
case  with  St.  Psul.  but  it  is  so  generally 
throughout  the  State.  Our  sister  cities 
at  the  Falls  are  alive  with  strangers,  but 
their  accommodations  arc  ample  for  many 
more. 

The  town*  all  along  the  rirer 
and  far  back  into  the  interior,  the  banks 
of  the  many  beautiful  lakes  for  which 
Minnesota  is  so  famous,  and  the  thou- 
sand and  one  places  of  resort  thiougbouf 
our  State,  are  alive  with  pleasure  seek- 
ers from  almost  every  clime.  It  is  not 
only  the  invalid  seeking  health,  nor  the 
wealthy  American  searching  after  pleas- 
ure who  find  their  way  to  Minnesota,  but 
the  nobility  of  the  old  world,  the  wealthy 
Baron  aud  the  pleasure-seeking  Count, 
most  of  whose  lives  are  spent  amid  the 
excitement  and  pleasures  of  the  chase, 
swell  the  great  throng  of  visitors  who 
seek  our  borders,  to  hunt  the  buffalo,  the 
elk  and  the  deer  that  roam  in  countless 
numbers  over  our  prairies. 

The  beauty  and  varied  character  of 
the  scenery  of  Minnesota,  is  unequalled, 
perhaps,  00  the  continent,  the  solibrity  of 
her  climate,  which  for  its  beneficial  efTects 
upon  deseases  ofa  pulmonary  character 
is  so  justly  celebrated,  and  the  richness 
and  fertility  of  her  soil  which  producer 
in  such  lavish  abundance  the  vrhole  cata- 
logue of  cereals,  are  facts  to  wbi:h,  until 
recently,  the  outside  world  has  been 
comparative  strangers.

Hex.  John  Uogan  M.  C,  addreaaed 
the  citicens  of  Minneapolis,  on  Monday  even- 
ing, from  the  balcony  of  the  Nicolet  House. 
He  was  introduced  by  Col.  Aldrich,  and  spoke 
about  an  hour.  After  saying  that  be  &ad 
lived  forty  years  in  the  Mississippi  valley,  at 
St.  Louis,  and  speaking  of  its  beauty  and 
wealth,  he  sutcd  that  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant things  for  the  West,  was  the  uninter- 
rupted navigation  of  the  Mississippi  from  New 
Orleans  to  St.  Paul.  That  four  millions  of 
money  had  been  contributed  by  the  mer- 
chants ot  St.  Louis  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing a  line  of  boats  from  St.  Louis  to  New 
Orleans,  and  that  flour  could  now  be  trans- 
ported from  St.  Louis  to  New  York  by  way 
of  New  Orleans  for  sixty  cents  per  barrel. 

After  dwelling  on  the  importance  of'rlvcr 
navigation  he  referred  to  the  Minnesota  Val- 
ley Railroad,  and  urged  a  united  effort  to 
complete  it  to  St.  Louis,  displaying  with  some 
coloring;,  the  vast  results  that  must  accrue  to 
Minneapolis  and  Minnesota  in  general. 

On  the  whole,  the  speech  was  well  deliver- 
ed and  to  the  point,  and  was  listened  to  with 
interest  by  quite  a  large  assembly.

immadiately  back  of  Mendota,  the  ex- 
I  eose  of  getting  out  of  that  town  into  the 
mid  country  South  ol  it,  has  been  enormous, 
while  the  engineering  skill  displayed  in 
the  construction  of  this  portion  of  the 
road  reH«fCts  the  very  high-^st  crwdit  upon 
the  able  gentleman,  Mr.  D.  C.  Shepard, 
who  has  had  the  work  in  charge.

Aft-jr  passing  Kflgan's 
Lake,  Q  linntown  and  other  minir  points, 
we  reai'hsd  Uoseraount.  Here  we  found, 
as  the  lllinoisan  sa  d,  "a  great  ileal  of 
land  to  the  acre'  and  fine  land  too.  Af- 
ter a  few  moments  delay  here  we  pisse  1 
on  untd  twenty-two  miles  distant  we 
reached  Farmiogion,  and  well  is  it  nam- 
ed. The  ciJuens  evidently  pay  their 
whole  attention  to  farming,  and  are  meet 
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ng  with  all  the  success  any  reasonable 
person  could  desire.     We  will  guarantee 
that  this  p'Ttion  of    the  line   will    do    its 
share    toward  building    up   a  carrying 
trade  on  this  rp.ute, second  to  none  in  the 
State.     But  narcst  for   onr   locomotive  ; 
on  wo  go  for  a  distance  of    three    miles, 
until  we   reacli   Iha    track-layers'    hotel. 
tttent'j'Jke      niUs       from      Mfndota 
This  IS  an  institution  which  was  a    novel- 
ty to  ns,  and  may  pojsiMy  be  to  most  of 
ourrealers.  These  track-layers  are  now 
laying  at  the  rite  of  about   three-fourths 
of  a  mile  per  day,   but  while    doing  this 
they  must  eat  and  sleep.      To  save  time, 
and  secure  proper  res'  and   f  jod   for  the 
wen,  the  company  have  Uken  three  plat- 
form cars  and  budt  a  two  story    house   on 
each.     The  lower  story  is  used  foi  cook- 
ing, eating,  Ac,  and  the  upper   ttory  for 
sleeping  purposes.      This  portable  hotel 
is  pushed  ahead  by  the  locomotive  every 
time  it  arrives  with   a  load  of  iron,    ties 

and  spikes. 

In  this  establishment  tho  guests  were 
treated  to  a  dinner  which  it  would  trouble 
Belote  or  Shaw  to  duplicate.  Need  we 
recapitulate  the  rMi  turtle  soup  the  deli- 
cately browned  trout,  the  rich  and  rare 
roast  beef,  the  juicy  beans,  the  crispy 
pork,  etc.  etc.  We  ref«jr  our  readers  to 
Governor  Ramsey  for  further  information 
on  this  point.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the 
"portable  hotel"  dinner  will  not  soon  be 
forgotten.

They  represent  d  that  this  feature  inter- 
fered with  the  development  ol  indusiry  by 
binding  tip  capital,  and  in  this  way  op- 
pressed tbe  po.r,  and  that  when  they  en- 
deavored to  borrow  money  in  the  North- 
cTO  and  Middle  States,  they  were  at  once 
met  by  the  objection  that  perhaps  they 
.had  $-'0,000,  ai.d  if  they  bad  the  accom- 
niodaiion  could  not  be  extended.  So 
they  were  unable  to  give  work  to  tha 
poor  men  who  called  upon  them,  &c. 

The  President  reminded  them  that  tbe 
amnesty  proclamation  did  not  canse  the 
distrust.

E  COtlPIRACY. 


Synopai)  of  Atzerodt's 
CoDfession. 


Tbe 


We  are  pfnnitted  to  pnblisb  tbe  follow- 
ing extracts  from  a  private  Utter  from  our 
old  friend  R.  C.  Knox,  Eiq..  formerly  a 
pTOiuinent  citisen  ot  St.  Fnul.  and  who 
went  out  with  Capt.  Fi«k'«  pionetr  par- 
ty in  1862.  This  ktter  is  addressed  to 
our  fellow  citizen,  Frank  Hoyt,  Esq., 
now  Countr  Auditor,  and  cinnot  fail  to 
interest  and  instruct,  while  it  may  be  ful- 
ly rflied  opon — the  many  now  turning 
lh«.ir  attention  in  that  direction  : 

ViRoisiA  CiTT,  May  U>,  186o. 
Dear  Sir: — Leat  you  might  think  tha* 
I  have  forgotten  you  as  an  old  friend  am) 
citixen  of  Montana,  I  will  take  pleasure 
in  letting  you  hear  from  me  once  more. 
As  you  liAve  never  visi  ed  this  place  you 
can  form  but  little  idea  of  its  importance. 
Ad  a  miinng  camp,  it  has  been,  and  per- 
haps IS,  second  to  none  on  tbe  continent, 
ill  poiat  of  richness  in  placer  diggings. 
There  have  been,  last  fall,  and  during 
tbe  winter,  other  important  discoveries 
made,  that  have  taken  largely  from  the 
population  ol  this  place,  and  as  you  are 
to  »ome  extent  acquainted  with  some  o< 
thf ir  localities,  I  will  give  you  an  idea  ol 
tieir  extent  and  importance. 

The  Prickly  Pear  region  is  one  that  is 
a'tracting  much  interest,  both  as  to  gulch 
atid  quartz   mining.     The    old    town   cf 
Prickly  i'ear  proper,    is   now   known   as 
Montana  City  ;  but  about  ten  miles  from 
there,  westward,  near  the  Muller   Road 
and  on  the  eastern   slope   ot  the   divide, 
has  been  one  of  the  greatest   ci«coveries 
in  gul(.h  diggings  yet.     A  town  has  sprurg 
up  of  about  tour    thousand    inhabitants. 
It  is  called  Helena  Cry,  but  is  more  gen 
erailv  known  t»s  List  Ctance.     This,  as 
well  as  many  others,  is  attended  with  dis- 
advantages; the  principal  one  is    a  great 
scarcity  of  water.     There    is    but   little 
more  than  one  good  sluice   bead   cf  wa- 
ter in  the  gukh,  hut  many  of   the    claiius 
are  so  rich  that  they  draw    the    dirt    f(r 
aeveral  miles,  and  U  pays  well.      There 
have  been  claims  that  were  made  last  fall 
that  have  sold  from  six  to  ten   thousand 
dollars  each.     At  this  place  are   a   num- 
ber of  our  oN  Minnesota  fritods,  Capt. 
Holmes  (or  Uncle  Tommy)  and   most  ol 
his  train  are  there.     Two  of  our  old  citi- 
xens,  \Vm.  Fieebotn  aiid  Robert   Cana- 
dy,  with  their   families,    are    among  the 
ncmber.     How  will  any  particular  oaee 
are  doing  I  am  not  able  to   saj.      There 
is  one  thing  in  their  favor,  however,  there 
never  has  a  train   struck   the   mountains 
under  more  favorable  circumstances  than 
they  did.     They  arrived   there  last   fall, 
soon  alter  the  diggings  were  struck,   and 
all  bad  a  chance  to  get  claims.     Another 
important  point  is  Silver  Bow.  a   mining 
camp  of  stveral  hundred  inhabiracts,  be- 
tween here  and  Deer  Lodge,  located   be- 
tween tbe  divide  and  Deer   Lodge  river, 
(iermin   »ulch,    of    this  place,  has    the 
greatest  notoriety.     Confederate   Gulch, 
on  the  Missouri,  about  forty  miles   below 
tbe  IhreeForks,    is    another  important 
discovery.     The  principal  draw   back    to 
this     gulch    is    ita     depth    of    diggin>, 
and       too       much       water.         Anoth- 
er       of       equal         importance        was 
discovered  on  the  Yellow  Stone  last  Au- 
gust, known  as  Emigrant  Gulch.     There 
H  only  one  draw  back    to  this  place ;  the 
^ulch  is  lull  of   large    boulders.     Water 
and  timber  arc  just  right.     The  gold  is 
principallv  in  packets.  From  :f60  to.$2<)'J 
are  taken  from   a   single   pan.     But   the 
big  thing  ot  all  has   iost  been  discovered 
a  lew  weeks   ^ince  oo  the  Little   Black 
Foot     about     forty     miles    from    John 
<  irant's,   over    on    the  Mullen    road ;  ol 
coarse  the    highest  thing   out,  being  the 
latest.     Fverybody    is  on  the  stampede 
i  have  some  notion  of  going  myself.   Sev- 
eniyjite  ctntt  to  the  pan  in  the  grass  roots, 
and  $400  on  the  bed  rack,  six  fut  duicn. 
A  liitlo  now  on  quartz  beds,  and  I  will 
close  this    part  of  the   subject.     Without 
doubt  I  think  this  is  going  to  surpass  any 
country    for   gold   and    silver  bedj  jet 
discovered. 

Tbe  Dacota  at  Bannock  is  no  where 
with  tbe  Oro-cash,  ll!inoi.«,  and  many 
others  that  bare  been  discovered  at  the 
bead  ot  thii  gulch.  There  has  been  taken 
from  the  Oro-cash  bj  one  of  the  discov- 
erers during  the  winter  with  one  mule  and 
carter  over  $12  (X>0,  and  not  more  than 
one-half  of  the  gold  saved  from  the 
quait*.  A  ffw  mills  are  expected  in  here 
tbii  summer  which  will  develop  soinr- 
thiog  big,  I  hope.  A  gen'leman  in  tbis 
line  of  business  from  Nevada  Territory 
jU't  arrived  in  town  a  few  ddys  ago  lo 
put  up  two  or  three  mills  this  season.  Ol 
course  different  ones,  and  as  many  dif- 
ferent loc»liii>;s,  with  big  ofTers,  are  held 
out  as  the  best  place  to  locate.  Th«)  gen- 
tleman will  find  no  difficulty  in  that  line. 
Other  interests  than  mining  are  being 
taken  hold  of  since  you  left  for  the  future 
development  of  this  country.  Most  of 
the  valleys  are  all  being  taken  up  for 
ranches.  Firming  and  stock  raising  are 
attractmg  the  attention  of  many.  In  thv. 
Gallatin  Valler  alor.e  there -will  be  sev- 
eral thousand  acres  put  under  caltivation 
tbis  season,  and  a  good  proportion  iown 
to  wheat.  A  flouring  mill  is  being  budt 
at  the  head  of  tbii  valley  this  summer  A 
saw    mill   is    now  running  ihere.     Aside

STA<}R  ROCTKI. 

At  this  point  we  leave  the  cars  and 
take  Biirbarik's  coaches.  A  line  runs  to 
Sauk  Rapids.  Fort  Ripley.  Ctow  Wing 
and  Chippewa  Agency,on  tbe  east  shore, 
while  another  cros  ea  the  Mississippi  at 
Monticello,  and  thence,  vi  i.  St.  Cloud, 
Sauk  Centre  to  Abercron  hie  and  the 
Vorth  Pole,  touching  at  intermediate 
points.  A fcer  leaving  Lak<  Skeeter.pas- 
sengers  are  packed  on  sletges  drawn  by 
immense  re  ndeers.  Nex!  season,  if  the 
company  ran  get  a  Congressional  land 
grant,  they  intend  to  run  through  the 
sphere  by  the  inland  route  to  the  South 
Pole. 

M.\M'iraCTURH. 

At  the  Elk  River  station  is  a  capital 
livery  stable,  where  privai  a  conveyance 
cin  be  had  to  any  point.  The  village  ot 
Klk  River,  or  Orono,  ii  about  half  a  mile 
from  tbe  station.  There  i<  a  good  dam. 
with  grist  and  saw  mill,  furniture  manu- 
factory, wheelrigLt  and  tu  ning  establish- 
oient,  shingle  mill,  cooper  establishment, 
etc.  Tbe  I'imber  sawed  ii  mostly  hard 
wood,  chiefly  supplied  from  the  forest  on 
the  we»t  shore  of  the  M  ssiasippi,  one 
mile  distant,  and  pine  legs  are  drawn 
from  the  boom.balf^  mile,  by  animal  pow- 
er. Siores,  schools  and  :hurches  furn- 
ish food  and  nourishment  for  the  body, 
mind  and  souls  ot  the  people.  The  town 
does  not  indicate  as  muchibritt  as  its  age 
and  natural  advantage*  w  luld  lead  one 
tJ  expect.  Its  proximity  to  rail  and  riv- 
er, and  its  water-power  otght  to  make  it 
a  capital  point  for  busines*,  as  it  is  sur- 
rounded by  a  good  firming  country. 
There  is  a  very  atroogl/  impregnated 
sulphur  spring  at  this  plac  >. 

THE   CROPJ. 

The  crops  in  this  vicinity  look  favora- 
ble and  I  nttice  in  my  tra'els  that,  early 
planted  corn,  (from  1st  to  10th  ot  May,) 
his  n.t  been  injured  b}  squirrels  or 
worms ;  a  fact  worth  the  a'tention  of  far- 
mers, as  the  early  plmte  I  gets  a  good 
start  before  the  vermin  co  noteture  depre- 
dations. A  damage  by  frost  is  j»ol  to  be 
feared  so  much  as  womts.  Passing 
through  Orono,  we  thei>  cross  several 
mill  3  ol  tine  prairie  and  oa'.J  openiiig.soine 
of  which  is  occupied  witht;ood  farms,  but 
most  of  it,  b»i-k  from  the  river  claims,  is 
held  by  speculators— non  residents,  who 
annually  contribute  prety  liberally  for 
the  support  ol  the  country  n  paying  taxes, 
«9  the  land  is  in  its  wild  itate.  1  'ancy 
they  find  it  a  poor  investment,  one  on 
whijh  they  won't  "reafixc"  until  Gabriel 
blows,  and  then  it  probab.y  will  be  con- 

tis.ated. 

>Iontioell<  >. 
Crossing  tbe  Mississipp  ten  miles  from 
Elk  River,  wc  enter  Monticello,  a  small 
town  well  spread  out  on  a  large  and  beau- 
tiful prairie,  backed  by  stme  ot  the  best 
land  and  forest  in  the  State.  The  town 
is  evidently  laboring  undt  r  a  severe  at« 
tack  of  constipation ;  a  heavy  dose  of 
"green  bax'"  and  good  nursing  might 
bring  relief.  Between  tfai  *  point  and  Sil* 
ver  creek  more  than  half  <  f  tha  fnrm<  V>y 
which  we  passed  are  de  <erted.  Those 
occupied  indicate  good  aoiL 

SiWci  Creek  "don't  amount  to  shucks,'* 
and  the  stream  itselt  ain't  worth  a  dam  ; 
conse(iuently  never  has  lieen  sonvcrted 
into  a  water  power. 

Clear  "^Vat'^r. 
Clear    AVaUr,    eighteen    miles    from 
Monticello,  is  the   most  thrifty    place  «e 
have  seen   since  l-aving     Anoka.     They 
have  here  two   griat  mills    and  other  ma- 
chioery.  run  by  water  power,  also  a  steam 
sawmill.     Tbe   town   is   located  on  the 
Mississippi,  at  the  mouth  of  Clear  water 
creek  (or  river)  which  latter  furnishes  a 
good  mill  privilege.     There  are  two  hun- 
dred inhabitantj  with  a  visible  prospect 
of  rapid    increase,  very  good  hotel  and 
pleasantly  located.     We  changed  horses 
hvre.     The  day  had  been  cloudy,  but  as 
we    drtive    from    here   t  le    sun     added 
some  attractions  to  oar  ride.     Very  for- 
tunately   we    were    not   crowded  in  the 
coach,  and  I  must   say  it  was   one  of  the 
most  agreeable  rides  I  have  yet   taken, 
and  my  companions    furnished  a  very  in- 
tellectual entertainment   during  tbe  trip. 
The  country  is   generiJly   pretty  well 
covered  with  a  dense   grt  wih   of  oak  and 
under-bu»h,     occasionally     some     good 
lorrjfs. 

At  St.  Augustine,  six  miles  below  St. 
Cloud,  wc  pass  a  large  raw  mill  run  by 
a  good  water  power.  The  town  contains 
a  few  houses  and  two  stares,  and  koks 
very  much  as  if  the  fhianciil  lightning  of 
'56  had  materially  interfered  with  the  val- 
ue ol  tnw.n  lots. 

As  we  leave  here,  a  he.tvy  peal  of  thun- 
der attracts  our  attentioi — a  drop  or  two 
cf  rain  prompts  the  clot  ng  of  the  coach 
windows,  when  down  c  jmes  the  rain  as 
if  Appollis  had  lost  tbe  nose  from  his 
watering  pot  or  else  turnsd  it  bottom  up. 
Ttree  heavy  thunder  sho  vers  in  18  hours 
look  fdvoraole  to  Minnesota  crops. 

We  reached  St.  Clond  about  seven  V. 
M  ,  snd  from  first  appeiranco  conclude 
this  to  be  one  cf  the  livh  g  towns  of  Min- 
nesota. 

This  place  and  vicinit;*  on  this  shore 
I  now  visit  for  the  first  t  me,  and  conse- 
quently it  cannot  be  pasted  over  hastily. 

OK.iSSHOPPiiRS. 

Befcrd  closing  this  h  tier,  however.  I 
wish  to  inform  my  fellow  farmers  that  the 
grasshoppers  are  as  yet  not  to  be  seen 
Ibiaaideot'^lt-xandm,  utd  their  course 
is  sontfceut.  1  hey  wil  very  likely  J4)t 
their  Cjjgs  there  this  seat  on,  and  it  ia  to 
be  hoped  that  excessive  heavy  rains  this 
fall  and  a  wet  spring  may  cause  the  decay 
of  those  igg.

Baltimorb,  July  9. — The  ,<lmrrican 
has  received  a  special  report  of  tt*  '-on- 
coniession  ot  Ataerodt,  which  was  pre- 
pared by  one  who  baa  known  him  since 
bis  arrest.  The  detaila  ot  the  plot  to 
abduct  and  murder  the  Presidetit,  which 
are  set  forth  below,  were  given  the  au- 
thorities by  Aizerodt  but  a  short  time 
before  his  death. 

(.r.  A.  Atzerodt  was  born  in  Prussia, 
inl83o  ;  came  to  this  country  with  his  par- 
ents in  1844,  and  arrived  at  Baltimorw, 
in  which  place  he  resided  with  his  family 
for  one  year.  when,  with  his  parents,  he 
moved  to  AVestmoreland  county,  Virginia. 
His  fa' her  farmed  and  carried  on  his 
business,  that  of  a  blacksmith,  at  the 
Court  House.  Atzerodt  was  placed  as 
an  apprentice  to  the  coach  making  busi- 
ness, at  the  Court  House,  where  he 
leaned  the  painting  branch.  He  re- 
mained there  until  ISoG,  when  he  went  to 
Washin^^ton,  and  worked  for  Young, 
also  McDermott.  well  known  coach 
manufacturers.  In  1857  he  joined  his 
brother  in  the;  coach-making  business,  at 
Port  Tobai'co.  This  continued  four 
)ears,  when  the  firm  wis  dissolved. 

After  this  he  carried  on  painting  in 
Port  Tobacco  until  after  the  fall  when  he 
met  •!.  H  Surratt  and  a  man  named 
Hurline.  Surratt  indu(  ed  him  to  join  in 
the  conspiracy  for  abducting  the  Presi- 
dent. Atzerodt's  knowledge  of  the  men 
and  country  in  the  vicinity  of  Port  To- 
bacco, and,  in  fact,  ot  all  tbe  counties 
torilering  on  the  Potomac,  gave  the  con- 
spirators a  valuable  assistance.  He  was 
well  acquainted  with  llarrold,  whom  be 
was  not  long  in  liiuling  out  and  who  was 
also  engaged  in  the  conspiracy.  Surratt 
went  several  times  to  Port  Tobacco  and 
afterward  sent  to  Atzerodt  to  come  lo 
Washington,  where  he  was  known  to 
many.  In  Port  Tobacco  he  was  looked 
upon  as  a  very  weak  minded  man.  ar.d 
regarded  as  being  a  harmless,  sdly  ttl- 
1o>v.  Surratt  introduced  Atsr^rodt  to 
Booth,  who  feas  ed  him  and  fu^ni^hed 
bini  with  horses,  they  being  held  m  Sur- 
ratt's  name,  who  appeared  to  be 
the  principal  in  ihn  a^»ence  of  Booth. 
The  first  meeting  of  all  tb^  conspirators 
actually  engaged,  was  at  a  stiloon  in  Penn- 
sylvania avenue,  called  the  Galler.  At 
this  meeting,  O'Laughlin,  ArnoM,  Booth, 
Surratt,    Harro  d,    and    .Atzerodt    were 

Present.  Tbe  first  aUeoipt  to  al>duct  the 
resident,  wa.t  to  be  on  the  Seventh  street 
road.  Thi.4  was  to  be  about  tbe  middle 
ot  March,  when  they  expcL'ted  the  Presi- 
dent to  visit  uamp.  Harrold  left  with  a 
buggy  with  carbines,  for  the  plan  was  to 
seize  the  coach  ot  the  President,  and  Sur- 
ratt to  jump  on  the  box  and  make  for  the 
Potomac  in  the  vicinity  of  Nargomey 
creek,  where  a  boat  was  waiting  with  men 
to  carry  over  the  p$rty.  The  boat  was 
capable  of  carrying  fifteen  men,  and  was 
a  large  flat  bottomed  batteau,  painted 
lead  color,  which  had  been  bought  for  the 
purpose  by  Booth,  from  two  men  named 
browner  and  Sweat.  This  plan  failed, 
the  President  not  coming  as  they  ex- 
pected. 

Harrold  went  the  next  morning  to 
Washington.  All  remained  ({uiet  some 
time.  Booth  went  North,  .\rnold  and 
O'Laughlin  to  Baltimore,  Payne  or  Ward 
to  New  York.  A  man  ramed  Howell 
was  about  this  time  arrested.  This 
alarmed  Surratt,  and  he  left  with  Mra. 
Slatter  for  the  North.  This  was  about 
the  1st  of  April.  The  next  plan  was  to 
visit  the  theatre  on  the  night  the  Presi- 
dent was  expected  there.  It  was  ar- 
raugea  luai  surraii  ana  Dootb  were  to 
go  to  the  box ;  Arnold  and  O'Laughlin 
and  Payne  were  to  act  some  important 
part  in  getting  bin  out ;  llarrold  and  At- 
zerodt were  to  have  charge  of  the  horses, 
and  an  actor  was  to  be  secured  to  put  out 
the  gas.  Booth  represented  that  the 
best  assistance  they  had  was  an  actor  in 
this  pian.  Buggies  and  horses  were  to 
be  used.  .\  rope,  which  was  prepared, 
was  to  he  stretched  across  the  road  to 
impede  the  cavalry  in  pursuit.  The  route 
at  this  time  was  tbe  same  as  before,  ex- 
cept that  they  ware  to  cross  the  Eastern 
Branch  Bridge.  This  affair  failed  and 
Booth  sai<l  it  was  all  up,  and  spoke  of 
goiug  to  Richmond  and  opening  a  th^^a- 
ter.  and  promised  Atzerodt  employment 
in  some  capacity. 

Atzerodt  was  waiting  for  Booth    to  ar- 
range Lis   going  to  Richmond.      When 
the  affair  was  renewed  again  he    had   ta- 
ken a   room   at    the    Kirkwood    House. 
Harrold  called  on  him  and   left  his  pistol 
and  coat  in  the  room,  and  told  him  Booth 
wished  to  see  him  at  the  Herndon  House, 
to  which  place  he   repaired   in   company 
with  Harrold.     This  was  six  in  the  even- 
ing.    We  there  met  Booth    and  Payne. 
Booth  told   Atzerodt:    "You    must   kill 
Jo  nson."       Atzerodt   demurred,    when 
nootb  replied  :  "Harrold  haa  more  cour- 
age ;  he  will  do  it.     So  get   your  horses. 
What  will  become  of  you,   anvhow,  At- 
zerodt ?■'       Harrcld   went  down    on  tbe 
9ih     While  together,   Atzerodt  said  to 
Harrold,  we  must  not  disturb  Mr.  John- 
son.    Harrold  laughed  and  wanted   the 
key  to  tbe  room.     Ic  was  refused  by  At- 
zerodt, who  expressed  himself  as   fearful 
that  harm  mi  >bt  be  done    Mr.    Johnson. 
Harrold  lelt  to  70  to  see  Booth.     1  went 
to  Oyster  Bay.     Harrold  came  after  him, 
and  said  Booth  wishe    to  see  him.      At- 
jerodt  did  not  return  to  the   Kirkwood 
House  thas  night.      Booth  told  Atzerodt 
that  Surratt  was  in   the  city.      Atzerodt 
did  not  see   Booth  alter  leaving/  him  at 
the    Herndon    House,    and    ku   roamed 
about  the  streets   nearly    all    night,    and 
heard  of  the  mufder  at  10^  o^clouk, while 
pasting  up  tbe  Avenu<),  toe  cavalry  rush- 
ing by  in  pursuit.     He   threw   >  way   hij 
kuile  that  nignt,  and  pirted  with  bis  pis- 
tol the   text    morning,    to    a    friend  in 
Georgetown      Atzerodt   had  nothing  to 
say  at  ^ny  former   meetings,     lie  knew 
nothing  about  the  rope  found  with  Span 
gler.     He  believe«l  Spaogler  innocent  as 
tar  as  he  knew.     Booth,  when  applied  to 
for   money,   would   remark   that   he  had 
money  in  New  York  and  would  get  some. 
At  one  time,  in  the  spring,  or   late  in  the 
winter,  Mrs.  Slatter.  Mrs.  Surratt,  John 
Surratt  and  Maj    Barron,  formerly  of  the 
nbel   aimy,   left    Wathington   togeih  r. 
They  got  horses   from  Howard's.     Mrs. 
Surratt    stopped   at    f urrattvillc.      The 
others    went    to    the    Potomac.     Msjor 
Barron  returned.     He  did  not  tbink  Bar 
ron  had  anything  to  do  with  the   conspi- 
racy.    One  of  Booth's   plans    to    obtain 
an  entrance  to  the  Secretary  of  State's 
boose  was  an   invention,  which,    if  suc- 
cessful,   would   have    involved   others  in 
his  tool  acts.    He  had  made  the  aciiuaint- 
ance  ol  a  woman  of  strong  southern  feel- 
ings living  not  far  from   the    Secretary's 
bouse,  who  was  lo  make  the  acquaintance 
of  the  servant,  who  was  to  be  introduced 
to  Booth,  and  by  this  woman  he   won' ' 


ard's  life.  There  ia  no  doubt  be  knew 
much  of  the  whole  affair.  Although  an 
alibi  was  to  be  made  there  is  no  doubt 
but  that  O'Laughlin  did  visit  Stanton's 
house,  as  charged  in  the  testimony  before 
the  commission. 

ON  THK  SCAFFOLD. 

The  World''s  account  of  the  execution 
says  :  "It  was  with  a  shudder  that  I  saw 
the  officer  gather  the  rope  three  times 
tigltly  around  the  robes  of  Mrs.  Surratt, 
and  bind  her  ankles  with  cords.  She 
half  fainted  and  sank  backward  upon  the 
attendants,  her  limbs  yielding,  but  utter- 
ing no  cry.  Payne,  with  his  feet  firmly 
laced  together,  stood  as  straight  as  one 
of  the  scsffold  beams,  and  braced  him- 
self so  stoutly  that  this  prevent  >d  tbe 
breaking  of  his  neck.  Harrold  stood 
well  beneath  the  drop,  stdl  whimpering. 
Atzerodt  was  in  a  groveling  attitude. 
The  rest  said  nothing,  cx':ept  Mrs.  Sur- 
ratt, who  asked  to  be  supported  that  she 
might  not  fill.  Harrold  protested  againft 
the  knot  with  which  ho  wai  to  l>e  dislo- 
cated, it  being  huge  as  a  double  fist.  All 
the  mechanical  preparations  were  huge 
and  inartistic,  and  the  final  scenes  of  the 
execution  revolting.  When  the  death 
caps  were  all  drawn  over  the  faces  of 
the  prisoners,  and  they  stood  in  line  in 
awful  suspense  bet«»cen  absolute  life  and 
immediate  death,  with  a  man  at  the  neck 
of  each  adjueting  a  cord, the  knot  beneath 
the  ear  of  each  protruded  five 
or  six  inches,  and  the  cord  was  so  thick 
that  it  could  not  be  made  to  press  tight- 
ly against  the  tiesh.  The  officers  on  the 
platform  motioned  back  the  assistants  and 
then  signalled  the  executioners.  The 
great  beams  were  darted  against  the 
props  si  nultaneously  ;  two  traps  fell,  four 
bodies  dropped,  and  ihu  spectators  took 
a  little  rush  forward.  Mrs.  Surratt's 
neck  was  broken  immediately  ;  she  scarce- 
ly drew  one  breath.  Her  short  figure, 
with  skirts  looped  closely,  merely  dan- 
gled »ith  the  vibrations  of  her  swilt  de- 
cent, and  with  the  knot  holding  true  un; 
der  her  ear,  her  head  sideways,  and 
her  pinioned  arms  seemed  content  with 
ibeir  confinement.  Pavne  died  a  horri- 
ble death.  Tbe  knot  slipped  to  the  back 
ot  his  neck  and  bent  his  head  forward  on 
his  breabt.  so  that  ho  strangled  as  he 
drew  his  deep  chest  almost  up  to  his  chin, 
and  his  knees  contracted  till  they  almost 
seemed  to  touch  his  abdom  n.  Tbe  veins 
in  his  great  wrists  were  like  whip  cords, 
exninded  to  twice  their  natural  dimen- 
sions and  bis  huge  neck  gre  *  almost  black 
with  dark  blood  that  rushed  in  floods  to 
the  rope,  while  he  swayed,  and  twisted 
and  struguled  till  nature  ceased  her  r« 
bellion.  llirrold  a!!<o  pit^sed  through 
some  struggles.  It  is  doiiotlul  if  his  neck 
was  broken.     Atzerodt  died  easily. 

AFTER  THK   KXECUTlOX. 

A  correspondent  wrtirg  on  Satuidsy 
says : 

'1  he  sisters  of  Harrold  visited  the  Arse- 
nal this  afternoon  and  obtained  the  cloth- 
ing and  ether  effects  of  their  brother. 
The  gallows  remains  precisely  as  it  was 
after  the  executi'm  wi;h  the  exception 
that  the  ropes  and  nooses  have  been  re- 
moved and  one  oi°  the  props  that  upheld 
the  drop  upon  which  Mrs.  Surratt  and 
Payne  stood,  has  been  seized  by  curiosity 
hunters  and  cut  up  for  relics,  (ireat 
numbers  have  visited  the  Arsenal,  hoping 
to  obtain  some  souvenir  of  the  execution 
of  yesterday,  but  very  few  were  procured. 
Capt.  Roth,  oi  General  HartsulTs  staff, 
to  whom  was  charged  the  duty  of  con- 
structing the  gadows  and  arranging  and 
carrying  out  the  order  of  routine,  says 
thre-7  days  ago  I'avne  pitch  d  a  game  of 
({uoita  with  Spangler,  u  few  feet  in  front 
of  where  the  scaffold  stands.  I'he  same 
officer  also  remarks  that  at  the  moment 
ot  giving  tbe  signal  for  ^p^inging  the  trap, 
Atzerodt,  who  bad  an  idea  that  he  was  to 
be  swung  of}  tbe  end  of  the  platform, 
instead  of  failing  with  the  trap  on 
which  he  stood,  was  in  tbiactof  step- 
ping eastward  from  the  verge  of  tha 
scaffold  when  he  fell.  No  order  has  yet 
been  received  at  the  Arsenal  for  the  re- 
moval of  Arnold,  O'Laughlin,  Maddand 

Spanglpr     fo    thff     \*fn\t,'ntinry    tn  which 

their  sentence  >  onsigns  them.  They 
were  not  cognizant  until  to  day  of  the 
decease  of  their  associates  in  crime. 
When  brought  out  this  morniog  in  the 
yard,  where  the  execution  was  perform- 
ed. Dr.  Mudd  on  catching  sight  of  the 
scaffold  immediately  remarked  he  had 
heard  the  sound  of  hammers  on  the  pre- 
vious morning,  and  felt  appresensive  tbe 
noise  was  caused  in  the  construction  of 
the  gallows.  Spanglcr,  who  is  a  carpen- 
ter, looked  at  the  gallows  and  declared 
its  builders  had  made  a  good  job,  but 
that  he  did  not  want;  to  teat  it.  The 
prisoners  are  allowed  an  hour  in  the  fore- 
noon and  afternoon,  for  exercise  in  the 
prison  yard.  Since  the  adjournment  ot 
the  Court,  they  have  been  in  excellent 
health  and  tolerably  good  spirits.  Ar- 
nold's father  and  counsel  had  an  inter 
view  with  his  sou  to  day,  and  bade  him 
tarew.  II.  Both  were  much  affected,  and 
wept  at  parting.

Wakiii.notox,  D.  C  ,  Jnne  29,  1863  \ 
Dear  IIillykr:  In  answer  to    vour 
letter  urging  me  to  be   present  at   Sara- 
toga, on  the   Fourth  of  .July,  at  the  din- 
ner to  be  given  in  honor  of  the  old  '  'Army 
of  the  Tennessee,"  I  wrote  to  you  saying 
that  I   would  be   there.     Afterwards,  on 
rttlecting  that   it  was  doubtful  whether  I 
should  uecide  upon  such  matters  so  long 
beforehand,    I  sent  to  the  potit  otEce  and 
withdrew    the    letter.      I    now   have  to 
state    that    I    was    obliged    to  write  to 
His      Kxcellency      Governor      Kenton, 
withdrawing  my  acceptance  to  be  present 
at  the  flag  presentation   in    Albany,    on 
that  day,  and  for  the  same    reasons  will 
have  to  dtjclina  the   other.       Rawlins  is 
away,  which    somewhat    interferes    with 
my  absenting  myself,  and    the  Secretary 
of  War  desires  me  to  go  to  Missouri  on 
some  public  business.     Even  this   I    do 
not  think  I  c  in  do.       The  "Army  of  the 
Tennessee"'  is  the  first  army   I  ever  bad 
the  honor  of  commanding,  and,  in  turn, 
was  the  firit  commander  that  army   ever 
had.     Naturally  I  feel  an  attachment  for 
it,  and   have    an    ac(|uaintance    with    it 
greater  than  any  other  person    can  feel. 
The  Fourth  of  July  is  peculiarlv  a  fitting 
day  for  the  reunion  of  that    gallant   old 
army.     It  is  the  anniversary  of  our  inde- 
pendence and  also  of    the   most  decisive 
blow   given    tbe    rebellion   while  it  was 
powerful.       That  blew  was  given  by  the 
Army  of  the  Tennessee.

A  Cholent  Funic  In  Europe. 

Fromtlio  London  T.'lfgrijh  June  22. 

The    cholera    is    on    iis    travels — that 
fierce  anil    pitiless    plague,  which  has  its 
residence  in  t  o   cast,  but  sallies  forth  at 
periodicil   intervaU    to    decimate    west, 
north  and  sourh.     From  time  to  time  we 
hear  ol   the  visiution  in  distint  plac  s  — 
deaths  by  wholesale  in  central  A:<ia,  deaths 
in  southern  K'lsiia,  regiments  disbanded 
by  death  on  Indian  marches,  and  rivers 
choked  with  corpses  in  the  i.slands  of  the 
eastern    cce.in.     Th^  last   lied  sea  news 
brought  werd  that  Mecca  and  Medina  are 
this  year  vajst   lazsr   hou  es   of  cholera- 
smitten  victims,  the  pilgrims  perishin;;i3ll 
along  the  road  to  the  shrines  from  Jedd<ih 
and  tbe    southern    ports,  and  sbieks  who 
had  come  to  kiss  the  kaaba  turning  back 
in  horror,  with  their  trains,  to  succumb 
in  tents  and  houses  where  ihey  had  shut 
themselves  up.     Already  Egypt  has  been 
reached,  and  the  Tellahs  there  are  perish- 
ing by  the   thousands ;  so  much  so  that 
the  Italian  ard  French  harbors  are  closed 
against   vessels  from  Ale.\<indria.     Mar- 
seilles has  kept  all  the  inail  boats  in  ijuir- 
antine  ever   sintc  two   moribund  passen- 
gers were  landed  in  the  Jollietfe ;  and  at 
last  we   ourrelves  have  been   obliged  to 
confront  a  peril  that  cannot  be  disregird- 
ed.     The  newspapers   and   letters  which 
•ent   out  of   the  general   post  ofhce   on 
Tuesday  last  were  sent  in  box's   instead 
of   bags,  to  prevent  infections  being  car- 
ried out   of    Kgypt    by  the    mail  passing 
through   the  country.     That,    indeed,  is 
not  a  precaution  on  our  behalf,  but  it  will 
bo  observed  with  regard  to  the  overland 
dispatches   coming  homeward.     All   tbe 
instances  we  enumerate,  and  others  which 
might  be  cited,  prove  that  the  cholera  is 
on  its  periodical  march ;  and,  withiut  as- 
cribing to  tbe  same  source  the  outbreaks 
in  North  Russia,  Poland,  and  Prussia,  it 
is  at  least  possible  that   the  year  may  be 
signalized  by  the  invasion  ol    that  enemy 
which  patriotism  and  courage  cannot  keep 
ont  of  our  island.

Tne  South  Carolinians  had.  been  for 
some  time  niu<.h  annoyed  by  gari ironing 
ot  variouj  posts  in  their  midst  with  col- 
ored soldiers  whose  tiilifO  lemoval  has 
been  strongly  urged  on  the  mditary  au- 
thorities, and  there  is  now  a  ruuorithat  it 
is  soon  to  takv^  place.

JuH  C.  1865.— A 
gertleman  ol  th  •  State,  well  acquainted 
with  ex  S-^-retary  Cimcron.  relates  a 
reminiscence  of  the  war.  which  puts  a 
d'fTerent  aspect  upon  the  matter  d  the 
resignation  of  that  gentleman  as  Secre- 
tary ol  War,  an<l  also  relieves  hiai  from 
the  appearance  ol  being  amenable  to 
charges  ma<le  against  him  by  Democratic 
pai  era,  and  even  tacitly,  if  not  op«nly. 
concur!  ed  in  by  many  Republican  jour- 
nals. , 

Al'  will  remember  that  after  the  battle 
at  RuU  Run.  at    which   the   Union  force i 
suflered  s  o   disastrous   a  defeat,   the  ut- 
mo«t  coBSternaMon    prevailed    in  Wash- 
ington.    Had  the  rebels  been  fully  aware 
ot     its    defenseless     condition,    and     the 
panic  wbiL'h   prevaUed   there,  they  might 
have  marched    upon  and  captured  it  with 
ease,  or  at    least  out  it  ofT  from  all  com- 
munication with   the  North,  which  would 
have      event  ally      compelhfd      it*    sur- 
render.        Iti     this     condition     of      al- 
fairs      it      was      absolutely      ni»ces9a- 
rv     to     find     some     man    to     take  the 
command  ol  the  Union   forces.

(Uer.eral  MeClellan,  or  at  least  bis   IJene- 
rals,  had  been  successful  in  Western  V  ir- 
pitiia.

that  things  could  not  continue  on  in  this 
way;  that   (jeneral   Mc'.kllaa   must  be 
removed  Irom  the  supreme   command  of 
iiie  armv  if   we  meant   to  put  down  the 
rebellion  ;  that   it  was  a  (juestion   of  the 
triumph  of   the  Souih,  or  the  removal  ol 
McClelUn    f'om  the  supremo  comman  1. 
The   President   agreed  with   me   in  this 
view  of  the  case,  bat   f  aid :  "Cameron 
how  can    ir   I e  done?     We   h*ve  passed 
our  words  to  him  that  he  shall  have  the 
control  of  tbe  appointments  and  we  can- 
not   break    them"     I   replied:     "Leave 
that   to   me,    Mr.  President;   I    will   cut 
ihe   gordian   knot  if    I   «'an  and   unravel 
it.     I    will    resign,    and    you    can    »p 
point   another   to   lay  position."     "  But 
Cameror,'    said  he.    *tlat  would  be  ruin 
to  vou  politically,   if  not  personally.'     I 
replied  that  I  cared  not;  that  somebody 
must    be   sacriiiced   or  th;  country  lost, 
and  I  had    made  up  my  mind  to  the  con- 
se.i'jences   ol  my  act.       Mr.  Lincoln  re- 
plied that  he  would  think  the  matter  over

claims  Tho  latter  urged  his  promotion 
strongly  upon  the  Presidei  t,  and  be  was 
finally  appointed  to  the  command  of  the 
army,  the  most  unfortunate  event  con- 
iieeted  with  the  history  of  the  war.  But 
it  is  ustlcs  here  to  go  into  a  disquisi'ion 
upt»u  the  subject  ol  the  (General's  charac- 
ter as  ft  militarj-  inin.  His  deeds  are  be- 
fore the  country,  and  the  verdict  of  the 
people  has   been  delivered  upon  them. 

All  remember  the  history  of  affairs  at 
Washington,  fram  t'ue  appointmctif  ol 
(Jen.  ral  McClellan  to  the  command  of 
the  army,  to  the  resignation  of  -ecretary 
Cameron.  It  was  a  dark  period  in  the 
history  rf  the  country.  The  disaster  at 
Sbiloh.  the  retreat  of  Buell  in  Kentucky, 
and  other  most  untoward  events,  had 
almost  Irought  the  people  to  the  verge 
of  despair.  Papers  openly  spoke  of  the 
necessity  of  a  Dictator;  and  there  is  no 
doubt,  had  McClellan  powcued  the  mor- 
al courage  to  <!o  what  hii  backers  urged 
him.  he  might  have  taken  the  step  which 
had  heretofore  in  the  world's  history, 
placed  a  Ca-sar  at  the  head  of  the  Roman, 
and  a  Napoleon  at  the  head  of  the  French 
Keoublic. 

l-inally.  the  resignation  of  Secretary 
Cameron  took  plaie.  much  to  the  surprise 
of  Ihe  public.     VariDus  rumors  as  to  its 
cause  were  set  alloat.  among  the   princi- 
pal  of   urbich.    was,  that   favoritism  had 
b-en    shown    in    contracts,  by  wh"ich  his 
particular  friqcds,  especially  in   Pennsyl- 
vania, had  been  benefitted.     In  'ced  there 
were    but  few   persons,  even  among  the 
Secretary's  most  ardent  politi<'al  Mipport- 
ers,  who  did   not  look   npoa  the  resigna- 
tion as  lantamo-jnt  to  an  acknowledgement 
of   the  charges  of  the  Democrats  agiinst 
him      It  seemed  to  confirm  all  the  attacks 
of  the  opposition  press  upon  this  leading 
republican  statesman.     Among  those  who 
t..us   looked  upon    it,  was  the  gentleman 
from   this  State,  allnded   to  at   the  com- 
mencement of  this  article.     Happening  to 
be  in  Wasbingtou  at  the   time,  be   called 
at  the  ex-Secretary'§  to  obtain,  if  possi- 
ble, an  explanation  of  an  event  he  looked 
upon  as  so  disastrous  to   Mr.  Cameron's 
political  and  eren   personal  reputation. 
1  he  Secretary  was  not  at  home  ;  but  Mrs. 
Cameron  (he  is  intimate  with  the  family), 
told  him   that  if  he  would  call  at  eight 
o'ciock  that  evening  he  could  tee  ^'^.  C. 
He  did  so,  and  a  very  interesting  conver- 
sation took  place,  during  which  the  Sec 
retary  explained  the  true  reasons  for  his 
resignation,  showing  that  they  were  of  a 
different  character  f  om   those  generally 
btlieved  by  the  public. 

He  remarked  at  the  commencement — 
"Well.  S— .  I  sujipose  you  think  that 
either  I  have  retired  in  disgrace  or  that 
the  President  baa  committed  a  great  out- 
rage upon  me."  S  —  replied  thi  t.  to  tell 
the  truth,  this  was  just  what  he  thought.- 
and  that  he  called  to  see  what  possible 
explanation  the  Secretary  could  givebiai 
fcjr  his  tjourse,  which  would  remove  the 
bad  impression' i^  had  left  upon  bis  mind. 
Tb«  SecreUry  replied  with  a  smile: 
"Well,  t:— .  I  see  youare  as  badly  fooled 
in  this  matter  as  any  of  them. 

But  1  thought  that  you,  who  knew    me 
•  3  well,  woulil  certainly  conclude  that  I 
never  would  hive  left  my  post  under  the 
circainstauces  tb«t   I  have,  unless  I  was 
compelled  to  do   so    by  some  great  con- 
sideration of   state   which   involved  the 
vtry    existence   of  the    country^      I    •    't 
however,  open  your  eyes  to  the  tru    con- 
dition of  affairs,  antl    which  has  made  it 
absolutely  imperat  ve  on  ine  to  tender  my 
resigr.aiion  to  the  President,  and  as  abso- 
lutely  imperative   on    him   to    aocept  it.
